1.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  made  of  the  Militia  Bureau  as  to 
the  duties  of  a  veterinarian  in  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard,  an  indorsement  was  received  specifying  the  duties  of 
a  veterinarian  in  general,  and  which  is  published  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

'•War  Department,  Militia  Bureau,  January  11,  1926. — 
To  The  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania. 

1.  The  duties  of  a  verterinarian  of  the  National  Guard 
are  such  as  to  fit  him  to  become  an  efficient  veterinary 
officer,  to  learn  the  routine  of  administrative  and  Army 
methods,  and  to  instruct  the  officers  and  enlisted  personnel, 
line  as  well  as  medical,  in  the  care  of  horses;  incidentally 
he  is  expected  to  render  such  attendance,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary at  the  time,  to  the  animals  of  his  organization,  upon 
the  nights  he  attends  drill.  It  is  not  expected  that  he 
should  attend  animals  of  the  Government  upon  other  oc- 
casions, without  compensation,  nor  that  professional  at- 
tendance upon  animals  at  times  other  than  at  drill  should 
replace  his  far  more  important  duties  of  instructor  upon 
those  occasions.

2.  The  following  communication  of  the  Militia  Bureau 
was  mimeographed  and  published  in  advance  as  a  circular 
from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  under  date  of  February 
8,  1926,  but  the  same  is  republished  for  the  guidance  of  all 
unit  commanders  and  for  permanent  bulletin  files :

Subject :     Excuses  for  failure  to  hold  48  drills  during  a 
calendar  year. 

To :    The  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania,  (Through  the 
Commanding  General,  Third  Corps  Area). 

1.  In  paragraph  3c  of  letter  of  this  bureau  to  you,  dated 
July  31,  1925,  subject:  "Limitation  of  Federal  Aid,  Strength 
and  Restriction  on  Armory  Drills  for  Fiscal  Year  1926,"  ap- 
peared the  following  statement : 

"c.    No  Federal  payments  will  be  made  for  the  fiscal 
year  1926  for  any  armory  drills  in  excess  of  24  per  unit 
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in  the  first  half  year  and  12  per  unit  in  each  of  the  3rd 
and  4th  quarters,  a  total  of  48  drills  per  unit  during 
the  fiscal  year,  except  that  in  the  event  of  funds  remain- 
ing available  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter,  fiscal  year 
1926,  justifies  such  action,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War 
will  authorize  Federal  payment  for  additional  drills  within 
the  limit  of  available  funds,  during  the  fourth  quarter. 
The  48  drills  authorized  during  the  fiscal  year  are  in- 
clusive of  the  'Annual  Armory  Inspection.' 

In  order  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  exceeding  the  funds 
available  for  armory  drill  pay,  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
War  will  and  does  excuse,  where  necessary,  any  unit 
from  attendance  at  any  drills  authorized  in  this  para- 
graph." 

2.  Section  92,  National  Defense  Act,  provides : 

"Under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
prescribe,  each  company,  troop,  battery,  and  detachment 
in  the  National  Guard  shall  assemble  for  drill  and  in- 
struction, including  indoor  target  practice,  not  less  than 
forty-eight  times  each  year,*****  unless  such  company, 
troop,  battery,  or  detachment  shall  have  been  excused 
from  participation  in  any  part  thereof  by  the  Secretary 
of  War." 

3.  When  a  company,  troop,  battery,  or  detachment,  has 
failed  to  hold  48  drills  during  a  calendar  year,  the  General 
Accounting  Office  will  not  allow  payments  of  armory  drill  pay 
for  the  final  quarter  of  the  year  unless  it  appears  that  the 
Secretary  of  War  has  excused  the  failure  to  hold  such  part 
of  the  prescribed  48  drills  as  was  not  actually  held. 

4.  To  avoid  the  possibility  of  suspensions  by  the  General 
Accounting  Office  when  an  organization  has  failed  to  hold 
the  prescribed  48  drills  during  the  calendar  year  1925,  the 
following  action  will  be  taken : 

a.  The  State  Adjutant  General  concerned  will  for- 
ward through  channels  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  a 
request  to  be  excused  for  failure  to  hold  such  part  of 
the  prescribed  48  drills  as  was  not  actually  held.  This 
request  should  show  the  reason  for  the  failure  and  the 
number  of  drills  held  during  each  calendar  month  of 
the  year. 

6.  If  an  excuse  is  granted  by  authority  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  a  certified  copy  thereof  will  be  attached  to  the 
pay  roll  for  the  quarter  October  1,  to  December  31,  1925 : 
or,  if  the  pay  roll  has  been  filed  with  the  Finance  Officer, 
U.  S.  Army,  authorized  to  pay  it,  the  certified  copy  will 
be  forwarded  to  him  to  be  attached  to  the  pay  roll. 

5.  This  Bureau  cannot  now  state  what  the  situation  will 
be  during  the  period  July  to  December.  1926,  as  to  availability 
of  funds  for  armory  drill  pay,  but  it  may  be  that  the  amount 
available  will  be  sufficient  to  authorize  only  24  drills.  If  this 
is  so,  each  organization  must  have  held  the  full  12  drills 
authorized  for  pay  during  each  of  the  first  two  quarters  for 
the  calendar  year  1926,  if  48  drills  are  to  be  held  during  that 
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year.  Accordingly,  each  organization  should  hold  the  12 
drills  authorized  for  pay  during  each  of  the  first  two  quarters 
of  the  calendar  year  1926.  Failure  of  an  organization  to 
hold  48  drills  during  the  calendar  year  1926  will  be  excused 
only  for  lack  of  funds  or  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons.

Organiza- 
tion commanders  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  will 
communicate  the  information  contained  in  this  article  to  mem- 
bers of  their  organizations  with  instructions  to  inform  all 
World  War  veterans  with  whom  they  come  in  contact  of 
the  facts  relative  to  this  insurance.  All  applications  should  be 
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made  promptly  to  the  nearest  Veterans'  Bureau  at  Philadel- 
phia, Harrisburg,  or  Pittsburgh. 

WORLD  WAR  VETERANS— HOW  ABOUT  YOUR 
INSURANCE? 

By  CONSERVATIVE  count,  there  is  in  Washington  over 
$5,000,000,000  in  cash  money  to  which  nobody  but  veterans 
of  the  World  War  can  establish  a  shadow  of  claim.  This 
is  the  estimated  saving  on  United  States  Government  Life 
Insurance,  the  cheapest  and  safest  in  the  world,  over 
$36,000,000,000  of  which  remains  unsold. 

Cold  figures  show  this  insurance  to  be  on  the  average  about 
sixteen  percent  lower  in  cost  than  the  same  kind  of  insurance 
bought  from  insurance  companies.  The  $5,000,000,000  saving 
is  the  actual  net  cash  gain  to  veterans — if  they  will  take  it. 

The  figures  show  Uncle  Sam  hasn't  sold  anything  like  the 
insurance  he  should,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  so  far  he  has  made 
little  effort  to  do  so.  For  example,  Pennsylvania  gave  432,000 
commissioned  and  enlisted  personnel  in  the  World  War.  Less 
than  100,000  now  carry  their  government  insurance.  Many 
allowed  their  insurance  to  lapse  during  the  difficult  days 
following  discharge.  Probably  all  believe  they  cannot  re- 
instate. This  is  not  the  case,  but  the  final  date  for  reinstate- 
ment is  July  2,  1926. 

Men  in  good  health  can  reinstate  their  insurance  after  a 
physical  examination,  which  will  be  made,  free  of  charge,  by 
physicians  of  the  Veterans'  Bureau,  simply  by  paying  one 
month's  premium  on  the  ordinary  life  insurance  under  the 
old  Army  rate  for  the  month  of  grace  which  they  were  given 
when  they  allowed  their  insurance  to  lapse,  and  at  least 
one  month's  premium  on  the  converted  policy  they  may  select. 

Policies  are  issued  in  amounts  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $10,000 
in  multiples  of  $500.  Premiums  are  payable  monthly  on  the 
first  of  each  month,  but  may  be  paid  quarterly,  semi-annually 
or  annually  at  a  discount.  The  policies  issued  by  the  govern- 
ment are  ordinary  life,  20  year  payment  life,  30  year  payment 
life,  20  year  endowment,  30  year  endowment  and  endowment 
maturing  at  the  age  of  62. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Ordinary  Life  Policy,  the  insured 
agrees  to  pay  a  stipulated  premium  during  his  lifetime,  or 
until  he  becomes  permanently  and  totally  disabled,  in  con- 
sideration of  which  the  Government  agrees  to  pay  a  fixed 
monthly  income  to  him  during  his  disability,  or  a  definite 
sum  to  his  beneficiary,  or  estate,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
This  policy  is  destined  primarily  to  protect  those  who  are 
dependent  on  the  insured  and  to  that  extent  represents  straight 
life  insurance. 

The  Government  believes  that  this  is  the  soundest  invest- 
ment for  the  man  of  moderate  means,  who  needs  the  maximum 
amount  of  protection  for  the  minimum  amount  of  money. 
The  premium  of  this  policy  for  $1,000  worth  of  insurance, 
at  the  age  of  30,  is  $1.47  monthly,  or  $14.70  for  $10,000. 

The  limited  payment  life  policies  provide  that  premium 
payments,  instead  of  continuing  throughout  the  entire  life 
of  the  insured,  are  limited  to  a  definite  number  of  years, 
either  20  or  30  years,  and,  at  the  end  of  this  period,  the  policy 
becomes  paid  up,  and  is  continued  in  full  force  and  effect 
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without  further  payment  of  premiums,  until  it  becomes  pay- 
able as  a  claim  on  account  of  permanent  total  disability  or 
death.  Since  the  premium  paying  period  on  the  limited 
payment  life  plan  is  reduced  to  20  or  30  years,  the  rates  are 
somewhat  higher  than  those  of  the  ordinary  life  policy. 

Furthermore,  the  Government  makes  it  clear  that  all  policies 
are  free  from  restriction  as  to  residence,  travel,  occupation, 
and  Military  Service.  The  insured  may  live  where  he  pleases, 
go  where  he  will,  and  engage  in  any  occupation,  and  the 
Government  Insurance  policy  will  still  provide  protection. 
There  are  no  so-called,  "dangerous  occupation"  clauses,  as  is- 
the  custom  of  some  of  the  private  companies. 

The  Endowment  Policies  provide  that  premiums  shall  be 
paid  for  a  definite  number  of  years,  at  the  end  of  which,  if 
the  insured  is  still  living,  the  policy  matures,  and  its  full 
face  value  is  paid  to  him. 

During  the  premium  payment  period,  the  policy  holder  is 
guaranteed  a  definite  monthly  income,  if  he  becomes  per- 
manently and  totally  disabled,  or,  in  the  event  of  his  death, 
the  full  face  value  of  the  policy  will  be  paid  to  his  beneficiary 
or  estate.  Since  the  Endowment  Policies  include  a  plan  for 
saving,  in  addition  to  the  usual  Insurance  features,  the  pre- 
mium rates  are  higher  than  on  any  other  policy  forms. 

There  are  three  forms  of  Endowment  Policies.  The  20- 
Year  Endowment,  which  matures  in  20  years ;  the  30- Year 
Endowment,  which  matures  in  30  years ;  and  the  Endowment 
maturing  at  the  age  of  62.  The  Endowment  Policies  are  not 
only  an  instrument  of  Insurance,  but,  also,  a  valuable  savings 
plan,  for  the  full  face  value  of  the  Policy  is  paid  at  the  end 
of  the  20  or  30  year  time  period,  and  the  insured  may.  at 
any  time  after  the  end  of  the  first  policy  year,  and.  while 
the  policy  is  still  in  force,  obtain  a  loan,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  6  percent  of  the  cash  value  of  the  policy. 

Most  veterans  think  that  the  benefits  provided  by  the  Govern- 
ment are  solely  for  disabled  men.  United  States  Government 
Life  Insurance,  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  of  all,  is  open  to 
every  World  War  Veteran.  Of  course,  this  proposition  means 
the  cooperation  of  the  veterans  and  the  Government  for  the 
veterans  individual  good.  His  benefits  are  great  enough  to 
justify  very  serious  consideration  on  his  part.  Let  every 
veteran  act  before  the  final  date,  July  2nd,  1926,  to  protect 
himself  and  his  family,  and  increase  his  value  to  the  com- 
munity. World  War  Veterans  may  obtain  full  information 
on  this  subject  from  the  nearest  United  States  Veterans 
Bureau  Office. 

4.  Correspondence  was  recently  had  with  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  Treasury  Department,  requesting  an  opinion 
as  to  the  taxability  of  armory  drill  pay,  camp  pay,  rental  and 
subsistence  allowances  of  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard,  with  result  that  under  date  of  January  29.  1926  the 
Assistant  to  the  U.  S.  Revenue  Commissioner,  Washington, 
D.  C,  advised  the  Supervising  Internal  Revenue  Agent  at 
Philadelphia,  as  follows : 

"Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  dated  January  19,  1926, 
requesting  a  ruling  whether  armory  drill  pay,  camp  pay 
(covering  amounts  received  as  base  pay  and  longevity 
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allowances  while  in  camp  for  annual  fifteen-day  period 
of  instruction  and  camps  of  instruction),  rental  allow- 
ances and  subsistence  allowances  while  on  duty,  should  be 
considered  as  income  in  the  hands  of  an  officer  of  the 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

You  are  advised  that  the  compensation  paid  by  a  State 
to  an  officer  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  also 
amounts  paid  by  the  State  to  the  officer  as  rental  allow- 
ances and  subsistence  allowances  are  exempt  from  the 
taxes  imposed  by  the  Revenue  Act  of  1924."

To :  Commanding  Officers  of  all  camps,  Posts  and  Stations, 
USP&DO's  of  National  Guard,  and  PMS&T  of  ROTC  Units, 
in  3d  Corps  Area. 

1.  The  following  letter  from  the  office  of  the  Chief  of 
Ordinance,  File  00  471.49/1078,  dated  February  1,  1926,  Is 
quoted  for  your  information  and  guidance : 

"1.  All  organizations  to  which  the  caliber  .22,  M1922 
MI  Rifles  have  been  issued,  have  been  supplied  with  their 
allowance  of  caliber  .22  long  rifle  ammunition.  This  am- 
unition  was  purchased  specifically  for  use  in  the  caliber 
.22,  M1922  MI  Rifle,  under  specifications  requiring  an 
accuracy  of  .85"  mean  radius  at  100  yards  in  the  caliber 
.22  M1922  MI  Rifle. 

2.  Future  requisitions  for  caliber  .22  long  rifle  cart- 
ridges for  use  in  the  caliber  .22  M  1922  MI  Rifle,  should 
clearly  indicate  that  the  ammunition  is  required  for  use 
in  the  caliber  .22  M  1922  MI  Rifles,  as  the  issuing  depots 
have  now  in  stock  a  supply  of  the  ordinary  caliber  .22 
long  rifle  ammunition  which  can  be  used  in  this  rifle,  but 
is  not  recommended. 

3.  All  future  purchases  of  caliber  .22  long  rifle  ammuni- 
tion will  consist  of  ammunition  purchased  under  the  speci- 
fications for  accuracy  above  mentioned,  and  will  be  the 
only  type  of  caliber  .22  long  rifle  cartridges  that  will  be 
standard  for  issue  by  the  Department  when  the  present 
stocks  of  the  ordinary  caliber  .22  long  rifle  are  ex- 
hausted, as  the  caliber  .22,  M  1922  MI  Rifle  will  soon  be 
standard  equipment  of  the  Regular  Army,  National  Guard, 
and  the  ROTC. 

4.  A  supply  of  this  new  accurate  caliber  .22  long  rifle 
ammunition  will  be  available  for  issue  at  all  issuing  de- 
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pots  by  April  1,  1926.  At  the  present  time  it  is  available 
only  at  Frankford  Arsenal.  Care  should  be  taken  that 
caliber  .22  ammunition  for  the  caliber  .22  M  1922  MI 
Rifle  is  issued  in  accordance  with  allowances  authorized 
in  AR  775-10,  now  being  published."

6.  The  following  training  memorandum  of  the  Militia 
Bureau  is  published  for  the  guidance  of  Commanding  Officers 
of  all  National  Guard  units:

TRAINING  MEMORANDUM  : 

1.  The  following  is  adapted  from  a  Brigade  Training 
Memorandum  recently  received  by  the  Militia  Bureau.  While 
it  bears  a  special  name  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that 
it  is  only  a  particular  form  of  terrain  or  map  exercise  (de- 
pending upon  which  it  is  conducted). 

2.  It  is  designated  as  a  "Command  Post  Exercise"  (CPX) 
and  should  be  utilized  from  time  to  time  for  such  higher  com- 
manders and  their  staffs  as  are  prepared  for  it,  both  during 
the  Armory  training  period  and  the  Field  Training  period. 
An  essential  preliminary  to  this  form  of  training  is  a  thorough 
grounding  of  the  members  of  the  Staff  in  their  individual  and 
collective  functions  and  duties. 

3.  "Command  post  exercises"  are  one  sided  problems 
designed  primarily  to  illustrate  and  test  tactical  decisions 
and  orders,  staff  work,  and  the  operation  of  command  posts, 
including  communications  and  services. 

4.  A  "command  post  exercise"  differs  from  a  combat  exer- 
cise or  maneuver  in  which  the  units  concerned  are  present 
in  strength.  In  a  "command  post  exercise"  only  the  command 
post  personnel  and  services  are  present,  i.  e.,  commanders, 
staffs,  (including  enlisted  components),  communications, 
medical  and  other  services  (as  required),  with  the  equipment 
necessary  for  the  exercise. 

5.  A  "command  post  exercise"  ordinarily  will  involve  not 
to  exceed  three  echelons  of  command.  Thus,  a  Division  ex- 
ercise will  ordinarily  involve  Division,  Brigade  and  Regiment. 
A  Brigade  exercise  will  involve  Brigade,  Regiment  and  Bat- 
talion. A  regimental  exercise  during  the  Field  Training  period 
should  only  involve  the  Regiment  and  Battallion,  unless  held 
at  such  time  as  will  not  conflict  with  the  company  training, 
when  it  should  include  companies. 
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6.  "Command  Post  Exercises"  during  the  Armory  training 
period  will  necessarily  be  limited  to  organizations  where 
the  commanders  and  staffs  of  two  or  three  echelons  can  be 
assembled,  or  where  the  exercise  is  conducted  by  the  cor- 
respondence method.  They  must  be  conducted  with  maps,  in 
lieu  of  the  terrain.  Where  assembled  In  one  place  separate 
rooms  should  be  used  by  the  different  echelons. 

7.  During  the  field  training  period  these  exercises  should 
comprise  the  actual  establishment  and  operation  of  the  various 
command  posts  and  the  terrain,  and  the  operation  of  the 
various  means  of  transmitting  information  and  orders,  the  use 
of  available  cover,  study,  decisions  and  action  as  to  routes  of 
approach,  roads,  sites  for  ammunition  dumps,  first  aid  sta- 
tions, ration  distributing  points,  location  of  trains,  etc. 

8.  By  laying  out  (in  advance,  as  much  as  possible),  the 
available  equipment,  and  by  allocation  of  the  personnel,  so 
as  to  fit  the  urgent  needs  of  the  particular  exercise,  it  will 
be  found  practicable  to  carry  out  the  exercises  profitably  and 
without  important  omissions  or  serious  artificiality.  With 
experience,  officers  preparing  such  exercises  will  learn  to 
adjust  the  tactical  situation,  the  current  of  business,  and  the 
available  personnel  and  equipment  into  a  workable  and  in- 
structive whole. 

9.  Organization  of  the  ground  comprehends  the  organiza- 
tion and  arrangements  determined  upon  by  the  commander 
for  the  complete  control  and  functioning  of  his  unit  in  battle. 
It  is  applicable  to  both  offensive  and  defensive  situations, 
and  includes  selection  of  positions  on  the  ground  for  all  units 
of  the  command,  the  lines  of  communication  established,  routes 
used  by  runners,  location  of  C.  P.  's,  first  aid  stations,  routes 
of  evacuation,  location  of  all  dumps,  trains,  disposition  of 
machine  guns,  37  m-m,  Stokes  Mortar,  artillery,  tanks  or  other 
attached  units,  liasion  established  with  adjoining  units,  flank 
protection,  etc. 

10.  When  a  subordinate  commander  has  furnished  the  next 
higher  commander  with  a  sketch  of  the  organization  of  his 
area,  the  higher  commander,  in  the  preparation  of  the  "or- 
ganization of  the  ground"  sketch  for  his  own  unit,  need  only 
indicate  the  lower  unit  by  such  symbols  as  will  show  the  unit 
and  general  area  occupied  by  it. 

11.  Naturally,  a  "command  post  exercise"  includes  the 
keeping  of  the  usual  records,  files,  maps,  etc.,  required  by 
regulations  and  custom.  But  in  addition  to  this  it  is  essential 
that  each  individual  responsible  for  action  should  keep  a 
temporary  diary  of  such  action,  with  a  brief  statement  of 
reasons  in  appropriate  cases.  Examples  of  entry  in  this 
diary  by  a  munitions  officer : 

"8:23  A.  M.  Selected  farmyard  SW  cor  C.  R.  619.2— 
481.6  for  S.  A.  AMM.  dump.  Roads  OK  Dump  screened 
by  woods.  Good  turnaround.  No  congestion  here.  R 
4  says  OK." 

This  diary  will  be  examined  by  higher  commanders,  in- 
structors, or  other  authorized  persons  who  desire  to  note  pro- 
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gress  or  action  taken.  Credit  for  action  will  not  be  allowed 
unless  recorded  in  this  diary,  or  in  the  usual  records,  files  and 
maps  kept  by  the  individual  concerned. 

12.  Generally  speaking  all  "command  post  exercises" 
should  begin  by  unit  commanders  indicating  by  means  of 
sketches  the  organization  of  the  ground  as  determined  by 
them,  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  9  and  10. 

13.  All  individuals  responsible  for  action  in  a  "command 
post  exercise"  must  employ  their  imigination  actively  in  order 
to  grasp  the  details  of  a  situation  that  is1  necessarily  theoreti- 
cal Such  employment  of  the  imagination  is  not  only  necessary 
to  the  success  of  the  exercise,  but  it  also  broadens  the  under- 
standing of  the  individual.  Also,  each  individual  responsible 
for  action  should  train  himself  to  seize  upon  his  spare  time 
to  plan  for  the  most  probable  future  contingencies  or  de- 
velopments.

h.  Requisitions  for  small-arms  ammunition  will  be  based 
on  the  peace  strength  of  the  organization  and  will  show  the 
amount  of  ammunition  on  hand  at  the  time  the  requisition 
is  submitted.  The  actual  amount  called  for  in  the  requi- 
sition will  be  the  difference  between  the  amount  on  hand 
after  deducting  the  initial  allowance  and  the  amount  au- 
thorized on  the  above  basis.

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NOTE  1 :  2  Balloon  filling  sets,  complete,  each  consisting  of 
1  hose  cock,  1  hose  coupling,  1  weight  and  rubber  tubing,  are 
authorized  per  battalion ;  1  set,  complete,  per  separate  battery.

7.  Disposition  of  empty  cartridge  cases,  packing  materials, 
anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines,  etc.  a.  All  bandoleers, 
clips,  packing  boxes,  empty  cartridge  cases  and  other  materials 
accumulating  as  the  result  of  the  firings  at  target  practice, 
will  be  turned  in  to  the  local  Ordnance  officer  of  the  Regular 
Army,  where  ammunition  is  fired  at  the  post  or  camp  where 
there  is  such  an  officer,  for  disposition  by  him  as  prescribed  in 
Army  regulations  775-10,  775-15  and  775-20.  If  there  be  no 
such  officer  at  the  post  or  camp,  such  materials  will  be 
turned  in  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer 
of  the  state  who,  at  the  end  of  the  target  season,  will  report 
the  quantities  of  each  on  hand  through  channels  to  the  Chief 
of  Ordnance  for  disposition. 

b.  Anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines  serviceable  for  further 
use  and  remaining  on  hand  after  the  completion  of  the  en- 
campment, will  be  turned  over  to  the  Organization  Supply 
Officer  for  preservation  until  the  following  year.  Requisitions 
for  targets  and  tow  lines  submitted  will  show  the  number  of 
each  remaining  on  hand  and  the  actual  number  called  for  will 
be  the  difference  between  the  number  on  hand  and  the  number 
authorized  for  the  encampment  at  which  same  are  to  be  used. 

8.  When  Reserve  Officers  who  are  not  members  of  the 
National  Guard  are  attached  to  National  Guard  units  for  train- 
ing purposes,  additional  allowances  of  ammunition  for  their 
use  should,  if  possible,  be  requisitioned  in  advance  on  separate 
requisition.  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  expend  ammunition  is- 
sued for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  Training  of 
these  officers,  a  report  showing  the  names  of  such  officers,  the 
number  of  rounds  of  ammunition  expended  by  each,  and  the 
authority  under  which  they  were  attached  for  the  purpose  of 
training,  should  be  submitted  to  the  Corps  Area  Headquarters 
concerned  to  the  end  that  the  reimbursable  cost  of  ammunition 
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be  expended  will  not  be  charged  to  appropriation  made  for  the 
support  of  the  National  Guard.    (M.  B.  400.345  Gen.  15). 

9.  It  is  desired  to  impress  on  all  concerned  the  necessity  of 
submitting  requisition  covering  ammunition  requirements,  for 
the  entire  calendar  year  (1926)  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date  after  the  receipt  of  this  Circular,  in  order  to  give  the 
depots  ample  time  to  make  shipments  and  in  order  that  the 
congestion  and  delays  heretofore  experienced  may  be  avoided.

REVISED  INSTRUCTIONS  PERTAINING  TO  THE  PREP- 
ARATION AND  RECAPITULATION  OF  REPORT  OF

FORM  87). 

1.  Section  I,  Circular  No.  7  A-6,  Militia  Bureau,  February 
19,  1925,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

2.  The  following  instructions  will  govern  in  the  future 
preparation  of  Reports  of  Principal  Ordnance  Supplies. 

a.  Each  State  Adjutant  General  will  render  annually 
on  or  before  March  15th,  to  the  Corps  Area  or  Department 
Commander,  a  report,  on  Form  87c  (short),  showing  the 
status  of  stocks  of  ordnance  in  his  State  as  of  March  1st 
of  that  year.  In  preparing  this  report  the  three  vertical 
columns  on  the  form  will  be  used.  The  first  column  headed, 
"Total  in  hands  of  troops,"  etc.,  will  show  the  sum  of 
each  of  the  items  listed  on  the  form  which  are  in  the 
possession  of  the  National  Guard  troops  in  his  State. 
The  second  column  headed  "Property  in  Storage"  will 
show  the  quantity  of  each  item  in  the  State  listed  on  the 
form  not  included  in  the  first  column.  This  includes  all 
stores  at  State  Arsenal,  State  Target  Range,  Training 
Camps,  etc.  The  third  column  headed  "Total  in  State" 
will  show  the  sum  of  the  quantities  given  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding columns. 

o.  The  report  thus  prepared  will  show  a  correct  state- 
ment of  the  total  quantities  of  Ordnance  items  (service- 
able or  unserviceable)  listed  on  the  form  which  are  in 
the  State  under  the  control  of  the  Adjutant  General 
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thereof  and  occupying  any  status  of  accountability  what- 
ever. 

c.  Each  column  will  be  clearly  headed  on  the  first 
page  and  also  numbered  1,  2  and  3.  On  subsequent  pages, 
only  the  number  being  written  in  the  column  heading. 
Typewritten  reports  are  not  necessary ;  entry  with  pen 
and  ink  will  be  acceptable.  Only  one  copy  of  the  report 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Corps  Area  Headquarters. 

3.  Serial  numbers  of  equipment  and  lot  numbers  of  am- 
munition are  not  required  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

4.  On  the  face  of  the  cover  of  the  report  will  be  placed 
the  signature  of  the  submitting  officer  and  the  date  of  sub- 
mittal, which  in  no  case  will  be  later  than  March  15th.  (143

PREPARATION  OF  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS'. 

1.  The  Militia  Bureau  is  advised  that  Paragraph  17,  A.  R. 
30-910,  is  changed  as  follows: 

"Items  to  be  shown. — The  following  items  will  be  en- 
tered on  a  transportation  request  by  the  issuing  officer : 
a.     On  the  face. 

(10)  Nature  of  journey,  in  specific  terms,  and  classifica- 
tion of  personnel  as  given  in  columns  1  and  4  of  the  following 
table,  e.  g.,  "Changing  station  (Mil.),  or  "On  furlough  (Non- 
mil.)"  :

Notes. 

1.  The  foregoing  "Nature  of  journeys  and  classifica- 
tions'" will  also  be  used  for  National  Guard  Personnel 
when  the  travel  is  payable  from  an  appropriation  of 
United  States  funds,  although  National  Guard  personnel 
who  are  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  will  be 
classified  "non-military"  regardless  of  the  nature  of  the 
journey,  but  National  Guard  personnel  who  are  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  by  call  or  of  draft  by  the 
President  will  be  classified  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
Regular  Army  personnel,  using  the  classification  "mili- 
tary" or  "non-military"  whichever  is  applicable,  dependent 
upon  the  nature  of  the  journey  and  the  status  of  the 
traveler  (or  travelers)."  (A.  G.  552.11  (11-2-25).  1) 

2.  Pursuant  to  the  above  regulation,  charges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  members  of  the  National  Guard,  payable  from 
Militia  Bureau  funds,  are  no  longer  subject  to  the  deductions 
authorized  by  the  Land  Grant  Acts  on  account  of  transporta- 
tion of  troops  in  the  United  States.  In  preparing  transporta- 
tion requests  for  such  travel,  National  Guard  personnel  will 
be  classified  "Nonmilitary"  (Nonmil),  regardless  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  journey.  (M.  B.  553.4  Gen.-24).

LEASES  AND  ALLOWANCES  FOR  TARGET  RANGES 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  the  announcement  of  a 
policy  governing  National  Guard  target  range  leases,  con- 
struction, and  all  allowances  therefor,  as  follows : 

2.  a.  Leases  for  National  Guard  target  ranges  at 
home  stations  will  not  be  authorized  for  a  period  of  less 
than  three  years,  and  they  will  not  be  subject  to  termina- 
tion at  the  option  of  the  lessor  except  with  the  consent 
of  the  lessee. 

b.  Exceptions  to  the  foregoing  provisions  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  at  those  localities 
where  no  other  suitable  site  is  procurable  than  land 
held  for  sale  and  procurable  only  with  the  reservation 
of  the  lessor  that  the  lease  shall  terminate  at  the  option 
of  the  lessor  in  the  event  of  a  bona  fide  sale.  In  such 
cases  the  term  of  the  lease  should  be  for  not  less  than 
three  years,  with  the  provision  that,  after  the  expiration 
of  one  year,  the  lessor  may,  after  thirty  days  notice,  and 
only  in  the  event  of  a  bona  fide  sale,  terminate  the  lease. 

c.  The  Militia  Bureau  will  approve  leases  and  authorize 
in  the  name  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  expenditure 
of  funds  for  the  rental,  construction  and  maintenance  of 
target  ranges,  including  600  yard  ranges,  as  prescribed  be- 
low :  the  leases  to  run  for  not  less  than  three  years  and 
not  to  exceed  the  costs  authorized  herein.

Not  to  exceed  70  per  cent  of  the  above  amounts  may 
be  expended  during  the  first  year  of  the  lease  for  rental 
and  construction.  The  lease  to  cost  approximately  not 
in  excess  of  $200  annually.  The  above  figures  in- 
dicates the  maximum,  rather  than  the  average  payable. 

d.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  encourage 
the  establishment  of  simple  and  economical  ranges  ad- 
jacent to  the  home  stations  of  all  National  Guard  troops. 
For  troops  armed  with  the  rifle  a  range  of  200  yards  is 
acceptable  where  one  of  300  yards  cannot  be  obtained 
at  a  reasonable  cost.  Due  to  the  limited  time  available 
for  home  training,  the  various  subjects  to  be  covered  and 
the  value  of  basic  training  in  marksmanship  at  the  shorter 
ranges  the  War  Department  no  longer  favors  the  establish-

nient  of  ranges  in  excess  of  300  yards  at  one  or  two 
company  stations. 

e.  Machine  gun  and  howitzer  (37-mm)  units  are 
authorized  a  20  per  cent  increase  over  the  amounts  in  c 
above  for  standard  ranges,  where  a  larger  area  is  re- 
quired (see  /  below).  Machine  gun  units  are  authorized 
one  (1)  sliding  1000  inch  target  per  company. 

/.  For  machine  gun  1000  inch  ranges  where  standard 
ranges  are  not  available  or  required,  and  for  all  pistol 
ranges,  leases  will  be  executed  as  provided,  in  a  and  c 
above,  and  the  allowances  for  rentals  and  construction  will 
not  exceed  50%  of  the  amounts  authorized  in  c  above. 

g.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  three  year  leases,  they 
may  be  renewed  and  an  amount  not  to  exceed  30  per  cent 
of  the  three-year  totals  provided  in  b,  c,  and  d,  above 
will  be  authorized  for  rental  and  repairs  for  each  sub- 
sequent year  of  the  lease  thereafter. 

h.  Leases  will  be  authorized  for  periods  preferably 
in  excess  of  three  years,  and  an  allowance  of  not  to 
exceed  30  per  cent  of  the  three-year  totals  provided  in  b 
and  c  above  will  be  authorized  for  each  subsequent  year 
thereafter  for  rental  and  repairs.  It  is  desired  that 
leases  be  made  for  the  longest  time  possible,  under  the 
most  favorable  terms,  and  with  option  for  extention  and 
purchase  if  possible. 

i.  (1)  All  projects  having  more  units  and  calling  for 
a  greater  number  of  targets  than  listed  in  c  above,  de- 
sired for  installation  on  land  leased  for  three  or  more 
years  will  be  submitted  separately. 

(2)  All  projects  and  plans  for  the  development  of 
target  ranges  on  land  owned,  or  controlled  through  long 
leases,  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  States  or  organ- 
izations, will  be  submitted  separately,  and  their  individual 
needs  considered  with  a  due  regard  for  the  number  of 
troops  to  be  served  and  the  cost  and  permanency  thereof. 

3.  All  projects  and  their  estimates  with  a  total  annual 
cost  of  not  exceeding  $500.00,  including  rentals,  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Militia  Bureau  at  the  convenience  of  the  States. 

4.  All  projects  and  estimates  which  include  construction 
costs  in  excess  of  $500.00,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Militia 
Bureau  at  such  time  as  will  permit  them  to  be  returned  to 
the  States  for  additional  information  if  desired,  before  being 
submitted  each  year  for  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
on  July  10  and  December  15th. 

5.  States  should  include  in  all  estimates  a  brief  history 
of  the  range :  Stating  the  area,  whether  Federal  or  State- 
owned,  or  leased ;  for  how  long,  length  of  option  for  renewal, 
if  any,  amount  previously  expended  by  Government  or  State 
for  acquisition,  and  cost  of  all  improvements;  number  of 
troops  to  be  accomodated,  and  all  information  that  will  as- 
sist in  the  consideration  of  the  projects. 
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6.  In  the  larger  centers  of  population,  where  suitable  tar- 
get range  sites  within  reasonable  distances  are  unavailable 
or  prohibitive  in  cost,  and  where  sufficient  units  of  the  National 
Guard  are  stationed  to  justify  the  cost,  the  Militia  Bureau 
will  consider  applications  for  lease  of  suitable  sites  at 
greater  distances,  where  week-end  camps  may  be  held  for 
target  range  instruction.  Estimates  for  facilities  for  not  to 
exceed  one  company  at  a  time,  and  one  wooden  building  for 
office,  officers'  mess  and  bath  house  may  be  included  in  ap- 
plications for  lease. 

7.  Leases  will  be  executed  in  quadruplicate,  on  M.  B.  Form 
No.  17  (Authorized  January  29,  1920).  and  approved  by  the 
Governor  with  his  own  signature.  The  leases  will  be  sub- 
mitted with  the  detailed  estimates,  accompanied  by  a  map 
or  ink  sketch  in  triplicate  showing  location  of  range  with  re- 
ference to  troops  or  towns  using  it. 

8.  Instructors,  preferably  during  visits  of  instruction,  will 
investigate  proposed  ranges  and  make  a  report  to  corps  area 
commanders,  same  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
on  the  following : 

(a)  Necessity  for  range  at  the  particular  place. 

(b)  Convenience  of  location  for  the  troops  who  will 
use  it. 

(c)  Number  and  designation  of  units — and  troops — 
to  be  accommodated. 

(d)  Comparision  of  rental  asked  with  rentals  in  same 
locality. 

(e)  Purchase  price  asked  by  owner,  probable  purchase 
price  in  case  of  condemnation,  and  advisability  of  purchase, 
(f )    Suitability  of  land  for  use  as  a  target  range. 

(g)  Approximate  estimate  of  cost  of  preparing  range 
for  use. 

(h)  Liability  of  injunctions  against  the  use  of  the 
range. 

(i)  Any  other  pertinent  information. 

9.  The  target  ranges  at  training  camps  should  be  provided 
for  in  the  estimates  for  preparation  of  camp  sites  for  field 
training  whenever  they  are  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose, 
as  the  provisions  and  allowances  herein  are  intended  pri- 
marily to  provide  ranges  for  troops  at  or  near  their  home 
stations  when  practicable  and  funds  are  available. 

10.  The  above  allowances  are  not  intended  to  prohibit  the 
States  in  any  way  from  adding  additional  facilities  or  ex- 
pending greater  sums,  providing  they  are  met  from  funds  other 
than  Federal.  The  amount  of  funds  herein  are  all  that  can 
be  allowed  under  existing  approprations.  The  use  of  con- 
crete and  other  expensive  construction,  and  the  construction 
of  messhalls  and  other  facilities  on  short  term  leased  ranges 
is  not  approved  by  the  War  Department. 

11.  All  estimates  and  requests  will  be  submitted  in  item- 
ized detail  through  the  Corps  Area  Commander  for  his  recom- 
mendation. 
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12.  Circular  No.  3-B,  Militia  Bureau.  February  28,  1924, 
is  hereby  rescinded.    (M.  B.  684-1  Gen.-17).

9.  So  far  as  funds  allotted  therefor  are  available,  claims 
arising  during  fiscal  years  for  which  appropriations  have  not 
lapsed  will  be  paid  by  Finance  Officers  of  the  Army  and  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  who  have  paid  or  will 
pay  the  armory  drill  or  other  pay  on  which  the  increased  pay 
for  flying  is  based,  except  that  in  the  case  of  courses  at  service 
schools  completed  before  the  publication  of  these  instructions 
payments  will  be  made  by  the  Disbursing  Officer,  Militia  Bu- 
reau. Claims  arising  during  fiscal  years  for  which  the  appro- 
priations have  lapsed  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Militia  Bureau 
for  reference  to  the  General  Accounting  Office  for  settlement. 
Vouchers  and  pay  rolls  which  do  not  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  paragraphs  2  to  8,  inclusive,  of  this  Circular,  should  not  be 
paid  but  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Comptroller  General  for 
advance  decision.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT  OF  SUPPLIES  RECEIVED  BY 
PURCHASE. 

1.  In  cases  of  requisitions  submitted  to  this  office  for  sup- 
plies required  within  the  organizations  of  the  National  Guard, 
it  is  frequently  necessary  to  request  their  supply  from  a  depot 
to  be  designated  by  Corps  Area  Headquarters.  Frequently 
the  depots  on  which  such  requisitions  are  extracted,  by  reason 
of  depleted  or  exhausted  stocks,  find  it  necessary  to  contract 
for  the  supply  of  the  items  covered  on  requisition,  and  in- 
frequently such  contract  is  awarded  in  the  locality  of  the 
unit  to  be  supplied. 

2.  At  such  times  as  these  contracts  are  awarded,  the  units 
are  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  purchase  order,  with  in- 
structions for  the  acknowledgement  of  the  supplies  immediate- 
ly upon  receipt  thereof.  This  acknowledgement  is  essential 
in  order  that  payment  of  the  invoice  on  the  contract  may  be 
made  in  sufficient  time  to  permit  taking  advantage  of  the  dis- 
count offered,  and  such  payment  can  only  be  made  after  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  receipt  of  supplies  is  made. 

3.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  office  that  occasion- 
ally delay  is  had  in  making  such  acknowledgements,  in  which 
event  the  discounts  are  lost  to  the  Government.  This  matter 
is  therefore  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  concerned,  in 
order  that  no  future  delays  will  be  occasioned  in  reporting 
the  receipt  of  such  supplies. 

4.  If  however,  acknowledgement  of  the  receipt  of  such 
property  is  delayed,  it  is  evident  to  the  organization  com- 
manders that  they  must  be  held  financially  responsible  in  the 
amount  of  the  discounts  lost  to  the  Government.

REPAIRS  TO  AUTOMATIC  PISTOLS  AND  OTHER 
SMALL  ARMS. 

1.  In  order  that  the  small  arms  within  the  organizations 
may  be  placed  in  serviceable  condition  for  use  during  encamp- 
ment, such  repairs  as  are  possible  to  be  made  within  the 
organization,  if  necessary  parts  are  supplied,  should  be  af- 
fected.   Such  parts  as  are  not  on  hand  may  be  requisitioned 
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from  this  office.  However,  prior  to  submission  of  such  re- 
quisition, it  will  be  necessary  that  credit  be  established  pro- 
viding for  replacement  issues ;  to  attain  this  end  expendable 
voucher  should  be  submitted  to  this  office  in  duplicate  cover- 
ing such  parts  as  are  unserviceable  and  removed  from  the 
arms,  said  voucher  to  be  properly  certified  together  with  re- 
quisition for  replacement.  In  this  connection  there  is  quoted 
below  letter  of  January  18,  1926,  from  the  Commanding 
General,  Hqrs.  Third  Corps  Area.  In  order  to  comply  with 
this  letter  all  future  pistol  barrels  removed  from  the  guns 
and  unserviceable  will  be  returned  to  this  office  for  credit 
together  with  requisition  for  replacement. 

"1.  The  following  letter  from  the  Chief  of  Ordnance 
office,  file  00  474.811—313,  dated  January  13,  1926,  is 
published  for  your  information  and  guidance : 

1.  Pending  the  revision  of  S.  N.  I.  B-6,  "Automatic 
Pistols,  caliber  .45,  Model  1911,"  the  item  "barrel"  top  of 
page  2,  will  be  considered  as  a  non-expendable  item  and 
its  replacement  will  be  governed  by  AR  35-6540  Par. 
2  (b)  2,  etc. 

2.  This  action  has  been  made  necessary  through 
improper  care  of  pistols  and  apparent  misunderstanding 
of  certain  officers  as  to  the  proper  action  to  be  taken  when 
expendable  property  is  rendered  unserviceable  through 
other  causes  than  fair  wear  and  tear.  Every  possible  ef- 
fort should  be  made  by  Ordnance  Officers  to  prevent  the 
excessive  and  unwarranted  replacement  of  pistol  barrels 
and  where  neglect  is  evident  suitable  action  should  be 
taken  to  determine  responsibility  therefor  in  accordance 
with  regulations."

Subject:    Mark  III  Point  Detonating  Fuzes. 

To :    Commanding  Officers — All  Artillery  Units. 

1.  The  following  letter  which  has  been  received  from  the 
Ordnance  Officer,  Headquarters  Third  Corps  Area,  is  quoted 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

"1.  There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  malfunction- 
ing of  ammunition  fitted  with  Mark  III  point  detonating 
fuzes  without  an  interupter.  In  order  that  the  number 
of  such  cases  may  be  decreased,  the  Ordnance  Department 
has  adopted  the  policy  of  using,  where  practicable,  only 
Mark  III  fuzes  with  the  interrupter  for  training  purposes. 
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This  cannot  be  done  at  present  for  shell  to  be  fired  in  the 
155mm  Howitzer  and  155mm  G.  P.  F.  Gun,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  interrupter  is  so  located  in  the  fuze  body  that 
the  fuze  cannot  be  screwed  firmly  into  the  adapter. 

2.  With  a  view  to  having  issued  for  training  purposes 
only  the  Mark  III  fuzes  with  the  interrupter,  instructions 
have  been  given  to  all  issue  depots  to  issue  this  type  of 
fuze  for  use  in  the  75mm  Gun  and  2.95"  mountain  gun 
shell.  In  order  that  the  issue  depots  may  comply  with 
these  instructions,  it  is  requested  that  all  future  requisi- 
tions for  Mark  III  point  detonating  fuzes  show  the  cali- 
ber of  shell  with  which  the  fuzes  are  to  be  used."

Subject :    Procurement  of  Veterinary  Supplies  for  Stable  Use. 

To :     Commanding  Officer,  All   Mounted  Organizations  and 
Medical  Units. 

1.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  present  National  Guard  Re- 
gulations provides  a  limitation  of  50c.  per  animal  for  pro- 
curement of  veterinary  supplies.  However,  in  order  that  the 
purchase  of  veterinary  supplies  being  effected  by  Organization 
Commanders  throughout  the  National  Guard  may  be  authentic- 
ated for  settlement,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  those  articles 
of  supply  which  are  known  to  be  regular  issue  and  which 
are  constantly  required  in  the  service,  such  as  iodine,  gauze, 
cotton  and  certain  medicines,  should  be  included  on  requisi- 
tion for  quarterly  requirements  of  forage  and  supplies  in  such 
amount  as  will  be  required  during  that  quarter. 

2.  Open  market  purchases  are  only  authorized  in  instances 
where  the  supplies  required  could  not  be  contemplated  and  by 
their  nature  are  such  that  are  necessitated  by  emergency. 
In  this  connection  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  ex- 
tract from  Circular  No.  21,  issued  from  Third  Corps  Area 
Hqrs.,  on  June  25,  1925. 

"An  exigency  exists  when  unforseen  events  happen  and 
require  immediate  purchase.  A  public  exigency  is  not 
created  because  planning  has  failed  to  provide  the 
material." 

Therefore,  only  that  property  which  is  required  in  such  exi- 
gency will  be  purchased  in  the  open  market  and  the  other  sup- 
plies which  can  be  contemplated  will  be  required  to  be  in- 
cluded on  quarterly  requisitions  as  hereinbefore  mentioned.

Subject :    Issue  of  Gilt  Buttons  and  Ornaments. 

To:    Commanding  Offiiers,  All  units  of  the  Penna.  National 
Guard. 

1.  With  further  reference  to  the  issue  of  gilt  insignia  this 
office  has  been  advised  that  gilt  overcoat  buttons  will  not 
be  issued  until  such  time  as  the  stock  of  bronze  overcoat 
buttons  is  exhausted.  The  bronze  overcoat  buttons,  as  pro- 
vided by  regulations  shall  be  burnished  and  polished  to  a 
gilt  appearance  and  continue  in  service  until  new  buttons 
are  issued. 

2.  To  date  there  has  been  but  one  general  issue  of  gilt 
collar  and  cap  ornaments  and  coat  and  cap  buttons.  There 
is  now  available,  additional  quantities  for  a  second  issue 
of  these  items,  but  such  issue  will  not  be  made  as  the  first 
was  made,  i.  e.,  without  requisition  as  several  units  of  the 
National  Guard  have  drawn  the  second  issue  while  others 
have  taken  small  replacement  issues.  Therefore,  all  organ- 
izations will  at  once  submit  to  this  office  requisition  covering 
requirements  to  complete  second  issue  of  gilt  insignia  with- 
in the  authorized  allowance  for  the  enlisted  strength  of  their 
organization. 

3.  For  the  information  of  all  concerned,  it  is  advised  that 
the  basis  for  further  issues  will  be  the  total  number  of  each 
item  issued  to  respective  units  irregardless  of  any  credits 
which  may  have  been  entered  into  the  account;  that  is  necess- 
itated by  reason  of  fact  that  only  sufficient  gilt  ensignia  have 
been  made  available  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  provide 
for  a  double  issue  based  on  the  strength  of  approximately 
one  year  ago. 

4.  Further,  those  units  which  have  secured  their  second 
set  of  gilt  insignia  either  by  purchase  from  State  funds  or 
by  plating  of  the  bronze  insignia,  should  not  requisition  ad- 
ditional insignia  at  this  time,  but  should  suspend  such  re- 
quisition until  such  time  as  the  insignia  are  actually  required.

1.  Paragraph  3c  of  letter  dated  July  31,  1925,  on  the  above 
subject,  limiting  the  number  of  armory  drills  to  be  held  dur- 
ing each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  1926,  is  by  authority  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  modified  as  follows : 

Organizations  of  the  National  Guard  that  have  held  less 
than  24  drills  during  the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1926, 
may,  in  addition  to  the  12  drills  authorized  in  the  third 
quarter,  hold  such  extra  drills  as  will  bring  the  total  of 
drills  held  during  the  first  three  quarters  to  36 ;  and  in 
like  manner,  organizations  that  will  have  held  less  than 
36  drills  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  fiscal  year, 
may,  in  addition  to  the  12  drills  authorized  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  hold  such  extra  drills  as  will  bring  the  total 
number  of  drills  held  during  the  current  fiscal  year  to  48; 
provided,  that  in  no  event  will  any  organization  exceed 
48  drills  during  the  fiscal  year  1926,  or  exceed  the  maxi- 
mum of  eight  drills  per  month  authorized  by  law. 

2.  Organizations  that,  pursuant  to  the  above,  hold  more 
than  twelve  (12)  drills  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters, 
should  show  on  the  pay  rolls  for  these  quarters  the  number 
of  drills  held  in  preceding  quarters  so  that  it  may  be  de- 
termined whether  or  not  the  maximum  number  of  thirty-six 
(36)  drills  to  the  end  of  the  third  quarter,  and  forty-eight  (48) 
drills  to  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter,  have  been  exceeded. 

3.  In  this  connection,  attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  5, 
of  letter  dated  January  27,  1926,  on  the  subject :  "Excuses  for 
failure  to  hold  forty-eight  (48)  drills  during  a  calendar  year," 
and  it  is  urged  that  each  organization  hold  the  full  number  of 
drills  authorized  herein  so  that  the  necessity  for  requests  to  be 
excused  for  failure  to  hold  forty -eight  (48)  drills  during  the 
calendar  year  1926  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
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4.  You  are  advised  that  it  has  not  yet  heen  determined 
whether  or  not  the  available  funds  justify  authorization  for 
additional  drills  in  excess  of  the  maximum  of  forty-eight 
(48)  now  authorized  for  the  fiscal  year  192G.

2.  The  Wright  "A"  and  "I"  engines,  a  large  number  of 
which  are  still  in  the  hands  of  Air  Service  units  of  the 
National  Guard,  have  been  designated  obsolescent  and  are  not 
desired  by  the  Air  Service  for  reconditioning. 

3.  Wright  "A"  and  "I"  engines  issued  to  the  National 
Guard,  when  rendered  unserviceable  through  any  cause  to  the 
extent  that  a  major  overhaul  is  required,  should  be  surveyed 
by  the  organization  to  which  they  are  issued. 

4.  In  order  that  the  cost  of  transportation  and  handling 
may  be  saved,  the  surveying  officer  should  direct  that  serv- 
iceable parts  and  assemblies  be  picked  up  on  stock  record  ac- 
count of  the  unit  concerned,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
engine  be  disposed  of  as  condemned  property  in  accordance 
with  National  Guard  Regulations  73.

TRAINING  ALLOWANCES  OF  GASOLINE,  OIL,  GREASE 
AND  KEROSENE  FOR  ALL  NATIONAL  GUARD  UNITS 
EQUIPPED  WITH  AUTHORIZED  MOTOR 
VEHICLES 

1.  The  annual  apportionments  for  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds), 
grease  and  kerosene  for  the  armory  training  of  all  units 
equipped  with  authorized  Government-owned  motor  vehicles, 
except  Air  Service  organizations,  will  hereafter  be  based  on  a 
running  time  of  six  (6)  hours  per  quarter  per  authorized  ve- 
hicle. 

2.  The  annual  apportionments  for  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds), 
grease  and  kerosene  for  the  field  training  of  all  units  equipped 
with  authorized  Government-owned  motor  vehicles,  except  Air 
Service  organizations,  will  hereafter  be  based  on  a  running 
time  of  seventy -two  (72)  hours  per  year  per  authorized  ve- 
hicle. 

3.  The  following  table  gives  the  allowances  per  vehicle  per 
quarter  on  which  apportionments  will  be  based  and  should  be 
used  for  computing  the  allowances  for  any  given  unit.  In  com- 
puting field  training  allowances,  twelve  times  the  quarterly 
allowance  per  vehicle  should  be  used.

Totals  on  requisitions  or  requests  for  reservations  should  be 
stated  to  the  nearest  integer,  provided  that  in  no  instance 
will  the  total  quarterly  allowances  accruing  to  a  unit  be  taken 
as  less  than  one  (1)  gallon  each  for  lubricating  oil  and  kero- 
sene and  one  (1)  pound  for  grease.  The  foregoing  allowances 
are  not  intended  for  vehicles  placed  in  "dead  storage"  and  not 
actually  operated. 

4.  The  annual  apportionment  for  all  gasoline,  oil  (all 
kinds),  grease  and  kerosene  required  in  the  armory  training 
of  Air  Service  organizations  is  fixed  at  not  to  exceed  $3,600.00 
per  year  for  each  squadron. 

5.  The  annual  apportionment  for  all  gasoline,  oil  (all 
kinds),  grease  and  kerosene  required  in  the  field  training  of 
Air  Service  organizations  is  fixed  at  not  to  exceed  $1,600.00 
per  year  for  each  squadron. 

6.  In  future,  all  requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the 
procurement  of  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds),  grease  and  kerosene 
will  be  submitted  quarterly  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
amount  apportioned  for  such  quarter.  Requests  for  amounts 
in  excess  of  apportionments  must  be  accompanied  by  detailed 
reasons  for  such  requests. 

7.  The  cost  of  gasoline,  oil,  grease  and  kerosene  for  armory 
training  is  properly  chargeable  against  funds  apportioned  to 
the  several  States  under  the  sub-appropriation  "General  ex- 
penses, equipment  and  instruction,  National  Guard,"  apportion- 
ment "Equipment  and  incidental  expenses,"  and  that  for  field 
training  is  chargeable  against  funds  apportioned  under  the 
sub-appropriation  "Expenses,  camps  of  instruction,  National 
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Guard,"  provided  that  sufficient  unobligated  balances  under 
these  apportionments  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  State. 

8.  If  the  expenditure  is  authorized  by  the  issuance  of  a 
Reservation  of  funds  the  gasoline,  oil,  etc.,  will  be  purchased 
by  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the 
State  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  Government  and  a  copy 
of  the  authority  for  the  expenditure  filed  with  the  first  voucher 
upon  which  credit  is  claimed  for  the  payment. 

9.  These  instructions  are  effective  on  and  after  July  1, 
1926,  and  supersede  all  previous  instructions  in  conflict  there- 
with.

TRAINING  ALLOWANCES  OF  SELF-PROPELLED  AND 
HORSE-DRAWN  VEHICLES 

1.  The  following  training  allowances  of  self-propelled  and 
horse-drawn  vehicles  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned.  These  allowances  are  effective  on 
and  after  July  1,  1926,  and  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  computing 
allowances  of  gasoline,  oil,  grease  and  kerosene  for  armory 
drill  training  and  for  field  training  (See  M.  B.  Circular  No.  7, 
dated  February  16,  1926),  and  will  also  be  used  in  determining 
the  number  of  mechanic  caretakers  to  which  a  unit  is  entitled 
under  the  provisions  of  National  Guard  Regulations  Number  79. 

2.  The  substitution  of  a  different  type  of  vehicle  for  that 
shown  in  the  attached  tables  is  not  authorized  unless  specific 

authority  for  the  substitution  has  first  been  obtained  from  the 
Militia  Bureau. 

3.  All  other  Federally-owned  vehicles  which  are  actually  on 
hand  with  an  organization  will  either  be  placed  in  serviceable 
condition  as  rapidly  as  available  means  will  permit,  and  stored 
in  a  suitable  place  for  use  as  replacements,  or  declared  sur- 
plus, and  disposed  of  if  in  such  condition  as  to  render  their 
further  use  impracticable  or  uneconomical.

CONSTRUCTION,  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  IN- 
STALLATIONS AND  STRUCTURES  AT  CAMP  SITES 
AND  TARGET  RANGES  USED  FOR  NATIONAL 
GUARD  TRAINING 

I.  GENERAL  POLICY. 

1.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  encourage  the 
establishment  of  one  camp  in  each  state  or  territory,  under 
state  control,  either  owned,  leased  or  held  on  revocable  license 
by  the  State,  sufficient  in  area  to  provide  a  camp  for  all  the 
troops  of  that  State,  with  the  exception  of  Field  and  Coast 
Artillery  units  in  those  states  where  suitable  areas  for  target 
practice  for  Field  Artillery  and  suitable  armaments  for  Coast 
Artillery  units  are  not  available  within  the  home  state  of  such 
units. 

2.  In  general  the  states  will  be  required  to  provide  the 
land  and  roads  and  the  Federal  Government  will  provide  the 
essential  camp  utilities  as  stated  in  Section  III,  subject  to 
certain  conditions  as  to  length  of  time  available  for  military 
use  as  hereinafter  stated  in  Section  IV  and  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  Federal  Government  to  salvage  any  utilities  constructed 
with  Federal  funds  when  the  land  ceases  to  be  used  for  mili- 
tary purposes. 

II.  CLASSIFICATION  OF  CAMPS  USED  FOR  NATIONAL 
GUARD  TRAINING. 

Camp  sites  used  by  the  National  Guard  are  of  various  classi- 
fications, (a)  according  to  their  real  estate  and  training  status; 
(b)  according  to  the  agency  through  which  Federal  funds 
are  allocated;  and  (c)  according  to  the  agency  through  which 
Federal  funds  are  disbursed  therefor: 

a.  According  to  their  real  estate  and  training  status  there 
are : 

(1)  Occupied  Regular  Army  Posts  used  by  the  National 
Guard. 

(2)  Unoccupied  Regular  Army  posts  used  by  the  Na- 
tional Guard. 

(3)  Regular  Army  posts  or  reservations  used  for  con- 
current training. 

(4)  Federal  reservations  reserved  for  use  of  the  states. 

(5)  Camp  sites  owned  by  the  states. 

(6)  Camp  sites  leased  by  the  United  States. 

(7)  Camp  sites  leased  by  the  states. 

b.  According  to  the  agency  through  which  Federal  funds 
are  allocated: 
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(1)  Concurrent  training  camps.  Funds  are  distributed 
by  War  Department  through  Corps  Area  for  camps 
where  the  National  Guard  trains  concurrently 
■with  other  training  components,  such  as  the  Regu- 
lar Army,  R.  O.  T.  C,  C.  M.  T.  C,  and  Organized 
Reserves. 

(2)  Exclusively  National  Guard  camps.  The  Militia 
Bureau  allocates  funds  where  National  Guard 
troops  use  the  camp  exclusively.  In  certain  reser- 
vations, e.  g.,  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma;  Fort  Riley, 
Kansas,  and  Pine  Camp,  New  York,  a  portion  of  the 
reservation  has  been  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the 
National  Guard,  and  such  places  are  considered  ex- 
clusively National  Guard  camps  in  that  the  con- 
struction funds  are  allocated  by  the  Militia  Bureau. 

c.    According  to  the  agency  through  which  Federal  funds 
are  disbursed  therefor: 

(1)  On  camps  owned,  leased  or  controlled  by  the  states. 
Federal  funds  are  allocated  by  the  Militia  Bureau 
to  the  state  concerned  and  are  disbursed  by  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of 
the  state.  In  general,  these  include  camps  under 
a  (2),  a  (4),  a  (5),  a  (6),  and  a  (7),  above. 

(2)  For  camps  located  on  Regular  Army  posts  or  Fed- 
eral reservations  under  control  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, or  its  agencies,  funds  are  allocated  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  to  The  Quartermaster  General  for 
expenditure  through  local  quartermasters.  In  gen- 
eral, these  include  camps  under  a  (1),  and  may  in- 
clude certain  camps  under  a  (<6)  and  b  (2),  where 
the  work  is  done  by  Regular  Army  quartermasters. 

(3)  For  camps  where  National  Guard  troops  are  trained 
concurrently  with  other  components  of  the  Army, 
funds  are  allocated  in  a  lump  sum  to  The  Quarter- 
master General,  whence  they  are  apportioned  to  the 
several  corps  area  commanders  for  expenditure 
through  local  quartermasters,  in  conjunction  with 
funds  of  other  components  and  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  In  general, 
these  include  camps  under  a  (3)  and  b  (1),  ex- 
cept as  noted  under  b  (2),  above. 

III.    AUTHORIZED   UTILITIES   AND   STRUCTURES  IN 
ORDER  OF  PRIORITY. 

1.  In  general,  it  is  the  policy  to  provide  for  each  camp  at 
Federal  expense  only  the  barest  essentials  for  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  troops  and  the  economical  administration  of 
the  summer  camps,  leaving  the  cost  of  providing  roads  (ex- 
cept on  Federally  controlled  camps),  any  elaboration  of  type 
and  any  additional  refinements  to  be  borne  by  the  states. 

2.  The  structures  that  may  be  provided  at  Federal  expense 
in  order  of  priority  are  as  follows : 
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a.  Maintenance  and  repairs  of  water,  sewer  and  electric 
light  systems. 

b.  Maintenance  and  repair  of  existing  structures. 

c.  Maintenance  of  existing  roads  (on  Federally  owned 
camps).  Permanent  construction  of  new  roads  is  pro- 
hibited by  recent  act  of  Congress. 

d.  Water  system — new  construction  or  extensions — so  as 
to  provide  water  for  kitchens  and  one  additional  spigot 
for  each  company  street,  to  connect  with  baths,  and 
with  latrines  where  sewer  system  is  installed,  and 
to  watering  troughs  for  animals. 

e.  Essential  roads  absolutely  necessary  for  access  to  camp 
— only  on  Federally  owned  reservations  under  con- 
trol of  the  War  Department  or  its  agencies.  On  camp 
sites  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard, 
when  owned,  leased  or  held  on  revocable  license  by 
the  State,  the  expenses  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  roads  thereto  and  thereon  should  be  borne 
by  the  states  concerned. 

f.  Latrines. 

g.  Sewers,  new  installations  or  extension  of  system,  where 
location  of  camp  in  congested  districts  or  for  other 
sanitary  reasons  sewers  are  absolutely  necessary. 

h.  Shower  baths.  Simple  structures  without  sewer  con- 
nections except  in  congested  localities  where  for  sani- 
tary reasons  sewer  connections  are  required.  In  these 
exceptional  cases  a  combined  bath  house  and  latrine 
may  be  authorized  if  funds  are  available.  The  bat- 
talion type  is  preferred,  but  where  the  company  type 
has  been  installed  in  a  portion  of  the  camp  the  latter 
type  may  be  permitted. 

i.  Kitchens.  To  be  of  standard  one  company  type — con- 
crete foundation  walls,  frame  superstructure,  durable 
roof,  screened  with  durable  iron  wire  except  when 
exposed  to  salt  air  when  mono-metal  or  copper  wire 
will  be  permitted  where  a  permanent  caretaker  is  em- 
ployed ;  concrete  floor  to  be  added  as  funds  become 
available.  Kitchens  to  be  designed  for  future  exten- 
sion of  mess  halls. 

fc.  Supply  house — a  small  buildng  of  standard  design  for 
the  storing  and  issuing  of  subsistence  and  other  per- 
ishable supplies. 

1.  Combined  kitchens  and  mess  halls  for  officers,  of 
standard  design. 

>n.  Mess  halls.  To  be  extensions  of  kitchens  and  of  same 
type — floors  to  be  omitted  except  in  extremely  sandy 
or  boggy  localities  where  concrete  floors  may  be  author- 
ized when  funds  are  available. 

«.    Shelter  for  animals  of  simple  standard  design. 

o.    Painting  of  buildings  for  preservation  of  same. 

p.  Administration  buildings — of  standard  type  for  head- 
quarters administration  work,  keeping  of  records,  etc. 

q.  Tent  floors.  Allowed  in  camps  where  conditions  of 
dust,  sand  or  mud  will  justify  such  installations. 

r.  Warehouse  or  storehouses.  On  Federally  owned  reser- 
vations under  control  of  the  War  Department  or  its 
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agencies  only,  where  such  storage  will  assure  a  justi- 
fying saving  in  annual  transportation  expense. 
s.    Improvement  of  roads  within  camp  only  on  Federal 
reservations  under  control  of  the  War  Department 
er  its  agencies. 

t.    Shelter  for  transportation.    Exceptional  cases  only. 
Cantonments. 

a.  At  places  where  cantonments  or  other  buildings  are 
available  it  will  be  more  comfortable,  and  it  is  desir- 
able to  make  use  of  such  available  facilities  rather 
than  to  install  a  tent  camp,  so  long  as  the  operation 
and  maintenance  expenses  of  such  camps  are  less  than 
would  be  the  cost  of  a  tent  camp  above  described.  As 
buildings  or  utilities  deteriorate  the  camp  will  be 
changed  over  to  a  tent  camp  as  above  described. 

b.  If  an  electric  light  system  can  be  operated  at  small 
cost,  or  if  electricity  can  be  purchased  economically 
from  commercial  sources,  electric  lights  will  be  author- 
ized. 

c.  No  screening  will  be  done  or  repairs  to  same  made 
except  on  mess  halls  and  kitchens. 

d.  Existing  hot  water  heaters  and  kitchen  ranges  may  be 
operated  so  long  as  they  remain  in  good  condition 
without  repairs. 

e.  Latrines  and  bathrooms  connected  to  sewers  may  be 
maintained  provided  any  expense  for  pumping  sewer- 
age or  for  repairs,  to  latrines,  bathhouses  and  sewer- 
age systems,  is  nominal  and  less  than  would  be  neces- 
sary for  the  installation  of  baths  and  latrines  of  the 
tent  camp  variety. 

/.  In  locating  a  tent  camp  to  replace  an  existing  can- 
tonment the  site  should  be  carefully  chosen  so  that  it 
will  be  permanent  and  so  that  the  maximum  use  will 
be  obtained  from  funds  expended.  Where  a  part  of  a 
cantonment  is  used,  such  part  should  be  selected  so 
that  the  change  from  the  cantonment  accommodations 
to  tent  camp  accommodations  can  be  made  gradually, 
and  the  tent  camp  finally  supersede  the  cantonment 
accommodations  without  losing  the  money  expended 
from  year  to  year  on  installations  and  utilities. 

g.  Wherever  Regular  Army  troops  and  National  Guard 
troops  are  to  be  provided  for  on  the  same  reservation 
as  the  Organized  Reserve,  R.  O.  T.  C,  and  C.  M.  T. 
Camps,  the  lay-out  of  the  camp  should  be  such  as  to 
make  the  cost  of  the  combined  installation  for  all  a 
minimum,  and  so  that  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the 
basic  installations  can  be  borne  by  appropriations  for 
each  class  of  trainees. 

7*.  Inasmuch  as  these  camps  are  continuing  activities  great 
thought  should  be  given  to  their  location  and  plan  so 
that  the  improvements  made  each  year  will  not  be 
wasted,  but  may  be  added  to  from  year  to  vear  until 
the  project  is  completed.  (AG  354.15  (  8-20-25)  De- 
cember 17,  1925.) 
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IV.  TYPES  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

(a)  Buildings  on  Government  or  state  owned  land  or  on 
land  held  under  long  term  lease,  where  camps  have  been  agreed 
upon  as  permanent,  should  be  of  substantial  construction  such 
that  the  savings  in  repairs  and  maintenance  would  justify  the 
original  cost  above  the  cost  of  temporary  structures.  In  gen- 
eral, buildings  should  be  of  standard  design  prepared  by  The 
Quartermaster  General  in  consultation  with  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  Special  author- 
ity can  be  granted  for  minor  variations  in  standard  design 
in  exceptional  cases  where  necessary  to  conform  to  local  con- 
ditions ;  factors  involved  are  climate,  existing  structures,  and 
funds  available. 

(l>)  At  camps  whose  permanency  has  not  been  established 
or  on  grounds  where  the  lease  is  for  five  years  or  less,  the 
construction  should  be  of  temporary  and  inexpensive  type — 
limited  to  bare  necessities  of  water  supply,  pit  latrines  and 
shower  baths  without  roofs. 

V.  THE  TECHNICAL  SUPERVISION  OF  PLANS  AND  IN- 
SPECTION OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

1.  It  is  recognized  that  many  of  the  construction  projects 
for  National  Guard  camp  sites  and  target  ranges  are  of  such 
magnitude  as  to  require  the  employment  of  technical  supervis- 
ion of  the  preparation  of  plans  and  estimates  and  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  actual  work  of  construction.  However,  as  regards 
the  preparation  of  plans,  the  Office  of  The  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral is  now  preparing  standard  plans  and  designs  for  the  var- 
ious buildings  and  structures  to  be  used  on  such  camp  sites. 
These  plans  as  well  as  technical  advice  fromi  the  experts  in 
The  Quartermaster  General's  Office  will  be  available,  through 
the  Militia  Bureau,  to  the  States.  There  may,  however,  occur 
cases  where  a  deviation  from  standard  plans  may  be  advisable 
or  where  the  State  may  have  other  reasons  to  employ  archi- 
tects or  engineers  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  their  plans 
and  estimates.  In  such  cases  the  cost  of  preparation  of  plans 
and  estimates  will  be  borne  by  the  State  and  not  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government. 

2.  In  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  work  under  con- 
struction, in  cases  of  any  considerable  magnitude,  the  interest 
of  the  Government  will  be  best  safeguarded  by  the  employment 
of  competent  inspectors.  In  many  instances  it  may  be  prac- 
ticable for  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer, 
the  State  Architect,  or  the  State  Engineer  to  furnish  such 
supervision ;  and  wherever  practicable  this  should  be  done 
without  expense  to  the  Federal  Government.  In  other  cases, 
however,  where  such  procedure  is  impracticable  such  inspec- 
tion may  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Federal  funds  allotted  for  the 
construction,  provided  prior  authority  shall  have  been  secured 
for  such  enjoyment. 

VI.  ESTIMATES. 


1.    Estimates  not  exceeding  $500.00. 
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(a)  Estimates  for  repairs,  alterations,  improvements  to 
structures  and  systems  at  camp  sites  and  target  ranges  in- 
volving an  expenditure  not  exceeding  $500.00  upon  any  build- 
ing, structure,  system  or  grounds  may  be  submitted  at  the 
convenience  of  the  states,  but  it  is  preferred  that  all  esti- 
mates be  submitted  at  the  times  indicated  in  paragraph  2  6, 
below. 

(b)  Estimates  should  be  accompanied  by  sufficient  sup- 
porting data  to  show  the  necessity  for  the  project  and  to  en- 
able a  check  to  be  made  of  the  accuracy  of  the  estimates  and, 
in  general,  should  follow  the  form  indicated  in  2  c  (2)  below. 

2.    Estimates  exceeding  $500.00. 

a.    To  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

(1)  When  submitted  to  Secretary  of  War  by  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau. 

All  estimates  for  repair  and  construction  projects  on 

camp  sites  and  target  ranges  which  involve  any  expen- 
diture exceeding  .$500,000  upon  any  building,  structure, 
system  or  grounds  at  any  one  time  and  which  are  paid 
out  of  funds  appropriated  for  the  National  Guard  (ex- 
cept at  concurrent  camps),  are  required  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  with  detailed  estimates  of  same  in  time  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  The  Adjutant  General  not  later  than 
July  10th  and  December  15th  of  each  year. 

(2)  Prompt  submission  of  Estimates. 

The  Secretary  of  War  desires  all  estimates  for  con- 
struction and  repair  projects  for  each  semi-annual 
period  to  be  submitted  at  one  time  in  order  that  au 
accurate  picture  of  the  needs  of  the  National  Guard  in 
its  entirety  may  be  obtained  and  in  order  to  utilize 
available  funds  to  the  best  possible  advantage  in  the 
development  of  existing  construction  projects.  There- 
fore, belated  estimates  will  not  be  looked  upon  with 
favor  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  will  be  considered 
only  under  the  circumstances  indicated  in  the  follow- 
ing sub-paragraph  (3). 

(3)  Estimate  for  Emergency  Construction. 

When  an  emergency  arises  necessitating  prompt  action 
in  the  repair  or  construction  of  utilties  which  have  been 
damaged  or  destroyed  through  action  of  the  elements, 
accidents,  or  other  unforeseen  conditions,  estimates 
should  be  submitted  promptly  through  proper  channels 
stating  fully  the  cause  of  the  emergency  and  furnishing 
complete  itemized  details  as  required  in  other  estimates. 
Such  estimates  should  be  accompanied  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  circumstances  showing  the  nature  of  the 
emergency  and  clearly  showing  that  the  case  presented 
is  one  that  could  not  have  been  foreseen  at  the  time 
the  last  priority  list  was  presented. 

b.    When  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 
(1)    Projects  where  concurrent  training  will  not  be  held, 
with  complete  estimates  and  supporting  data,  will  be 
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submitted  in  time  to  be  received  by  the  Militia  Bu- 
reau not  later  than  May  15th  and  October  15th  of  each 
year.  These  early  dates  are  necessary  to  provide 
sufficient  time  for  review,  for  the  procuring  of  addi- 
tional information  and  supporting  data  when  deemed 
advisable,  and  for  the  consolidation  into  the  respective 
priority  lists  to  be  submitted  to  The  Quartermaster 
General  and  to  The  Adjutant  General. 

(2)  Estimates  for  projects  where  concurrent  training  will 
be  conducted  are  submitted  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  War  Department  may  direct. 

c.    By  whom  prepared  and  under  what  control. 

(1)  There  are  two  classes  of  projects  in  excess  of  $500.00. 
for  which  the  estimates  are  prepared  and  submitted 
by  and  the  construction  work  done  under  the  control  of 

(a)  The  Corps  Area  Commanders. 

(b)  The  States. 

(a)  Under  control  of  Corps  Area  Commanders. 

On  military  reservations  under  Regular  Army  control 
where  used  for  National  Guard  training  exclusively 
or  where  used  for  National  Guard  training  concur- 
rently with  the  training  of  other  components.  In  gen- 
eral, this  class  of  projects  may  be  denned  as  those 
upon  which  the  construction  work  is  done  and  ex- 
penditures therefor  are  made  under  the  supervision 
of  a  Regular  Army  Quartermaster.  See  Section  II, 
sub-paragraph  c  (2)  and  c  (3),  above. 

(b)  Under  control  of  a  State. 

On  military  reservations  under  State  control,  whether 
owned  or  leased  by  the  United  States  or  a  State,  where 
used  for  National  Guard  training  primarily.  In  gen- 
eral, this  class  of  projects  may  be  denned  as  those 
upon  which  the  construction  work  is  done  and  expendi- 
tures therefor  are  made  under  the  supervision  of  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the 
State  concerned.  See  Section  II,  sub-paragraphs  5 
(2)  and  c  (1). 

(2)  How  prepared. 

(a)  Projects  under  control  of  Corps  Area  Commanders — 
General. 

Estimates  should  be  prepared  by  the  Corps  Area  Com- 
mander having  jurisdiction,  after  consultation  with  the 
States  concerned  as  to  their  requirements.  Estimates 
for  projects  where  concurrent  training  will  not  be  con- 
ducted will  be  prepared  as  indicated  herein  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  Estimates  for 
the  so-called  "concurrent"  camps  are  prepared  under 
such  instructions  as  the  War  Department  may  pre- 
scribe. It  has  been  customary  for  a  War  Department 
board  appointed  for  this  purpose  to  consider  the 
projects  for  concurrent  camps,  to  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  same  and  to  recommend  to  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  War  the  allocation  of  funds  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  several  training  activities  to  the 
Corps  Area  Commanders  for  use  on  such  projects. 
The  estimates  should  include  every  item  of  expense 
for  repairs,  improvements  and  new  construction  neces- 
sary for  the  preparation  of  camp  sites  and  target 
ranges  thereon.  There  should  be,  between  Corps  Area 
Commanders  and  State  authorities  concerned,  careful 
coordination  and  agreement  as  to  the  needs  of  each 
camp,  so  that  each  estimate  will  contain  full  data  and 
eliminate  the  necessity  for  addtional  requests.  Large 
-  projects  requiring  heavy  expenditures  should  be  planned 
so  as  to  distribute  the  construction  and  consequent  ex- 
penditures over  a  period  of  several  years  in  the  order 
or  priority  of  the  most  urgent  requirements. 

(bl    Projects  under  control  of  the  States. 

Projects  for  camps  under  State  Control  with  estimates 
and  supporting  data  will  be  submitted  by  the  State  Ad- 
jutants General  through  their  Corps  Area  Headquar- 
ters at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Corps 
Area  Commanders,  for  review,  consolidation,  and  recom- 
mendation, in  time  to  be  received  at  the  Militia  Bu- 
reau not  later  than  the  dates  stated  in  paragraph  V 
2  &.  Estimates  for  camp  sites  and  target  ranges  will 
he  prepared  by  the  State  concerned,  after  consultation 
with  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  thus  assuring  agree- 
ment and  helpful  cooperation.  Estimates  in  excess  of 
$500.00  for  the  preparation  of  camp  sites  or  target 
ranges  will  not  be  included  in  estimates  for  15-day  or 
other  training  camps,  but  will  be  submitted  as  pre- 
scribed herein. 

3.    Information  to  be  included  in  estimates, 
a.    General  descriptive  data  for  all  estimates: 

(1)  Whether  camp  site  or  range  is  Federal  or  State-owned, 
or  leased  (If  leased,  particulars  as  to  lease). 

(2)  Whether  under  Corps  Area  or  State  control. 

(3)  The  number  of  acres  in  the  tract. 

(4)  The  designation  of  units  and  estimated  strength  at- 
tending camp  of  troops  to  be  trained  thereon  annually. 

(5)  Amounts  previously  expended  from  Federal  funds  for 
improvement. 

(6)  Amounts  previously  expended  by  the  State  for  improve- 
ments and  purchase  or  lease  of  land. 

(7)  The  order  of  priority  of  items  in  importance  and 
necessity  (Repairs  and  new  construction  to  be  shown 
separately  in  each  estimate). 

(8)  Fully  itemized  details  with  cost  of  materials,  labor, 
construction,  and  all  other  items  of  expense  required. 

(9)  Blue  prints  or  suitable  drawings  showing  the  charac- 
ter of  construction,  with  the  kinds,  types,  dimensions, 
and  numbers  of  each  utility. 

(10)  The  necessity  for  repairs  or  new  construction. 

(11)  Construction  necessary  to  complete  the  project  in  ad- 
dition to  current  estimate,  and  estimated  cost  of  same. 
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(12)    Percentage  of  completion  of  project. 

(a)  At  date  of  submission  of  estimate. 

(b)  In  event  present  project  is  authorized. 

6.  General. 

(1)  The  requirement  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  these 
estimates  be  consolidated  and  submitted  not  oftener 
than  semi-annually  places  upon  all  concerned  the  neces- 
sity of  exercising  foresight  in  the  making  of  training  I 
plans  upon  which  construction  plans  so  greatly  de- 
pend.    Careful  thought  and  investigation  should  be 

given  to  the  preparation  of  these  estimates.  Where 
projects  are  of  sufficient  magnitude  competent  expert 
advice,  where  not  otherwise  available,  should  be  em- 
ployed at  the  State's  expense,  there  being  no  authority 
for  use  of  Federal  funds  for  this  purpose. 

(2)  Standard  plans  and  designs  have  been  or  are  being 
prepared  in  the  office  of  The  Quartermaster  General 
in  cooperation  with  the  Militia  Bureau.  Variation  from 
standard  design  and  materials  is  to  be  discouraged ; 
where  such  variation  is  desired  and  is  believed  to  be 
justified  complete  supporting  data  must  be  submitted 
with  the  plans. 

(3)  Estimates  should  be  submitted  in  sufficient  detail  to 
indicate  accurately  what  work  is  to  be  performed,  the 
number  and  type  of  structure  to  be  built  and  the  cost 
of  each  item.  The  quantities  estimated  to  be  required, 
local  unit  costs,  local  cost  of  labor  and  quantities 
should  be  given. 

Projects  involving  expenditure  of  funds  for  construc- 
tion or  repairs  must  be  definite  and  specific.  They 
must  show  clearly  what  structures  and  systems  are 
involved  and  the  nature  of  the  repairs,  alterations  or 
improvements  proposed.  Lump  sums  of  money  re- 
quested for  general  purposes  such  as  '"maintenance  and 

repair  of  water  system  at  ,"  cannot  be  approved. 

The  estimates  and  supporting  data  should  be  sufficient 
to  establish  : 

(a)  The  reasonableness  of  the  estimates. 

(b)  The  necessity  for  the  construction  or  repairs. 

J 

(4)  The  State  Adjutants  General  will  list  their  items  in 
the  order  of  their  urgency  giving  to  each  item  or 
group  of  items  a  definite  priority  number. 

(5)  The  Corps  Area  Headquarters  will  forward  the  es- 
timates of  the  Adjutants  General  of  the  respective  d 
States    within    each    Corps    Area,    with    a  covering 

letter  which  will  include  a  consolidated  priority  list 
of  all  items  in  the  corps  area,  listed  under  definitely 
stated  priority  numbers,  for  example : 

1.  Repairs  and  maintenance,  $....,  Camp  A,  State  X. 

2.  Repairs  and  maintenance,  $  Camp  B,  State  Y. 

3.  Sewers  $  Camp  A,  State  X.

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4.  Estimates  for  target  ranges. 

These  estimates  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  as 
prescribed  under  paragraphs  1,  2  and  3,  above.  A 
statement  showing  existing  facilities,  number  of  tar- 
gets in  use  at  each  range  and  number  to  be  installed 
will  be  included.  Repairs  and  new  construction  will 
be  subdivided  but  included  in  one  estimate.  Estimates 
for  target  ranges  situated  on  camp  sites  should  be 
separate  from  the  estimates  for  the  preparation  of 
the  camp  sites,  as  the  necessary  funds  for  target 
range  projects  will  be  provided  from  "General 
Expenses."  Attention  is  invited  to  Circular  No.  5, 
Militia  Bureau,  February  12,  1926,  in  connection  with 
target  ranges. 

5.  Estimates  for  rental  of  lands  for  camp  sites  or  target 

ranges. 

All  such  estimates  where  the  rental  is  at  the  rate  of 
$500.00  or  more  per  annum,  for  the  rental  of  land, 
must  not  be  included  in  any  of  the  above  construction 
estimates,  or  with  15-day  or  other  camp  estimates ; 
but  will  be  submitted  separately  as  they  must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Federal  Real  Estate  Board  for  approval. 

VII.  REPORTS. 

The  Militia  Bureau,  in  providing  funds  for  the  develop- 
ment of  training  camps  on  Regular  Army  Reservations  for 
the  use  of  the  National  Guard,  and  in  providing  for  projects 
under  State  control  has  an  interested  concern.  It  is  there- 
fore desired  that  the  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  State 
authorities  render  reports  as  follows : 

(a)  Progress  Reports. 

Rendered  monthly  by  mail  during  the  progress  of 
construction.  Similar  to  the  reports  described  in 
paragraph  484,  Circular  1,  OQMG. 

(b)  Completion  Reports. 

Rendered  on  completion  of  any  construction  work 
similar  to  the  reports  described  in  paragraph  489, 
Circular  1,  OQMG,  1923. 

(c)  Consolidated  Annual  Report. 

Rendered  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  not  later 
than  August  1st,  giving  a  full  report  of  construction 
work  accomplished,  the  amounts  expended  therefor 
under  the  two  heads  of  new  construction  and  main- 
tenance, the  construction  necessary  to  complete  the 
project  and  the  estimated  cost  of  same.  A  statement  of 
expenditures  under  purpose  numbers  is  desired  where 
practicable. 

<d)    Report  of  Savings. 

It  is  also  desired  that  reports  be  made  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date  of  any  possible  savings  of  funds  al- 
ready authorized  for  construction  projects,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  used,  where  most  needed,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  current  fiscal  year.

"Description  of  the  service  coat,  overcoat,  shirt,  etc. 

1.  Pending  the  revision  and  reprinting  of  AR  600-35, 
The  Prescribed  Uniform,  the  following  changes  pertain- 
ing to  the  service  coat,  overcoat,  shirt,  etc.,  are  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

AR  600-35  is  changed  as  follows : 

5.    Coats. — «.  Service. 

(1)    For  personnel  designated  in  part  2. 

(a)  In  general. — To  be  a  single-breasted,  peak  lapel 
collar,  sack  coat  of  olive-drab  woolen  or  cotton  material 
of  adopted  standard.  The  coat  will  be  lined  or  not,  as 
required ;  lining  to  be  of  same  color  as  coat. 

(b)  Body. — To  fit  easy  over  the  chest  and  shoulders 
and  to  be  slightly  fitted  at  the  waist  to  conform  to  the 
figure  so  as  to  prevent  wrinkling  or  rolling  under  the 
leather  belt  when  worn.  To  be  buttoned  down  the  front 
with  four  regulation  coat  buttons,  equally  spaced,  the  top 
button  to  be  placed  approximately  1  1-4  inches  above 
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the  horizontal  line  joining  the  arm  pits,  the  bottom 
button,  except  for  officers  of  the  Air  Service,  to  be  placed 
at  the  waist  line  so  as  to  be  covered  by  the  leather  belt 
when  worn.  The  crossing  of  the  lapels  to  be  approxi- 
mately 1  3-4  inches  above  the  top  button. 

To  support  the  belt,  except  for  officers  of  the  Air 
Service,  two  metal  hooks  of  the  same  material  as  the 
metal  trimmings  on  the  leather  belt  will  be  let  into  the 
side  seams  at  the  waistline. 

For  officers  of  the  Air  Service,  the  coat  will  have  a 
belt  approximately  2  inches  wide  of  the  same  material 
as  the  coat,  sewed  down  all  around  the  waistline  and 
the  bottom  button  will  be  placed  slightly  below  the  sewed 
on  belt. 

(c)  Collar  and  lapel. — The  collar  to  be  approximately 
15  1-2  inches,  for  a  36  inch  chest  (relative  measure- 
ments) and  to  be  measured  along  the  outside  edge,  with 
the  ends  cut  back  slightly,  and  not  to  be  wider  than 
1  5-8  inches  at  the  back  seam  nor  wider  than  2  7-8  inches 
at  the  junction  with  the  lapel. 

The  top  line  of  the  lapel  to  be  horizontal  and  the  peak 
to  extend  to  the  collar  line  prolonged. 

The  opening  notch  between  the  collar  and  lapel  not 
to  be  wider  than  1-2  inch  nor  narrower  than  1-4  inch  and 
approximately  1  3-4  inches  in  depth. 

(d)  Skirt. — The  skirt  to  be  full,  with  a  slight  flare, 
and  to  extend  1  to  2  inches  below  the  crotch,  according 
to  the  height  of  the  wearer,  with  a  slit  in  the  back  extend- 
ing from  the  waist  line  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt 
following  the  back  seam  with  an  underlap  of  approxi- 
mately 2  1-2  inches.  The  front  overlapping  left  edge 
of  coat  to  be  cut  with  a  pronounced  flare  to  the  right, 
from  the  bottom  button  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt  so 
as  to  appear  straight  from  the  lapel  opening  to  the 
bottom  of  the  coat  and  to  remain  overlapped  not  less 
than  4  inches  when  in  a  standing  position,  without  the 
use  of  hooks  and  eyes,  the  fullness  necessary  to  accom- 
plish this  result  being  over  the  hips- 

(e)  Shoulder  loops. — On  each  shoulder  a  loop  of  same 
material  as  the  coat,  let  in  at  the  sleeve  head  seam  and 
reaching  to  approximately  3-4  inch  beneath  the  collar, 
buttoning  at  the  collar  edge  with  a  small  regulation  coat 
button.  Loops  to  be  about  2  1-2  inches  in  width  at  lower 
end  and  1  1-2  inches  in  width  at  collar  edge  and  cross- 
stitched  down  to  shoulder  for  a  distance  of  about  2  inches 
from  lower  end. 

(f)  Pockets. — There  will  be  four  outside  pockets,  two 
upper  and  two  lower,  covered  with  flaps,  buttoned  with 
small  regulation  coat  buttons  at  the  center  and  placed  so 
that  the  upper  lines  are  horizontal.  The  two  upper  pockets 
to  be  patch  slightly  rounded  at  the  lower  corners,  with  a 
box  pleat,  1%  inches  in  width  on  the  vertical  center  line. 
The  flaps  to  be  slightly  rounded  at  the  corners  and  reach- 
ing to  a  slight  point  at  the  center.  The  flap  buttons  to 
be  on  line  with  the  top  button  of  coat. 

The  two  lower  pockets  to  be  hung  inside  the  lining 
with  the  opening  in  the  body  of  the  skirt,  covered  by 
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flaps  with  the  lower  corners  slightly  rounded  and  the 
lower  edge  horizontal.  The  pockets  to  be  attached  to  the 
body  of  the  skirt  only  at  the  mouth.  The  top  lines  of 
the  lower  pocket  flaps  to  be  placed  slightly  below  the  waist 
line. 

The  pockets  will  be  of  suitable  size  according  to  the 
size  of  the  coat,  but  in  no  case  will  they  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing dimensions. 

( 1 )  Upper  pockets. — Depth,  6%  inches  ;  width  at  top, 
5%  inches ;  at  bottom,  5%  inches. 

(2)  Lower  pockets. — Depth,  10  inches;  width  at  top, 
8Y2  inches ;  at  bottom,  12  inches. 

(g)  Ornamentation,  on  sleeve,. — For  officers  of  the  Gen- 
eral Staff  Corps,  a  band  of  black  braid.  V2  inch  in  width, 
on  each  sleeve,  the  lower  edge  3  inches  from  the  end  of  the 
sleeve.  For  all  other  officers  a  similar  band  of  brown  braid 
similarly  placed.  For  those  warrant  officers  and  enlisted 
men  who  served  honorably  as  commissioned  officers  in  the 
World  War,  a  similar  band  of  forest  green  braid.  Others 
will  have  no  braid  on  the  sleeves. 

(2)    For  enlisted  men. 

(a)  In  general. — To  be  a  single  breasted,  notch  lapel 
collar,  sack  coat  of  olive-drab  woolen  or  cotton  material 
of  adopted  standard.  The  coat  will  be  lined  or  not,  as 
required ;  lining  to  be  of  same  color  as  coat. 

(b)  Body. — To  fit  easy  over  the  chest  and  shoulders  and 
to  be  slightly  fitted  at  the  waist  to  conform,  to  the  figure 
so  as  to  prevent  wrinkling  or  rolling  under  the  leather 
belt  when  worn.  To  be  buttoned  down  the  front  with 
four  regulation  coat  buttons,  equally  spaced,  the  top  button 
to  be  placed  approximately  1%  inches  above  the  hori- 
zontal line  joining  the  arm  pits  and  the  bottom  to  be 
placed  slightly  below  the  waistline  so  as  to  be  below  the 
leather  belt  when  worn.  The  lapel  opening  to  be  ap- 
proximately 1%  inches  above  the  top  button. 

To  support  the  belt,  two  metal  hooks  of  the  same  ma- 
terial as  the  metal  trimmings  on  the  garrison  leather  belt 
will  be  let  into  the  side  seams  at  the  waistline. 

(c)  Collar  and  lapel. — The  collar  to  be  approximately 
16%  inches,  on  a  38  inch  breast,  measured  along  the  out- 
side edge,  with  the  collar  ends  horizontal,  and  not  to  be 
wider  than  1%  inches  at  the  back. 

The  lapel  to  be  cut  approximately  45°  below  the  hori- 
zontal with  point  of  the  lapel  extending  to  the  collar  line 
prolonged. 

The  opening  notch  between  the  collar  and  lapel  to  be 
approximately  1%  inches  in  width  and  approximately  1% 
inches  in  depth. 

A  worked  eyelet  will  be  placed  in  the  collar  at  approxi- 
mately 1%  inches  above  the  angle  formed  by  the  notch 
and  the  collar — lapel  seam. 

(d)  Skirt. — The  skirt  to  be  cut  with  a  slight  flare  and 
to  extend  1  to  2  inches  below  the  crotch,  according  to  the 
height  of  the  wearer,  with  a  slit  in  the  back  extending 
from  the  bottom  of  the  skirt  to  three-quarters  the  distance 
to  the  waistline  following  the  back  seam  with  an  under- 
lap  of  approximately  2  inches.    The  front  overlapping 
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left  edge  of  coat  to  be  cut  with  a  flare  to  the  right,  from 
the  bottom  button  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt  so  as  to  ap- 
pear straight  from  the  lapel  opening  to  the  bottom  of  the 
skirt  and  to  remain  overlapped  not  less  than  4  inches 
when  in  a  standing  position,  without  the  use  of  hooks 
and  eyes,  the  fullness  necessary  to  accomplish  this  result 
being  over  the  hips. 

(e)  Shoulder  loops. — On  each  shoulder  a  loop  of  same 
material  as  the  coat,  let  in  at  the  sleeve  head  seam  and 
reaching  to  the  collar  edge,  buttoning  at  the  collar  edge 
with  a  small  regulation  coat  button.  Loops  to  be  about 
2%  inches  in  width  at  lower  end  and  1%  inches  in  width 
at  collar  end  and  cross-stitched  down  to  shoulder  for  a 
distance  of  about  2  inches  from  lower  end. 

(f)  Pockets. — There  will  be  four  outside  pockets,  two 
upper  and  two  lower,  covered  with  flaps,  with  slightly 
rounded  corners  and  lower  edges  horizontal,  buttoned  with 
small  regulation  coat  buttons  at  the  center  and  placed  so 
that  the  upper  lines  are  horizontal. 

The  two  upper  pockets  to  be  flat  patch,  slightly  rounded 
at  the  lower  corners.  The  top  lines  of  the  flaps  to  be  on 
line  with  the  top  button  of  coat. 

The  two  lower  pockets  to  be  let  in  with  the  top  lines 
of  the  lower  pocket  flaps  to  be  placed  slightly  below  the 
bottom  button  of  the  coat. 

The  pockets  will  be  of  suitable  size  according  to  the 
size  of  the  coat,  but  in  no  case  will  they  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing dimensions : 

(1)  Upper  pockets. — Depth  6%  inches;  width  at  top, 
5%  inches ;  at  bottom,  5%  inches. 

(2)  Lower  pockets. — Opening,  7%  inches.

d.    Overcoat,  olive-drab. 

(1)  For  personnel  designated  in  paragraph  2,  except 
officers  of  the  Air  Service. 

(a)  In  general. — A  double  breasted,  roll  collar,  con- 
vertible style  and  notch  lapel,  ulster  of  olive-drab  woolen 
material  of  adopted  standard  and  suitably  lined. 

(b)  Bodg. — To  be  buttoned  down  the  front  with  a 
double  row  of  large  regulation  overcoat  buttons,  3  on  each 
side  below  the  roll  of  the  lapel,  with  the  top  buttons  ap- 
proximately 6%  to  7  inches  apart,  depending  upon  the  con- 
formation of  the  wearer,  and  the  bottom  buttons  ap- 
proximately 4%  inches  apart.  An  additional  button  will 
be  placed  under  the  lapel  and  a  button  hole  at  the  top  of 
each  lapel  for  use  when  convertible  collar  is  used. 

The  back  to  be  plaited  and  to  have  back  straps  let  into 
the  side  seams,  at  the  waist  line,  to  button  together  with 
two  large  buttons  and  button  holes. 

(c)  Shoulder  loops. — On  each  shoulder  a  loop  of  the 
same  material  as  the  coat,  let  in  at  the  sleeve  head  seam, 
buttoning  at  the  upper  end  with  a  small  overcoat  button. 
Loops  to  be  about  5  inches  long,  2%  inches  wide  at  the 
lower  end  and  1%  inches  wide  at  the  upper  end.  which 
will  be  slightly  pointed. 

(d)  Openings. — The  lining  to  be  slit  and  fastened  to 
pocket  openings  to  allow  the  hand   to  go  through  to 
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pocket  of  breeches  and  permit  the  hooking  up  of  saber. 
Slit  to  be  closed  with  a  small  button  and  buttonhole  inside. 

(e)  Pockets. — Two  outside  welted,  one  on  each  side, 
with  vertical  openings.  The  center  of  pocket  about  opposite 
the  lower  button  and  placed  on  a  line  with  the  front  seam 
of  sleeve. 

(f)  Skirt. — Xot  to  be  longer  than  to  reach  10  inches  be- 
low the  knee  or  n>st  shorter  than  to  reach  1  inch  below 
the  knee.  To  have  a  slit  in  the  back  extending  from  bottom 
of  back  strap  to  bottom  of  skirt  and  closing  with  small 
concealed  buttons  and  buttonholes.  The  front  corners  to 
be  provided  with  button  and  flap,  so  that  corners  may  be 
turned  back  to  facilitate  marching. 

(g)    Sleeve. — To  be  without  cuff  or  slit. 

(2)    For  enlisted  men. — To  be  published  later. 
********* 

5%.  Collar. — a.  Olive-drab. — Of  adopted  turndown  pat- 
tern, soft  or  half-stiff  type,  of  plain  material  without 
stripe  or  figure. 

b.  White—  Of  turn-down  pattern,  half-stiff  or  stiff,  at- 
tached or  detachable  type,  of  plain  material  without  stripe 
or  figure. 

6.  Cravat. — To  be  adopted  four-in-hand  pattern,  of  plain 
black  material  without  stripe  or  figure. 

9.  Shirt. — a.  Olive-drab. — Of  adopted  pattern  and 
color.  For  commissioned  officers  only,  on  each  shoulder  a 
loop  of  the  same  material  as  the  shirt,  let  into  the  sleeve 
head  seam  and  reaching  to  the  edge  of  the  collar,  button- 
ing at  the  upper  end  with  a  small  regulation  shirt  but- 
ton. Loops  to  be  about  2  inches  in  width  at  lower  end 
1%  inches  in  width  at  collar  end  and  cross-stitched  down 
to  shoulder  for  a  distance  of  2  inches  from  lower  end. 
Shoulder  loops  may  be  omitted  for  wear  under  service 
coat. 

6.  White. — Plain  commercial  type,  without  stripe  or 
figure. 

17.  Insignia  for  sleeve. — Subparagraph  a,  relating  to 
officer's  overcoat,  is  rescinded. 

"2.  Until  the  details  of  the  insignia  prescribed  for 
wear  with  the  lapel  collar  coat  are  determined,  the  insignia 
now  authorized  in  paragraph  15,  AR  600-35,  may  be  worn. 

"3.  So  much  of  Circular  No.  42,  War  Department,  1925, 
as  relates  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5a  and  para- 
graph 9,  AR  600-35,  is  rescinded. 

"4.  The  type  of  service  coat  and  olive-drab  overcoat 
heretofore  authorized  by  AR  600-35,  and  the  service  coat 
for  officers  of  the  Air  Service  authorized  by  changes  in 
AR  600-35,  published  in  Circular  No.  42,  War  Department, 
1925,  may  be  worn  as  authorized  by  paragraph  le,  AR

COMPESATION  FOR  INJURIES  SUSTAINED  BY  CARE- 
TAKERS IN  THE  PERFORMANCE  OF  THEIR  DUTIES. 

1.  Section  1,  Act  of  Sept.  7,  1916  (39  Stat.  742),  provides: 
"That  the  United   States  shall  pay  compensation  as 

hereinafter  specified  for  the  disability  or  death  of  an  em- 
ployee resulting  fromi  a  personal  injury  sustained  while  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty,  but  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  if  the  injury  or  death  is  caused  by  the  willful  miscon- 
duct of  the  employee  or  by  the  employee's  intention  to 
bring  about  the  injury  or  death  of  himself  or  of  another, 
or  if  intoxication  of  the  injured  employee  is  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  injury  or  death." 

2.  The  United  States  Employees'  Compensation  Commis- 
sion, which  is  charged  with  the  administration  of  such  statute, 
has  held  that  National  Guard  caretakers  are  federal  employees 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute. 

3.  In  order  that  the  military  authorities  of  each  State  may 
be  familiar  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  law,  and  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Commission,  relating  to  such  compensation,  it  is 
recommended  that  each  State  Adjutant  General  write  direct 
to  the  United  States  Employees'  Compensation  Commission, 
Interior  Building,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  a  copy  thereof. 

4.  All  correspondence  in  regard  to  this  matter,  including 
the  riling  of  claims  and  matters  pertaining  thereto,  should  be 
conducted  direct  with  the  United  States  Employees'  Compen- 
sation Commission  and  not  through  this  Bureau.

AGENT  OFFICERS. 

1.  Pending  the  publication  of  pamphlet  NGR  No.  51,  dated 
May  1,  1926,  the  following  sections  thereof  are  published  in 
advance  to  be  effective  May  1,  1926,  for  the  information  and 

guidance  of  all  concerned. 
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SECTION  III. 

Pay  and  expenses  of  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing' 

Officers. 

14.  Rates  of  Pay.- — The  United  States  property  and  disburs- 
ing officer  shall,  after  having  qualified  as  such,  i.  e.,  upon 
approval  of  the  required  bond,  receive  pay  for  his  services 
from  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  under  the  provisions 
of  section  67,  National  Defense  Act,  in  accordance  with  the 
number  of  officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  actually 
enrolled  in  the  active  National  Guard  of  the  State  on  June 
30,  next,  preceding  the  period  for  which  payment  is  to  be  made 
and  not  to  exceed  the  amounts  given  below : 

For  less  than  1500    $  900. 

For  more  than  1500  and  not  more  than   2,500   1,200. 

For  more  than  2500  and  not  more  than  3,500   1,500. 

For  more  than  3500  and  not  more  than  4,500   1,800. 

For  more  than   4500  and  not  more  than  5,500. . . .  2,100. 

For  more  than   5500  and  not  more  than  7,500   2,400. 

For  more  than  7500  and  not  more  than   9,500   2,700. 

For  more  than  9500  and  not  more  than  12,500. . . .  3,000. 

For  more  than  12500  and  not  more  than  17,500    3,300. 

For  more  than  17500    3,600. 

The  rates  of  pay  will  be  announced  in  each  case  by  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  as  of  July  first  of  each  year. 

15.  Clerks  and  Assistants. — Salaries  of  clerks  hired  by 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officers,  and  salaries  of 
assistants  to  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officers 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  orders  of  the  Governor  of  a  State, 
are  not  payable  from  Militia  Bureau  Funds.  The  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  is  charged  with  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  such  duties  do 
not  devolve  upon  any  other  person  except  as  provided  for 
agent  officers  for  United  States  property  and  disbursing  of- 
ficers in  Section  V  hereof. 

16.  Traveling  Expenses,  a.  General. — United  States  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officers  will  be  entitled  to  reimburse- 
ment of  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  travel,  including 
not  to  exceed  $5  per  day  for  subsistence  in  addition  to  cost 
of  transportation,  when  travel  in  the  performance  of  official 
duty  is  specifically  authorized  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 
Application  for  such  travel  authorization  shall  include  an 
estimate  of  the  expenses. 

b.  Reimbursable  Items. — (1)  Included  in  Daily  Allow- 
ance.— Actual  and  necessary  expenses  not  exceeding  the 
amounts  shown  may  be  reimbursed  as  follows : 

(a)  Subsistence,  covering  meals,  lodging,  baths,  tips  at 
meals  and  at  hotels,  *and  laundry,  not  to  exceed  $5.00  per  day, 
which  includes: 

1.  Tips  at  hotels  and  at  meals.* 

Single  meals  not  to  exceed*    $0.20 

Per  day  at  same  hotel  not  to  exceed*   .70 

Per  week  at  same  hotel  not  to  exceed*   3.50 

2.  Baths  and  laundry,  actual  cost.  Authorized  for  baths 
when  separate  charge  is  made  therefor.  Laundry  charges 
may  be  prorated  for  each  day  of  the  period  covered  by  such 
charge. 
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3.    Mess  bill  on  Government  vessel. 
(2)    Not  included  in  the  daily  allowance. — The  following 
items  of  expense  are  reimbursable  in  addition  to  those  enum- 
erated in  (1)  above. 

(a)  Actual  costs  of  transportation,  including  parlor  car 
or  sleeping  car  accommodations,  when  transportation  requests 
are  not  used  and  when  not  in  excess  of  government  rates  on 
transportation  requests  for  travel  in  the  United  States  in 
North  America ;  or  actual  cost  of  transportation  for  travel  be- 
yond such  limits,  including  cost  of  separate  compartment  for 
night  railway  travel  in  foreign  countries  and  state  room  for 
night  water  travel,  when  extra  charge  is  made  therefor. 

(b)  Transfer  of  self,  to  and  from  or  between  depots,  or 
to  and  from  hotels — actual  cost.  Taxicab  fares  or  charges, 
when  street  cars  or  equivalent  transportation  are  available, 
are  not  authorized.  When  necessary  to  incur  such  expenses, 
certificate  showing  necessity  and  distance  and  that  street  cars 
were  not  available  will  be  filed  with  claim  for  reimbursement. 

(c)  Tips  to  porters  on  train  or  boat  (exclusive  of 

tips  at  meals)  per  day*    $0.50 

Less  than  10  hours*    0.25 

(d)  Actual  cost  of  steamer  chair  and  steamer  rug  for  dur- 
ation of  sea  voyage. 

(e)  Fee  *for  sea  travel  for  the  duration  of  the  voyage, 
including  dates  of  embarkation  and  debarkation  except  on  a 


government  vessel. 

Trips  of  ten  days  or  less,  per  day    $1.50 

Trips  of  11  to  20  days,  for  each  day  in  excess 

of  10  days    1.00 

For  each  additional  day  in  excess  of  20  days  . .  .50 
(f)    Transfer,  handling,  and  checking  of  baggage, 

each    1.75 


(g)  Excess  baggage  in  addition  to  that  (usually  150 
pounds)  carried  free  by  railroads,  provided  the  total  amount 
of  baggage  shall  not  exceed  250  pounds.  Outside  of  United 
States,  actual  cost  where  excess  cost  is  not  due  to  excess 
weight  because  of  articles  not  included  in  officers'  regular 
outfit. 

(h)  Gasoline,  oil,  and  storage  in  connection  with  travel 
by  privately  owned  motor  vehicles. 

*In  States  where  tipping  is  contrary  to  law,  reimburse- 
ment for  same  will  not  be  made. 

c.  Travel  day  defined. — The  unit  of  time  is  a  day  and  a 
day  is  24  hours  beginning  at  midnight.  An  item  for  lodging 
for  any  particular  night  should  be  considered  as  part  of  the 
expense  of  the  day  in  which  the  night  began. 

(a)  Daily  allowances  per  fractional  parts  of  a  day  are  as 
follows : 

(a)  Departure  from  station  before  7  A.  M.  full  daily 

allowance. 

(b)  Departure  from  station  before  12  M  (Noon),  actual 

expenses  for  two  meals  and  lodging. 

(c)  Departure  from  station  before  6  P.  M.  actual  ex- 

penses for  one  meal  and  lodging. 

(d)  Departure  from  station  before  midnight,  actual  ex- 

penses for  lodging. 

(e)  Return  to  station  after  8  A.  M.  actual  expenses  for 

one  meal. 
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(f)  Return  to  station  after  1  P.  M.,  actual  expenses  for 

two  meals. 

(g)  Return  to  station  after  7  P.  M.  actual  expenses  for 

three  meals. 

d.  Travel  by  Privately  owned  Automobile. —  (1)  When 
travel  is  performed  by  privately  owned  automobile,  reimburse- 
ment may  be  made  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  necessarily 
expended  for  gasoline,  oil  and  storage  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions set  forth  in  sub-paragraph  (2)  hereof. 

(2)  Reimbursement  is  not  authorized  in  any  case  in  ex- 
cess of  amount  of  expenses  actually  incurred.  Neither  is 
reimbursement  authorized  in  excess  of  what  the  cost  of 
transportation,  including  authorized  Pullman  accommoda- 
tions, would  have  been  if  the  same  had  been  furnished  by  the 
Government.  In  comparing  the  expenses  incurred  for  travel 
by  private  conveyance  with  the  cost  by  railroad,  the  com- 
parison will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  costs  between  points 
covered  by  travel  orders  as  a  whole. 

e.  Limit  on  Actual  Expense  Account. — Reimbursement  for 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  will  not  be  allowed  for  a 
longer  period  of  travel  than  would  have  been  required  had 
advantage  been  taken  of  Government  transportation  over  the 
shortest  usually  traveled  route.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing 
sentence  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  reimbursement  for 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  during  periods  of  authorized 
stops  en  route  in  the  case  of  travel  involving  several  differ- 
ent points. 

/.  Vouchers. —  (1)  Claims  will  be  stated  on  Public  Vouch- 
er Form  No.  1012  (W.  D.  Form  350  or  350-a  to  be  used  until 
exhausted),  showing  the  exact  time  of  day,  the  date  of  de- 
parture from  station  and  date  of  return  to  station.  A  copy 
of  the  travel  order  will  be  filed  with  the  voucher. 

(2)  The  expenses  for  each  day  will  show  the  amounts  ex- 
pended for  transportation  and  for  subsistence  in  separate 
columns. 

(3)  Amounts  expended  for  the  following  items  must  be 
supported  by  paid  receipts. 

(a)  Garage  rent. 

(b)  Board   and   lodging   (American  plan)    or  lodging 

(European  plan). 

(c)  Parlor  or  sleeping  car  accommodations.    (Berth  or 

seat  check). 

(d)  Amounts  expended  for  special  transportation  when 

in  excess  of  $1.00. 

SECTION  V 

Agent  Officers  for  TJ.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers. 

29.  General,  a.  General. — Under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  property  and  disburs- 
ing officers  of  the  National  Guard  accountable  for  public 
moneys  may  intrust  money  to  other  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  for  the  purpose  of  having  them  make  disbursements  as 
their  agents,  and  the  officers  to  whom  the  money  is  intrusted, 
as  well  as  the  officer  intrusting  the  same  to  him,  shall  be 
held  pecuniarily  responsible  therefor  to  the  United  States,  and 
the  agent  officer  shall  be  subject  for  his  official  misconduct 
to  all  the  liabilities  and  penalties  prescribed  by  law  in  like 
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cases  for  the  officers  for  whom  he  acts  as  agent.  (Sec.  5,  Act 
of  June  3,  1924)   (43  Stat.  365). 

(b)  How  known. — Officers  to  whom  public  moneys  are  in- 
trusted, by  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers, 
for  disbursement,  are  known  as  agent  officers. 

(c)  Pecuniary  responsibility. — The  term  "Pecuniarily  re- 
sponsible," contained  in  a  above,  will,  in  its  application  to  agent 
officers,  include  responsibility  for  all  erroneous  payments ; 
errors  in  computation  of  vouchers  (excepting  vouchers  com- 
puted by  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer)  ; 
funds  received  from  all  sources  and  authorized  refunds  where 
necessary. 

30.  When  to  be  Detailed. — When  it  is  impracticable  for 
the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  to  make  pay- 
ments to  troops  and  others  in  person  without  undue  delay, 
agent  officers  will  be  detailed  as  provided  in  paragraph  31  to 
make  such  payments,  or  such  part  of  such  payments  as  it  may 
be  deemed  desirable  to  have  them  make.  The  method  of  pay- 
ment by  agent  officers  will  be  utilized  at  places  at  which  the 
character  of  payment  does  not  justify  or  the  conditions  do  not 
permit  of  a  personal  visit  of  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer.  At  no  time  should  an  agent  officer  be  detailed 
if  such  detail  will  result  in  delaying  payments  or  otherwise 
complicate  the  public  business  to  be  handled. 

31.  Classification  and  Detail. — Agent  officers  are  divided  in- 
to two  classes,  viz :  Class  A  and  Class  B. 

a.  Class  A. — Federally  recognized  commissioned  officers 
may  be  detailed  by  commanding  officers  of  National  Guard 
organizations  to  make  cash  disbursements  for  the  purchase  of 
coffee  or  other  components  of  the  travel  ration  for  the  use  of 
their  commands,  and  such  officers  while  so  detailed  will  per- 
form their  disbursing  duties  as  agent  Officers  (Class  A).  The 
order  detailing  the  agent  officer  will  state  the  specific  duties 
to  be  performed  by  him  and  the  scope  of  his  authority. 
(Bond  not  required — see  par.  8,  NGR  No.  52). 

b.  Class  B. — Federally  recognized  commissioned  officers 
may  be  detailed  by  the  Governor  of  a  State  to  make  cash 
disbursements  as  designated  field  or  coast  defense  training  and 
camps  of  instruction,  and  such  officers,  while  so  detailed  will 
perform  their  disbursing  duties  as  Agent  officers  (Class  B). 
The  order  detailing  the  agent  officer  will  be  in  writing  and 
will  state  the  specific  duties  to  be  performed  by  him  and  the 
scope  of  his  authority.  (Bond  and  Stipulation  and  Consent 
Agreement — see  Par.  14,  NGR  No.  52). 

32.  Bow  Funds  transferred  from  United  States  property 
and  Disbursing  officer  to  Agent  Officer  and  Vice  Versa. — 
Public  funds  will  be  turned  over  by  United  States  property  and 
disbursing  officers  to  agent  officers  and  by  agent  officers  to 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officers,  by  one  of  the 
following  mehods  only : 

a.  In  person. 

b.  Shipment  by  express  when  authorized  by  the  State 

Adjutant  General. 

c.  By   United    States   property   and   disbursing  officer 

drawing  one  or  more  official  checks  payable  to 
himself  (delivered  to  agent  officer  in  person  or 
by  registered  mail),  with  object:    "To  make  pay- 
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inents  at  a  distance  from  a  depositary,"  and  in- 
dorsing check  payable  to  the  order  of  the  agent 
officer.  The  methods  of  supplying  the  agent  of- 
ficer with  several  checks  each  for  a  smaller 
amount,  instead  of  one  only  for  a  larger  amount, 
will  be  followed,  in  order  to  obviate  the  necessity 
of  carrying  large  amounts  of  cash  on  hand. 

33.  When  No  Government  Depositary  Available  for  Cash- 
ing Checks  Furnished  to  Agent  Officers. — When  there  is  no  au- 
thorized Government  depositary  conveniently  located  where 
an  agent  officer  may  obtain  cash  for  checks  furnished  to  him, 
he  will  accordingly  advise  the  United  States  property  and 
disbursing  officer  who  will  report  the  fact  to  the  Chief,  Mili- 
tia Bureau,  in  order  that  arrangements  may  be  made  with 
the  Treasury  Department  to  provide  for  meeting  the  require- 
ments. 

34.  Funds,  How  Kept. — Checks  to  their  favor  received  by 
agent  officers  will  be  converted  into  cash  only  as  required. 
Regulations  governing  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
officers  with  respect  to  keeping  cash  on  hand  have  application 
to  cash  in  possession  of  agent  officers.  All  public  moneys  com- 
ing into  the  possession  of  an  agent  officer  will,  while  in  his 
possession,  be  properly  protected.  Public  moneys  will  not  be 
deposited  in  a  commercial  bank  to  the  credit  of  an  agent  officer 
(see  pars.  12  and  24  b). 

35.  Payment  by  Cash. — All  proper  accounts  that  are  pay- 
able in  cash  will  be  so  paid  by  an  agent  officer,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  accountable  United  States  property  and 
disbursing  officer. 

36.  When  Funds  to  be  Turned  into  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer. — General. — a..  Cash  Balance.  A  cash 
balance  remaining  from  funds  intrusted  to  a  Class  B  agent 
officer  for  disbursement  during  a  current  month  will,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer,  be  retained  in  possession  of  the  agent  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  making  payments  in  a  subsequent  month. 

b.  Funds  not  subject  to  disbursement. — All  funds  not  sub- 
ject to  disbursement,  in  the  possession  of  an  agent  officer, 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer  on  the  25th  day  of  each  month,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
officer  may  direct. 

37.  Collections  by  Agent  Officers. — a.  Receipt  for.  If  a  re- 
ceipt is  by  regulations  required  for  a  collection  made  by  a 
Class  B  agent  officer  he  will  sign  such  receipt  as  agent  for 
the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer,  and,  in  the 
case  of  collection  of  a  stoppage  against  an  officer,  due  to  an 
overpayment,  the  receipt  will  clearly  show  the  name  and 
rank  of  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  who 
made  the  overpayment,  his  voucher  number,  and  month  and 
year  to  which  the  voucher  pertains.  The  original  of  such  re- 
ceipt will  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  United  States  prop- 
erty and  disbursing  office  for  transmission  to  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau. 

b.  Disposition  of  Funds. — 'Whenever  a  class  B  agent  officer 
makes  collections  he  will  dispose  of  the  funds  received  as 
provided  in  paragraph  38.   Where  no  factilities  have  been  pro- 
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Tided  for  depositing  funds  received  and  the  agent  officer  is  so 
located  that  funds  cannot  be  turned  over  to  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  in  person,  the  State  Adjutant 
General  will  issue  necessary  instructions  for  shipment  of  funds 
by  express  to  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
officer. 

38.  Funds  from  Collections. — Funds  received  by  a  Class  B 
agent  officer  from  collections  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  him.  If  an  agent  officer  is  located  at  a  distance 
from  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  such 
funds,  unless  authorized  by  the  accountable  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  for  current  disbursement,  will 
be  deposited  by  the  agent  officer  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States  in  the  Treasury,  a  Federal  reserve  bank, 
or  an  active  designated  depositary  bank  either  to  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer's  official  or  personal 
credit.  Such  deposits  will  be  accompanied  by  the  prescribed 
Militia  Bureau  Form  93,  the  duplicate  of  which  properly  re- 
ceipted by  the  depositary,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer  with  a  letter  of  trans- 
mittal specifying  the  nature  of  the  funds  deposited.  Where 
such  funds  are  authorized  by  the  United  States  property  and 
disbursing  officer  to  be  retained  by  the  agent  officer  for  current 
disbursement,  a  "Return  of  funds  and  statement  of  balance" 
(W.  D.  Form  No.  9b  FD  —  new  number  45b)  covering  the 
amount  thereof  will  be  rendered,  together  with  complete 
statement  as  to  what  the  funds  represent,  sources  from  which 
received,  and  proper  forms  pertaining  thereto. 

39.  Cash  Blotter. — Each  Class  A  and  Class  B  agent  officer 
will  maintain  a  cash  blotter  record  showing  in  separate  col- 
umn entries  of  all  funds  received  from  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer;  entries  of  all  funds  received 
from  other  sources ;  entries  of  all  funds  disbursed  as  shown 
by  paid  vouchers;  entries  of  all  funds  turned  over  to  the 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer;  and  entries  of 
all  amounts  represented  by  incorrect  vouchers  returned,  if 
any,  for  which  credit  is  not  given  by  the  United  States  property 
and  disbursing  officer.  Funds  disbursed  by  an  agent  officer 
as  shown  by  incorrect  vouchers  returned  by  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  will  be  considered  as  cash 
•'in  hands  of  agent  officer"  and  accounted  for  as  such. 

40.  Papers  Required  m  Connection  With  Transfer  of  Funds 
to  Agent  Officer,  a.  Forms  furnished  by  United  States  prop- 
erty wnd  disbursing  officer. — When  a  United  States  property 
and  disbursing  officer  intrusts  public  moneys  to  an  agent  officer 
for  disbursement,  as  authorized  by  these  regulations,  the 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  will  accomplish 
and  furnish  the  agent  officer  with  (W.  D.  Form  9,  FD.,  new 
number  45)  "Funds  intrusted  to  agent."  A  signed  copy  of 
this  form  will  be  submitted  by  the  United  States  property 
and  disbursing  officer  with  his  account  current  to  substantiate 
the  item  thereon  representing  "Funds  in  Transit,"  after  the 
25th  day  of  each  month  in  all  cases  not  covered  by  a  "Return 
of  Funds  and  Statement  of  Balance,"  Form  No.  9b,  FD. —  (new 
number  45b). 

b.  Receipt  given  by  agent  officer. — When  an  agent  officer 
has  been  intrusted  with  public  moneys  for  disbursement  as 
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authorized  in  these  regulations,  the  agent  officer  will  give  the 
United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  an  agent's  re- 
ceipt for  such  funds  on  W.  D.  Form  9a,  FD.  (new  number  45a). 

41.  Vouchers,  a.  General. — Vouchers  will  be  prepared  by 
the  agent  officers  with  care,  will  be  properly  completed  before 
payment  but  not  numbered,  and  any  certificate  ordinarily 
required  to  be  made  by  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer,  will  be  made  by  the  agent  officer.  They  will 
be  personally  scrutinized  by  the  agent  officer  prior  to  their 
submission  to  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer 
for  credit  or  settlement. 

b.  Notations. — Each  voucher  computed  by  an  agent  officer 
will  bear  notation  to  that  effect,  briefly  as  follows: 

"Computations  made  by   agent  officer." 

(Name  and  Rank) 

(c.)  Receipts  of  payees. — The  receipt  of  payees  on  vouchers 
paid  by  agent  officers  will  show  that  the  payment  was  re- 
ceived from  such  agent  officer  as  agent  for  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer,  also  actual  date  of  payment, 
as  follows

d.  Examination  by  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
Officer:  procedure  covering  incorrect  vouchers. — The  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer  will,  immediately  upon 
receipt  thereof,  examine  all  vouchers  received  by  him  from 
an  agent  officer.  Vouchers  found  to  be  incorrectly  stated,  im- 
properly receipted,  not  properly  supported  or  erroneously  paid, 
will  not  be  credited,  but  will  be  returned  at  once  to  the  agent 
officer  accompanied  by  Form  No.  9c,  F.  D.  (new  number  45c), 
with  notation  of  errors  and  procedure  to  be  followed  in  mak- 
ing the  necessary  corrections.  Entries  of  amounts  disbursed 
by  an  agent  officer  as  represented  by  incorrect  vouchers  for 
which  credit  is  not  given,  will  be  made  by  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  on  W.  D.  Forms  9b  and  9c,  F. 
D.,  (new  numbers  45b  and  45c). 

42.  Accounts  of  Glass  A  Agent  Officers,  a.  General. — Class 
A,  Agent  Officers  will  make  the  necessary  returns  to  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer  within  24  hours  after 
completion  of  the  particular  duties  for  which  designated. 

b.  Failure  to  render.- — Failure  on  the  part  of  a  Class  A 
agent  officer  to  close  and  render  his  accounts  within  24  hours 
after  completion  of  specified  duties  will  be  promptly  reported 
by  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

43.  Accounts  of  Class  B  Agent  Officers,  a.  General. — Class 
B  agent  officers  will  make  the  necessary  returns  to  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer,  accompanied  by  all  paid 
vouchers,  at  such  times  as  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer  may  direct. 

b.  Failure  to  render. — Failure  of  Class  B  agent  officers  to 
render  a  closing  statement  and  turn  over  funds  and  vouchers 
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to  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  will  be 
promptly  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

44.  Papers  Required  in  Connection  with  Transfer  of  Paid 
Vouchers  and  Cash  Balance  by  Agent  Officer,  a.  Forms  fur- 
nished by  agent  officers— -When  cash  balances  and  paid  vouch- 
ers are  transmitted  to  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer  by  the  agent  officer  he  will  furnish  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer  an  agent's  "Return  of 
Funds  and  Statement  of  Balance"  W.  D.  Form  No.  9b,  F.  D. 
(new  number  45b).  This  form,  rendered  in  duplicate,  will  be 
used  by  all  agents  in  each  transaction  involving  the  return  of 
cash  checks  or  paid  vouchers  to  the  United  States  property 
and  disbursing  officers.  Each  transaction  will  be  supported 
by  a  true  and  correct  statement,  entered  in  proper  columns  on 
the  face  thereof,  of  the  status  of  funds  intrusted.  Each^  agent 
concerned  will  accomplish  and  render  this  form  as  a  "State- 
ment of  Balance"  on  the  25th  day  of  each  month,  or  whenever 
called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officer.  The  original  of  the  last  statement  rendered 
by  the  agent  in  each  current  month  will  be  filed  with  the 
original  account  current  in  support  of  entries  thereon. 

b.  Receipt  given  by  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
officer.— The  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officer  will 
receipt  to  the  agent  officer  for  all  correctly  stated  and  properly 
receipted  vouchers  and  cash  received  from  him  by  an  "Ac- 
knowledgment of  Return  of  Funds  and  Statement  of  Balance" 
on  W.  D.  Form  No.  9c,  F.  D.  (new  number  45c).  This  receipt 
will  be  filed  with  the  agent  officer's  copy  of  his  receipt  (W.  D. 
Form  No.  9c,  F.  D. — new  number  45c)  to  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  so  that  a  complete  record  of 
all  transactions  and  cash  balances  of  the  agent  officer  will 
always  be  shown.  This  form  will  be  used  by  all  disbursing 
officers  for  each  transaction  involving  the  return  of  cash,  check 
or  paid  vouchers  and  statement  of  balances. 

45.  When  Officer  Ceases  to  Act  as  Agent  Officer. — Upon 
ceasing  to  function  as  agent  officer  for  the  period  designated  by 
the  terms  of  the  order  detailing  him  the  agent  officer  will  im- 
mediately settle  his  account  and  render  to  the  United  States 
property  and  disbursing  officer  within  a  period  of  three  days  a 
final  return  and  closing  statement  on  W.  D.  Form  No.  9b,  F.  D., 
(new  number  45b),  transmitting  therewith  all  vouchers,  togeth- 
er with  balance  of  funds  on  hand.  Failure  to  render  this  clos- 
ing statement  and  to  turn  over  funds  and  vouchers  will  be 
promptly  reported  by  the  United  States  property  and  disburs- 
ing officer  to  the  State  Adjutant  General. 

46.  Salaries. — Agent  officers  will  not  receive  any  additional 
compensation  from  Militia  Bureau  funds  for  the  performance 
of  duties  as  agent  officers  for  United  States  property  and  dis- 
bursing officers.    (MB  130.4  Gen.-4).

I.   Issuance  of  transportation  requests. 

1.  All  travel  of  organizations  or  individuals  must  be  per- 
formed on  Government  Transportation  Requests  issued  for  the 
round  trip  journey,  and  such  transportation  requests  must  be 
tendered  unless  it  is  impracticable  to  do  so.  When  transporta- 
tion requests  are  tendered  to  individuals  but  not  accepted  or 
used,  reimbursement  from  Federal  Appropriations  cannot  be 
authorized.  When  it  is  impracticable  to  tender  transportation 
requests,  and  individuals  purchase  transportation  for  au- 
thorized travel  with  private  funds,  the  matter  of  reimburse- 
ment must  be  handled  under  the  provisions  of  Par.  10,  NGR 
56,  and  the  voucher  for  reimbursement  for  private  funds  used 
in  payment  of  the  public  account  must  show  the  necessity  for 
the  transaction  and  must  be  forwarded  to  the  General  Ac- 
counting Office,  through  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  accompanied 
by  travel  orders,  certificates  and  affidavits,  requesting  an  ad- 
vance decision. 

2.  When  a  troop  movement  is  imminent,  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  furnish  the  officer  desig- 
nated as  train  commander  with  transportation  requests  cover- 
ing the  contemplated  journey  to  and  from  the  encampment 
area.  Such  transportation  requests  will  be  signed  by  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  and  both  the 
original  and  memorandum  copy  will  be  completed  by  him  to 
show  all  the  necessary  information  required  thereon,  including 
name  of  the  carrier,  places  from,  and  to  which  the  transporta- 
tion will  be  furnished,  the  authority  number  and  a  sufficient 
time  limit  to  cover  the  proposed  travel,  except  that  the  num- 
ber of  persons  will  be  left  blank.  The  train  commander  in- 
trusted therewith  must  be  explicitly  instructed  as  to  the  proper 
insertion  of  this  data  on  the  original  and  memorandum  copy 
of  the  requests,  by  the  use  of  indelible  pencil  and  carbon 
paper,  before  the  original  copy  is  receipted  by  the  train  com- 
mander and  presented  to  the  carrier's  agent  for  transportation ; 
the  memorandum  copy  to  be  returned  to  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  without  delay  for  verification 
that  the  travel  was  necessary  in  the  military  service,  and 
transmission  to  the  Finance  Officer  (Transportation),  U.  S. 
Army,  Washington,  D.  C. 

3.  Under  a  recent  decision  of  the  Court  of  Claims  the 
National  Guard  is  not  entitled  to  land  grant  deductions,  and 
all  travel  to  and  from  encampments  is  therefore  classed  as 
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non-military.  Under  such  conditions,  the  General  Accounting 
Office  requires  competitive  bids  from  carriers  for  the  round 
trip  journey,  and  insists  in  each  case  that  the  bid  most  favor- 
able to  Government  interests  be  accepted.  The  bids  may  be  ob- 
tained through  circular  proposals  and  newspaper  advertising 
will  not  be  required.  Copies  in  duplicate  of  all  contracts  and 
agreements  entered  into  with  the  railroads  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Militia  Bureau  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Militia  Bureau  Circular  letter  No.  59,  July  26,  1923. 

4.  Pullman  accommodations  at  the  rate  of  one  (1)  berth  per 
officer  are  authorized  for  the  journey  to  and  from  encamp- 
ments. Tourists  accommodations,  or  pullman  accommodations 
where  the  former  are  not  available,  will  be  furnished  to  en- 
listed men  at  the  rate  of  one  (1)  section  to  every  three  (3) 
'  enlisted  men  where  an  entire  car  is  used,  or,  where  a  car  is 

only  partially  occupied,  the  troops  will  be  distributed  so  as  to 
utilize  all  lower  berths  first  on  the  basis  of  two  (2)  men  to  a 
berth. 

II.    Issuance  of  Bills  of  Lading. 

1.  Government  bills  of  lading  must  be  completed  in  sufficient 
detail  to  enable  settlement  without  unnecessary  correspondence. 
The  general  classification  "military  impedimenta"  calls  for  a 
higher  tariff  rate  than  the  nature  of  the  property  justifies  and 
will,  therefore,  not  be  used.  Bills  of  lading  covering  shipment 
of  animals  must  also  be  shown  on  all  shipments.  Switching 
orders  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates  showing  the  neces- 
sity of  such  service. 

2.  Where  material  or  animals  are  transported  by  freight, 
the  necessary  arrangements  should  be  made  by  the  State  au- 
thorities under  the  same  restrictions  in  regard  to  competitive 
bids,  contracts  and  agreements  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  en- 
titled "Transportation  of  Personnel." 

3.  Attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  15,  AR  30-950,  reading 
as  follows : 

"Original  bills  of  lading  QMC  form  N.  153,  are 
numbered  serially  when  printed.    This  serial  number 
will  be  prescribed  on  the  shipping  order,  on  the  three 
memorandum  copies  and  on  all  extra  sheets  used,  if 
any,  at  the  time  the  bill  of  lading  is  issued." 
Officers  charged  with  the  issuance  of  bills  of  lading  will  use 
every  precaution  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  AR  30-950,  quoted 
above,  are  complied  with. 

4.  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  will  be 
held  strictly  responsible  for  the  proper  safe-guarding  and  use 
of  Government  transportation  requests  and  bills  of  lading. 
He  will  keep  a  record  of  all  transportation  requests  and  bills 
of  lading  turned  over  to  train  commanders  and  supply  officers 
and  will  take  such  other  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure 
that  the  memorandum  copies  of  same  are  promptly  returned  to 
him  for  transmission  to  the  Finance  Officer  (Transportation), 
U.  S.  Army,  Washington,  D.  C. 

III.    Revised  form,  transportation  Requests. 
1.    The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  in  General 
Regulations  No.  46,  1925,  General  Accounting  Office,  Office  of 
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the  Comptroller  General  of  the  Unted  States,  prescribed  a  re- 
vised standard  form  of  Government  Request  for  Transporta- 
tion for  general  use  throughout  the  Government  service,  effec- 
tive December  %  1925,  but  the  supply  of  the  old  forms  may  be 
used  until  the  supply  is  exhausted,  but  not  later  than  June  30, 
1926,  after  which  date  transportation  companies  will  honor  re- 
quests for  transportation  only  when  made  on  the  revised  form 
(Standard  Form  1030). 

2.  Initial  quarterly  supply  of  the  revised  form  will,  upon 
receipt  from  the  Treasury  Department,  be  furnished  by  the 
Quartermaster  Supply  Officer,  Washington  General  Intermedi- 
ate Depot,  Washington,  D.  C,  to  all  officers  issuing  transporta- 
tion requests. 

3.  The  revised  forms  and  books  differ  but  slightly  from  the 
old  style,  and,  pending  the  revision  of  National  Guard  Regula- 
tions, AR  30-910  will  govern  in  the  use  of  the  revised  form. 

4.  The  old  form  will  be  used  until  the  supply  is  exhausted, 
after  which  the  revised  form  will  be  used,  except  that  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  revised  form  only  be  used  for  travel  to  be 
performed  on  and  after  July  1,  1926.  If  round  trip  transporta- 
tion is  furnished  prior  to  July  1,  1926,  and  the  return  portion 
of  the  trip  is  to  be  performed  after  that  date,  then  the  revised 
form  will  be  used. 

5.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  business,  June  30,  1926, 
all  old  forms  (if  any  are  then  on  hand)  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Quartermaster  Supply  Officer,  Washington  General  Inter- 
mediate Depot,  Washington,  D,  C.,  with  the  monthly  report 
for  June,  1926,  for  proper  disposition. 

6.  Effective  upon  the  issue  of  this  circular,  all  finance  offi- 
cers charged  with  the  settlement  of  carriers'  transportation 
accounts  will  forward  original  cancelled  transportation  re- 
quests (both  old  and  revised  forms),  thereafter  received  by 
them,  to  the  Quartermaster  Supply  Officer,  Washington  Gen- 
eral Intermediate  Depot,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  proper  dis- 
position. 

7.  On  June  30,  1926,  and  at  the  end  of  each  semi-annual 
period  thereafter,  The  Quatermaster  General  will  render  a  re- 
turn through  the  Assistant  and  Chief  Clerk,  War  Department, 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Division  of  Printing,  de- 
scribing each  book  of  transportation  requests  from  the 
Treasury  Department  and  stating  whether  it  is  in  stock  or 
issued,  or  is  issued  and  in  use,  or  has  been  exhausted  by  the 
use  of  all  the  transportation  requests  thereof.  Requests  which 
have  been  cancelled  during  a  period  will  be  listed  on  the  re- 
turn for  the  period  and  forwarded  therewith.  All  unused  re- 
quests of  the  old  form  which  are  in  stock  on  June  30,  1926, 
and  those  returned  by  issuing  officers  will  be  listed  on  and 
forwarded  with  the  return  for  June  30,  1926. 

8.  This  circular  will  govern  pending  the  issuance  of  re- 
vised National  Guard  Regulations.

Section  II.    DISPOSAL  OF  FIELD  SHOES. 

I.  Differencel  Sheets. — The  General  Accounting  Office  has  in- 
vited the  attention  of  the  Militia  Bureau  to  the  failure,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  of 
some  States,  to  act  expeditiously  in  making  replies  to  items  ap- 
pearing on  Difference  Sheets  sent  to  them ;  particularly  respect 
to  Difference  Sheets  of  their  predecessors.  The  laws  governing 
the  accounting  for  funds  require  the  General  Accounting  Office 
to  make  suspensions  and  disallowances  in  connection  with  un- 
authorized payments  or  payments  that  are  not  covered  by 
proper  vouchers. 

The  accounts  of  Disbursing  Officers  that  are  not  cleared  by 
refundments  or  proper  supporting  data  are  subject  to  collec- 
tion from  the  Disbursing  Officer  or  his  surety.  The  Comp- 
troller General  of  the  United  States,  in  his  letter  to  this  Bureau 
on  this  subject,  quotes  the  following  as  a  further  remedy  with 
respect  to  such  delinquencies  : 

"In  the  event  that  the  mutual  efforts  of  this  office 
and  the  War  Department  do  not  prove  effective  in 
securing  the  desired  action  on  the  class  of  accounts 
under  discussion,  serious  consideration  will  be  given 
toward  withholding  approval  on  request  for  funds  for 
the  States  in  which  these  delinquent  accounts  origin- 
ated." 

In  view  of  the  above,  it  is  requested  that  the  importance 
of  this  work  be  impressed  upon  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officers,  and  that  they  be  afforded  every 
facility  to  clear  not  only  their  accounts,  but  also  the  accounts 
of  their  predecessors  if  there  are  any  pending. 

ft.  Disposal  of  Field  Shoes. — Militia  Bureau  letters  400.- 
703/4  October  3,  1923,  and  400.703  QM.  February  5,  1924,  are 
rescinded.  If  any  field  shoes  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
National  Guard  they  may  be  surveyed  as  unsuitable  and  dis- 
posed of  as  in  the  case  of  other  articles  of  clothing  and 
equipage.

1.  There  are  enclosed  herewith  a  quantity  of  form  No.  59, 
which  has  been  prescribed  by  the  Militia  Bureau  for  property 
accounting  purposes  within  the  National  Guard,  to  supersede 
form  No.  263-c.  Sufficient  quantity  of  this  new  form'  with 
adaptable  binders  are  furnished  for  continuance  of  your  prop- 
erty account. 

2.  The  new  form  will  be  started  by  transfer  of  the  balances 
taken  from  the  property  account  now  maintained,  said  bal- 
ances serving  as  a  basis  for  entry  on  the  new  form. 

3.  The  old  property  account  and  all  vouchers  pertaining 
thereto  will  be  filed  where  readily  accessible  for  reference,  and 
will  in  no  case  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of.  This  is 
required  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  War 
Department,  and  further  in  event  of  an  audit  of  an  organiza- 
tion commander's  account  in  this  office,  or  through  this  office, 
that  these  vouchers  and  property  cards  pertaining  to  the 
period  of  his  command  may  be  available  at  the  time  and 
place  of  audit.

To:   All  communications  Units,  Penna.  National  Guard. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  letter  from'  Office  of  the 
Signal  Officer,  Hqrs.,  3rd  Corps  Area,  and  is  quoted  for  your 
information  and  guidance. 

"All  tubes  other  than  those  mentioned  below,  will, 
*****  be  forwarded  to  the  Signal  Section,  New  York 
General  Intermediate  Depot : 

(a)  Vacuum  tubes,  type  VT-6 

(b)  Vacuum  tubes,  type  VT-8 

(c)  Vacuum  tubes,  type  VT-10 

(d)  Any  vacuum  tube  with  broken  glass 

(e)  All  vacuum  tubes  of  fifty  watt  rating  or  less

(f)  AH  tubes  which  have  given  fifty  per-cent  or  more 

of  their  expected  life 

(g)  All  bulbs,  mercury  arc,  Cooper-Hewitt,  Rectigon, 

Tungar,  etc. 

In  order  to  expedite  replacements  and  adjustments,  tubes 
which  are  forwarded  to  the  New  York  G.  I.  Depot,  in 
accordance  with  the  above  instructions  will  not  be  surveyed 
prior  to  shipment,  but  all  necessary  supporting  papers  will  be 
forwarded  with  the  shipping  tickets  in  order  that  such  tubes 
as  are  not  replaced  by  the  manufacturer  may  be  surveyed  and 
disposed  of  without  delay  at  the  New  York  Depot. 

Historical  records  of  each  tube  will  be  forwarded  in  tripli- 
cate; two  copies  will  be  placed  in  an  envelope  and  attached 
to  the  tube  itself  and  the  other  copy  will  be  forwarded  with 
the  shipping  ticket. 

The  manufacturers  questionnaire  originally  sent  out  with  the 
tube,  will  if  available,  be  filled  out  and  attached  to  the  tube. 
Packing  slips  and  shipping  tickets  will  be  plainly  marked  to 
show  the  length  of  life  each  tube  has  rendered.  This  action 
is  necessary  owing  to  the  fact  that  manufacturers  give  credit 
allowances  for  tubes  which  fail  to  give  50%  of  their  expected 
life. 

Following  is  the  lfe  expectancy  of  various  tubes  of  ratings 
of  greater  than  50  Watts.

ADVANCE  INFORMATION— Re  Cal.  45  Ammunition. 
IMPORTANT 
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To :    All  Unit  Commanders,  Penna.  National  Guard. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  Cal.  45  ball  ammunition  for  free 
issue,  The  Militia  Bureau  requests  all  requisitions  to  be  re- 
duced by  at  least  60%. 

The  largest  amount  of  pistol  and  revolver  ammunition  is 
issued  during  the  Camp  or  Field  Training  period.  In  order 
that  sufficient  ammunition  may  be  on  hand  for  Field  Training 
it  is  suggested  that  every  organization  commander  conserve 
pistol  and  revolver  ammunition,  and  that  as  little  be  used 
between  now  and  camp  as  will  be  consistent  with  proper 
training. 

The  Adjutant  General  will  incorporate  in  the  Camp  Order 
for  this  year,  directions  that  all  pistol  or  revolver  ammunition 
in  excess  of  twenty -one  (21)  rounds  per  weapon  shall  be 
taken  to  camp  by  the  Organization  Commanders,  and  that  such 
ammunition  will  be  pooled  for  the  use  of  men  practicing  with 
pistol  or  revolver. 

Organization  Commanders  are  again  cautioned  to  be  most 
careful  in  the  expenditure  of  ammunition  for  pistol  or  revolver 
marksmanship  training  at  home  stations  prior  to  camp.  The 
Militia  Bureau  will  not  issue  in  excess  of  40%  of  the  regular 
allowance,  and  if  Organization  Commanders  fail  to  comply 
with  these  suggestions  a  shortage  of  ammunition  during  the 
Field  Traning  Period  will  result.

1.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  the  United  States  Property  &  Dis- 
bursing Officer  as  to  proper  steps  to  procure  forage  for  authorized 
mounts  of  Regular  Army  Instructors  on  duty  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania National  Guard,  the  Militia  Bureau  replied  by  2nd  Ind.  as 
follows:

1.  Militia  Bureau  funds  allotted  for  the  forage  of  horses  are 
available  only  for  the  forage  of  Government  owned  and  federalized 
horses  properly  assigned  to  the  National  Guard. 

2.  Regular  Army  Instructors,  who  are  authorized  to  maintain 
mounts,  should  apply  to  Army  Quartermasters  for  forage  under 
the  provisions  of  A.  R.  30-490.

2.  Inquiry  was  made  by  United  States  Property  &  Disbursing 
Officer  in  reference  to  n.ote  "F",  page  34,  Cir.  58,  W.  D.  1923, 
wherein  certain  instruments  for  bands  are  authorized  where 
students  are  attached  for  instruction,  said  inquiry  requesting  infor- 
mation as  to  whether  students  attached  to  National  Guard  bands 
are  included  within  this  authorization,  and  if  so,  should  students 
be  enlisted  and  included  as  part  of  the  authorized  strength  of  the 
band  or  are  such  students  to  be  enlisted  above  the  maximum 
allowance  of  any  given  band,  and  under  date  of  May  29,  1926,  the 
Militia  Bureau  replied  to  said  inquiry  as  follows: 

2nd  Ind. 

War  Department,  Militia  Bureau,  May  29,  1926.  To:  The 
Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania,  thru  Commanding  General, 
Third  Corps  Area. 

1.  There  is  no  direct  provision  for  the  attaching  of  students 
to  a  National  Guard  Band. 

2.  Paragraph  444,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  as 
amended  by  Changes  No.  16,  dated  June  21,  1924,  states : 

"When  authorized  by  his  commanding  officer  to  do  so,  an 
enlisted  man  may  attend  ordered  drills  of  another  organization 
within,  the  same  State  at  a  station  other  than  his  own.  Such 
authorization  will  be  in  the  form  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  organization  with  which  the  enlisted 
man  desires  to  drill,  the  original  thereof  to  be  forwarded 
direct  to  such  commanding  officer  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
the  enlisted  man.  When  an  enlisted  man  has  so  attended  a 
drill  of  another  organization,  the  commanding  officer  thereof 
shall  prepare  a  certificate  in  letter  form,  addressed  to  the 
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commanding  officer  of  the  organization  of  which  the  enlisted 
man  is  a  member  showing  the  date  of  the  drill,  that  it  was 
regularly  ordered  for  the  organization,  and  that  the  enlisted 
man  in  question  was  officially  present  thereat  and  participated 
therein  for  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  hours.  A  copy  of 
this  certificate  shall  be  furnished  to  the  enlisted  man  and  the 
orginal  thereof  forwarded  direct  to  his  commanding  officer. 
Upon  receipt  of  such  certificate  his  commanding  officer  will 
credit  the  enlisted  man  with  attendance  at  such  drill  for  the 
purpose  of  qualifying  such  enlisted  man  for  armory  drill  pay 
but  not  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  the  officers  of  the  or- 
ganization for  armory  drill  pay." 

3.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  it  appears  that  en- 
listed men  belonging  to  organizations  not  at  the  same  station  may 
be  granted  authority  to  drill  with  a  Band  Section.  For  such  drills 
they  are  entitled  to  pay  but  their  drills  do  not  count  for  pay  of 
officers  of  their  own  organization.. 

4.  The  Band  Section  cannot  be  increased  beyond  authorized 
peace  strength.

Subject :  Amendments  to  N.  G.  R.  No.  70. 

To :  The  Adjutants  General  and  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officers  of  all  States,  and  Commanding  Generals  of 
all  Corps  Areas  and  Departments. 

1.  N.  G.  R.  No.  79,  relative  to  "Animals  and  Material  and 
the  care  thereof"  has  been  amended,  effective  July  1,  1926,  and  the 
paragraphs  that  follow  are  published  in  advance,  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

2.  The  provisions  relative  to  allowances  for  caretakers  will  ap- 
pear as  an.  "administrative  regulation*'  in  Par.  10,  NGR  No.  79, 
and  these  provisions  Will  govern  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau,  in  the 
issuance  of  each  unit  or  group  of  units  of  an  "Authority  for  the 
Employment  of  Caretakers  or  Mechanics".  Copies  of  these  Care- 
takers Authorities  will  be  furnished  to  the  General  Accounting 
Office  and  will  form  the  basis  for  the  audit  of  vouchers,  covering 
payments  of  caretakers.  The  following  paragraphs  of  NGR  No.  79, 
effective  July  1,  1926,  govern  this  matter: 

"10.  RESERVATION  OF  FUNDS,  a.  Requests  for 
reservation  of  funds.  Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for 
the  payment  of  horses  and  materiel  caretakers  and  motor 
and  airplane  mechanics  and  assistant  mechanics  (Caretakers) 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  on  or  be- 
fore June  15,  September  15,  December  15,  March  15,  for  the 
ensuing  quarters  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  employment  of  caretakers 
under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations.  These  requests  for 
reservation  of  funds  will  be  based  on  the  following : 

(1)  Allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  for  animals  of 
single  organizations  will  be  as  follows  : 

per 
month 

An  organization  having  1  animal  or  less  than  9 

animals   $  75.00 

An  organization  having  9  animals  to  16  animals, 

inclusive    150.00 

An  organization  having  17  to  24  animals,  inclusive  225.00 

An  organization  having  25  to  32  animals,  inclusive  300.00 

(2)  When  the  animals  of  two  or  more  organizations  of 
the  same  branch,  grouped  in  a  single  armory  (stable),  do  not 
exceed  32,  the  allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  will  be  the 
same  as  for  a  single  organization  having  the  same  number 
of  animals.  When  the  number  of  animals  so  grouped  exceeds 
32,  the  allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  will  be  increased 
by  $75  per  month  for  each  8  animals,  or  major  fraction  there- 
of, in  excess  of  32.  Provided,  That  the  number  of  animals  so 
grouped  shall  not  exceed  the  authorized  number  for  the  com- 
bined organizations. 

(3)  When  the  animals  of  two  or  more  organizations  of  differ- 
ent branches  are  quartered  in  a  single  armory  (stable),  the 
allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  for  each  branch  will  be 
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determined  as  in  sub-paragraph  (2)  above,  each  branch  being 
considered  as  occupying  a  separate  armory. 

(4)  Each  lettered  battery  and  each  batalion  headquarters 
Battery  and  Combat  Train  of  horse-drawn  field  artillery  will 
be  given  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  $75  per  month  for  the 
care  of  its  artillery  materiel  under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph 4  hereof. 

(5)  Allowances  of  mechanics  and  assistant  motor  mechanics 
for  motorized  organizations  will  be  as  follows:  For  organiza- 
tions having  from  4  to  10  motor  vehicles  (exclusive  of  motor- 
cycles) or  artillery  vehicles  (exclusive  of  caissons  and  trailers) 
-one  motor  mechanic.  For  organization  having  in  excess  of  10 
motor  vehicles  (exclusive  of  motorcycles)  or  artillery  vehicles 
(exclusive  of  caissons  and  trailers) -one  motor  mechanic  and 
one  assistant  motor  mechanic.  (Par.  6-6  provides  rates  of  pay 
at  not  to  exceed  $150.00  and  $130.00  per  month). 

(6)  Coast  Artillery  organizations  which,  with  the  authority 
of  the  War  Department,  have  taken  over  seacoast  batteries 
from  the  Regular  Army  for  drill  and  care,  will  be  allowed 
one  caretaker  for  care  and  preservation  of  a  battery  of 
one  or  two  guns,  and  one  caretaker  and  one  assistant  care- 
taker for  a  battery  of  more  than  two  guns.  (par.  8,  provides 
rates  of  pay  at  not  to  exceed  $150.00  and  $130.00  per  month). 

(7)  No  airplane  mechanics  will  be  allowed  to  a  squadron 
which  has  not  received  its  aircraft  materiel  or  a  part  there- 
of. The  number  of  mechanics  to  each  squadron  will  be  based 
upon  the  number  of  airplanes  and  amount  of  other  equipment 
issued  to  it  and  will  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  (par  9.  d  fixes  following  rates  of  pay:  1  at 
not  to  exceed  $225.00  per  month ;  1  at  not  to  exceed  $175.00 
per  month;  remainder  at  not  to  exceed  $130.00  per  month). 

b.  Quarterly  requests  for  reservation  of  funds.  -Quarterly 
requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the  payment  of  all  au- 
thorized horse,  materiel,  motor  and  airplane  caretakers  within 
a  State  will  be  submitted  in  triplicate,  and  should  contain 
all  necessary  information  for  each  organization  considered, 
arranged  and  under  the  following  headings : 

(1)  Organization   and  Station. 

(2)  Name  of  armory  in  or  adjacent  to  which  horses  are 

stabled. 

(3)  Number  of  Federally-owned  animals. 

(4)  Number  of  Federally-accepted  animals. 

(5)  Number  of  Government-owned  motor  and  artillery  ve- 

hicles (as  defined  in  paragraph  10  a  (5)  hereof) 
maintained  at  the  station  of  the  unit. 

(6)  Number  of  Government-owned  motor  and  artillery  ve- 

hicles (as  defined  in.  paragraph  10  a  (5)  hereof) 
assigned  to  the  organization  but  which  are  under- 
going repairs  or  are  in  storage  at  a  station  other 
than  that  of  the  organization. 

(7)  Number  of  caretakers  (horse,  materiel,  motor  or  air- 

plane) authorized  by  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau. 

(8)  Caretaker  authority  number. 

(9)  Amount  required  for  one  month. 
(10)    Amount  required  for  ensuing  quarter. 

Column  (19)  should  then  be  totaled  and  the  balance  that 
will  remain  on  hand  for  the  payment  of  such  caretakers  for 
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the  current  quarter  deducted  therefrom,  leaving  the  net  amount 
required  for  the  payment  of  all  caretakers  (exclusive  of  tar- 
get range  caretakers)  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

Organizations  whose  animals  are  grouped  in  a  single  pool 
will  be  listed  together,  the  required  information  pertaining 
to  each  individual  organization  of  the  group  will  be  entered 
iu  columns  (1)  and  (7),  inclusive,  but  columns  (8)  to  (10) 
will  each  show  but  one  amount  for  all  organizations  included 
in  that  group. 

c.  Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  additional  care- 
takers. Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the  employment 
of  additional  caretakers  (exclusive  of  target  range  caretakers) 
will  follow  the  same  form  and  contain  all  applicable  informa- 
tion called  for  in  sub-paragraph  6  above  ■ 

d.  Target  range  caretakers.  Target  range  caretakers  will 
not  be  included  in  this  respect  for  reservation  of  funds. 

11.  PREPARATION  OF  VOUCHERS,  a.  Caretakers 
included  on  one  voucher.  All  commissioned,  enlisted  and 
civilian  caretakers  belonging  to  organization,  whether  em- 
ployed for  the  care  of  animals,  materiel  or  equipment  will 
invariably  be  paid  on.  the  same  voucher. 

b.  Form  to  be  used.  Such  caretakers  will  be  paid  monthly 
on  War  Department  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  19,  amending 
same  by  eliminating  the  inapplicable  words  and  inserting  under 
"Sub-appropriation"  the  words  "Compensation  of  help  for 
care  of  materiel,  animals,  and  equipment."  The  procurement 
authority  number  chargeable  must  also  be  shown  on  the 
voucher. 

c.  Information  to  lie  included.  Vouchers  covering  payments 
to  caretakers  must,  in  addition  to  all  other  pertinent  data, 
show  the  caretaker  authority  number  under  which  the  em- 
ployment of  caretakers  of  the  organization  or  organizations 
concerned  is  authorized.  Two  copies  of  the  order  detailing 
or  hiring  the  caretaker  must  be  filed  with  the  voucher  on 
which  he  is  paid.  If  the  rate  of  compensation  is  changed, 
such  change  should  be  covered  by  an  order,  two  copies  of 
which  should  be  filed  with  the  voucher  covering  the  first  pay- 
ment at  the  new  rate. 

d.  When  animals  are  not  pooled.  When  the  animals  of  an 
organization  are  not  pooled  with  those  of  another  organization, 
or  when  an  organization  has  no  animals,  all  enlisted  and 
civilian  caretakers  will  be  paid  on  a  voucher  certified  to  by  the 
organization  commander. 

e.  When  animals  are  pooled.  When  the  animals  of  an 
organization  are  pooled  with  those  of  other  organizations,  the 
enlisted  and  civilian  caretakers,  for  both  animals  and  materiel, 
belonging  to  all  such  organizations  will  be  paid  on  the  same 
voucher,  grouped  by  organizations,  and  the  certificate  will  be 
signed  by  the  officer  exercising  control  of  the  animals  pooled, 
who  with  respect  to  caretakers  who  do  not  come  under  his 
supervision,  will  base  his  certificate  on  such  information  as 
may  be  secured  by  or  furnished  to  him. 

/.  By  whom  approved.  All  vouchers  covering  payments  to 
caretakers  will  bear  the  approval  of  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  State  concerned." 


3.  The  provisions  relative  to  expenses  for  the  shoeing  of  the 
authorized  horses  of  an  organization  have  been  liberalized  in  con- 
nection with  such  organizations  as  cannot  obtain  caretakers  quali- 
fied as  horseshoers.  Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 
quarterly  requests  for  reservation  of  funds  must  be  submitted  in 
advance,  and  the  first  request  should  be  submitted  for  the  quarter 
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beginning  July  1,  1926.  The  following  paragraph  of  NGR  No.  79, 
governs  this  matter: 

"5.  WHERE  HORSESHOER  NOT  AVAILABLE,  ACTION 
TO  BE  TAKEN.  Where  no  caretaker  qualified  as  a  horse- 
shoer,  can  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  2 
5  or  2  c  hereof,  expenses  for  the  shoeing  of  the  authorized 
horses  of  the  organization  will  be  authorized  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau.  In  such  cases  a  quarterly  request  for  reserva- 
tion of  funds  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau, 
before  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  showing  all  such  organiza- 
tions involved,  the  number  of  authorized  horses  in  each  or- 
ganization, and  the  amount  required  for  all  organizations  for 
the  ensuing  quarter.  The  request  for  reservation  of  funds  will 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  organiza- 
tions enumerated  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  caretakers 
qualified  as  horseshoers." 

4.  Animal  supplies,  other  than  forage,  horseshoers  and  horse- 
shoe nails,  and  veterinary  supplies,  will  on  and  after  July  1,  1926, 
be  procured  locally  by  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officers,  and  quarterly  reservations  will  be  issued  to  States  for  this 
purpose.  The  following  paragraph  of  NGR  No.  79,  governs  this 
matter : 

"35.  PROCUREMENT,  a.  General  Forage,  bedding, 
borseshoer  and  horseshoe  nails  for  authorized  animals  of  the 
National  Guard  are  furnished  on  requisition,  except  during 
field  encampments,  when  such  supplies  will  be  purchased  by 
the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  Salt,  soda, 
ash,  smithing  coal  and  veterinary  supplies  will  be  purchased 
at  all  times  by  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officer.  The  quantities  to  be  supplied  will  be  determined  by 
the  Corps  Area  Commander." 

5.  The  provisions  relative  to  the  employment  of  veterinary  ser- 
vices are  stated  more  definately  than  heretofore,  and  such  service 
may,  under  certain  restrictions,  be  secured  within  the  amount 
authorized  in  advance  for  the  ensuing  quarter.  Requests  for  reser- 
vation of  funds  should  bo  submitted  for  the  quarter  beginning  July 
1,  1926.  The  following  paragraph  of  NGR  No.  79  governs  this 
matter  : 

"38.  VETERINARY  SERVICES,  PAYMENTS  FOR. 
FROM  MILITIA  BUREAU  FUNDS.  Veterinary  officers  of 
the  National  Guard  may  receive  compensation  from  Militia 
Bureau  funds,  in  addition  to  armory  drill  pay  authorized  in 
Secton  2,  NGR-45,  within  amounts  apportioned  for  that  pur- 
pose for  treatment  of  animals  of  the  National  Guard,  pro- 
vided that  the  commander  of  the  organization  to  which  the 
animals  belong  certifies  that  the  treatment  was  of  such  char- 
acter and  duration  that  it  could  not  be  given  during  the  nor- 
mal period  of  a  regularly  ordered  assembly  and  could  not  be 
administered  by  the  caretakers  under  such  instruction  as 
the  veterinary  officer  had  given.  This  certificate  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Adjutant  General.  Payment  for  veterin- 
ary services  rendered  by  veterinary  officers,  or  civilian  veter- 
inarians in  lieu  of  veterinary  officers,  for  the  treatment  of 
animals  may  be  made  within  amounts  apportioned  to  ea*ch 
State  quarterly,  and  in  such  cases  a  quarterly  request  for 
reservation  of  funds  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  before  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  showing  all 
such  organizations  involved,  the  number  of  authorized  horses 
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in  each  such  organization,  and  the  amount  required  for  all 
such  organizations  for  the  ensuing  quarter."

5.  The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  relative 
to  rights  and  privileges  of  ancient  military  organizations  serving 
as  National  Guard  units  with  respect  to  Section  63  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  June  3,  1916,  is  published  for  the  information,  of  all 

NATIONAL  GUARD  PAY— ANCIENT  CORPS  OF  ARTIL- 
LERY. CAVALRY.  OR  INFANTRY. 

Section  63  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  198,  is  operative 
with  respect  to  the  ancient  Corps  of  Artillery,  Cavalry,  or 
Infantry  only  so  long  as  they  exist  outside  of  the  Organized 
Militia ;  upon  relinquishing  their  right  to  a  separate  existence 
by  coming  into  the  National  Guard  they  can  claim  no  greater 
privilege  in  respect  to  the  pay  of  personnel  from  Federal  funds 
than  other  like  units  of  the  National  Guard. 

Comptroller  General  McCarl  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  December 
26,  1923: 

Your  letter  of  December  5,  1923,  requesting  further  considera- 
tion of  the  right  or  privilege  of  the  machine  gun  battalion.  Two 
hundred  and  eleventh  Antiaircraft  Regiment,  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  formerly  the  First  Corps  Cadets  of  Boston,  to 
nonconformity  in  organization  of  similar  units  of  the  National 
Guard,  and  the  officers  thereof  to  Federal  recognition  and  pay 
in  numbers  and  grades  not  authorized  by  Tables  of  Organization, 
was  delivered  by  Mr.  David  J.  Maloney,  whose  brief  on  the  ques- 
tion is  included  among  the  papers,  and  who  appeared  personally 
before  this  office  and  made  an  oral  presentation  in  elaboration 
thereof. 

Decisions  of  October  17,  1922,  14  MS.  Comp.  Gen.,  942,  and 
September  29,  1923,  25  MS.  Comp.  Gen.  1047,  after  quite  full  dis- 
cussion reached  and  adhered  to  the  conclusion  that  section  63  of 
the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  198,  was  not  applicable  to  an 
organization  Federally  recognized  as  National  Guard ;  that  section 
was  operative  with  respect  to  the  ancient  Corps  of  Artillery, 
Cavalry,  or  Infantry  described  only  so  long  as  they  existed  out- 
side the  militia ;  and  that  having  relinquished  their  right  to  a 
separate  existence  by  coming  into  the  National  Guard  they  could 
claim  no  greater  privilege  in  the  matter  of  pay  of  personnel  from 
Federal  funds  than  other  like  units  of  the  National  Guard. 

This  construction  of  the  statute  is  challenged  as  defeating  its 
intent  as  disclosed  by  its  language,  and  by  the  representations 
made  to  the  committees  in  Congress  having  the  legislation  in 
charge :  and  further,  that  it  is  based  on  a  misconception  of  fact, 
as  the  First  Corps  Cadets  "performed  all  the  duties  of  the  militia 
and  since  1840  has  been  a  part  of  the  militia  and  an  active  part 
of  the  National  Guard  since  its  establishment." 
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It  is  stated  that  this  organization  was  instrumental  in  securing 
the  enactment  of  that  portion  of  section  3  of  the  act  of  January 
21,  1903,  32  Stat.,  775,  relating  to  ancient  Corps  of  Artillery, 
Cavalry,  and  Infantry ;  that  in  1907  the  attorney  general  of 
Massachusetts  rendered  an  opinion  as  to  the  privilege  the  organiza- 
tion was  entitled  to  retain  under  the  provision  contained  In  the 
1903  act. ;  and  that  the  provisos  contained  in  section  03  of  the 
act  of  June  3,  1916,  were  drawn  by  the  congressional  committee 
to  limit  or  reduce  these  privileges  by  requiring  conformity  to 
organization  in  time  of  war,  and  in.  time  of  peace  to  be  attached 
for  training,  etc.,  to  an  organization  less  than  a  division. 

The  intent  of  the  lawmaker  is,  of  course,  the  law.  and  it  is 
only  as  the  intent  is  expressed  or  by  necessary  implication  included 
in  the  law  that  the  announced  object  of  the  draftsman  may  be 
given  effect.  The  provision  of  law  herein  questioned  had  its 
prototype  in  the  act  of  1792,  and  the  intent  of  that  early  provi- 
sion will  aid  in  ascertaining  the  legal  intent  of  the  present  pro- 
\  ision. 

It  is  proper  to  observe,  before  considering  the  act  of  1792,  that 
the!  Constitution,  Article  I,  section  8,  gives  to  Congress  the 
power — 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively, 
the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the 
militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress. 

Section  10  of  Article  I  provides  that — 

No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress.  *  *  *  keep 
troops,  or  ships  of  war.  in  time  of  peace  *  *  *. 

The  first  militia  act  under  the  Constitution  was  the  act  of  May 
8,  1792,  1  Stat.,  271,  entitled  "An  Act  more  effectually  to  provide 
for  the  national  defence  by  establishing  an  Uniform  Militia 
throughout  the  United  States".  It  created  a  militia  in  which  every 
able-bodied  male  citizen,  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  (with  cer- 
tain exemptions  provided)  was  required  to  be  enrolled,  and  pro- 
vided for  its  organization  into  companies  and  higher  units.  This 
act  was  inclusive  of  the  entire  male  citizenship,  but  it  was  pro- 
vided in  the  act : 

And  whereas  sundry  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry 
now  exist  in  several  of  the  said  state's,  which  by  the  laws,  customs, 
or  usages  thereof  have  not  been  incorporated  with,  or  subject  to 
the  general  regulations  of  the  militia : 

Sec.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  corps  retain  their 
accustomed  privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties 
required  by  this  act,  in  like  manner  with  the  other  militia. 

It  requires  no  argument  to  demonstrate  that  the  corps  here 
provided  for  were  not  a  part  of  the  militia  established  by  that  act ; 
they  had  not  been  incorporated  with  the  militia  theretofore  es- 
tablished by  the  States  or  the  independent  sovereignties  or  colonies 
preceding  the  States,  nor  were  they  subject  to  the  general  regula- 
tions of  the  militia  theretofore  enacted  by  the  States  ;  and  they 
were  authorized  by  section  11  to  retain  their  accustomed  privileges 
of  existence  and  organization  separate  and  distinct  from  the  militia 
created  by  Federal  legislation ;  they  were  not,  however,  exempt 
from  the  militia  duties  of  citizens. 

Sections  1625  to  1600,  Revised  Statutes,  are  substantially  a 
reen.actment  of  the  act  of  1792  and  section  1641  provides: 

All  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry,  now  existing  in  any 
State,  which,  by  any  law,  custom,  or  usage,  thereof,  have  not 
been  incorporated  with  the  militia,  or  are  not  governed  by  the 
general  regulations  thereof,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  ac- 
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customed  privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  re- 
quired by  law  in  like  manner  as  the  other  militia. 

These  ancient  corps,  which  had  an  existence  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  the  militia  from  May  8,  1792,  to  June  22,  1874,  were 
here  again  authorized  to  be  continued  in  existence  unincorporated 
with  the  militia  established  and  defined  by  Federal  law.  They 
were  not  militia,  that  term  is  inclusive  only  of  the  State  forces 
organized  pursuant  to  Federal  law,  and  the  liability  to  the  ordinary 
militia  duty  of  citizens  was  again  provided. 

The  experience  of  the  Spanish  War  having  demonstrated  the 
inadequacy  of  the  militia  as  theretofore  constituted  as  a  national 
force,  legislation  having  for  its  object  a  more  effective  organiza- 
tion was  enacted  January  21,  1903,  32  Stat.,  775,  and  by  section 
1  it  was  provided  : 

That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied  male  citizen 
of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
aud  every  able-bodied  male  of  foreign  birth  who  has  declared  his 
intention  to  become  a  citizen.,  who  is  more  than  eighteen  and  less 
than  forty-five  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes — ■ 
the  organized  militia  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  designa- 
tions as  may  be  given  them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States 
or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be  known  as  the  Reserve 
Militia. 

By  section  3  the  Organized  Militia  was  defined  as  "the  regularly 
enlisted,  organized,  and  uniformed  active  militia  *  *  *  who  have 
*  *  *  participated  or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes."  The  organization, 
armament,  and  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  was  required, 
within  five  years,  to  be  the  same  as  prescribed  'for  the  Regular 
and  Volunteer  Armies  of  the  United  States".  This  section  con- 
tained  the  proviso : 

*  *  *  That  any  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry  and  infantry  existing 
in  any  of  the  States  at  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  eighth, 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  which,  by  the  laws,  customs  or 
usages  of  the  said  States  have  been  in  continuous  existence  since 
the  passage  of  said  Act  under  dt  provisions  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  Sections  sixteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty,  both  in- 
clusive, of  Title  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
relating  to  the  Militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  accustomed 
privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by 
law  in  like  manner  as  the  other  Militia. 

Here  the  militia  was  divided  into  two  components,  the  Organized 
Militia  and  the  Reserve  Militia ;  these  two  classes  comprised  the 
entire  male  citizenship  of  the  Nation  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
45,  subject  to  the  exemption  named  in  section  2.  The  ancient 
corps  authorized  to  continue  in  existence  under  their  old  organiza- 
tion w-ere  again  subject  "to  all  other  duties  required  by  law  an 
like  manner  as  the  other  militia"  ;  not  the  Organized  Militia,  but 
the  militia  of  which  every  able-bodied  male  citizen  between  the 
ages  of  IS  and  45  wTas  a  member ;  the  members  of  these  ancient 
corps  were  given  no  exemption  from  militia  duty  because  they 
were  not  incorporated  with  the  Organized  Militia. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  197,  by  section  57  again 
constitutes  all  able-bodied  males  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45. 
with  the  exemptions  named  in  section  59,  the  militia  of  the  United 
States,  and  divides  it  into  three  classes,  the  National  Guard,  the 
Naval  Militia,  and  the  unorganized  militia  ;  and  by  section  58  it 
was  provided  that  the  National  Guard  "shall  consist  of  the  reg- 
ularly enlisted  militia  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45,  organized, 
armed,   and  equipped"  as  thereinafter  provided,   "and  of  com- 
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missioned  officers  between  the  ages  of  21  and  64  years."  By  sec- 
tion 63,  39  Stat.,  198,  it  is  provided  : 

Any  corps  of  Artillery,  Cavalry,  or  Infantry  existing  in  any  of 
the  States  on  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  eighth,  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  which  by  the  laws,  customs,  or  usages  of 
said  States  has  been  in  continuous  existence  since  the  passage  of 
said  Act,  under  it  provisions  and  under  the  provisions  of  section, 
two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  sections  sixteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty,  both  inclusive,  of  Title 
sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  and  the  Act  of  January  twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
three,  relating  to  the  militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  its  ancient 
privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  duties  required  by  law  of 
militia:  Provided,  That  said  organizations  may  be  a  part  of  the 
National  Guard  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  this  Act,  and 
shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  organization,  discipline,  and 
training  of  the  National  Guard  in  time  of  war :  Provided  further 
That  for  purposes  of  training  and  when  on  active  duty  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  they  may  be  assigned  to  higher  units 
as  the  President  may  direct,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of 
officers  under  whom  thev  shall  be  serving. 

The  ancient  corps  are  subject  "to  all  duties  required  by  law  of 
militia,"  not  of  the  National  Guard ;  that  is,  the  members  are  not 
exempted  from  military  duties  of  citizens  because  of  their  member- 
ship in  organizations  continued  in  existence  but  unincorporated 
with  the  militia  as  therein  (defined. 

Although  in  origin  the  provision  was  clearly  designed  to  pro- 
vide for  the  existence  of  these  corps  unincorporated  with — that  is, 
not  a  part  of — the  militia  given  a  statutory  organization,  and  to 
confer  the  right  of  a  continued  existence  of  military  organizations, 
it  is  now  contended  that  by  the  slight  changes  in  phraseology 
introduced  into  the  1903  law  and  extended  in  the  1916  law  the 
character  of  the  provision  has  been,  fundamentally  changed  ;  that 
it  is  no  longer  designed  to  provide  for  the  existence  of  these  or- 
ganizations apart  from  the  militia  given  a  statutory  organization, 
but  is  designed  to  confer  special  privileges  on  the  personnel  of 
these  organizations  as  a  part  of  the  most  effective  branch  of  the 
militia — the  National  Guard.  Such  fundamental  change  would  thus 
be  accomplished  by  indirection  and  by  slight  changes  in  phraseology 
which  seem  on  the  surface  only  to  reenact  the  provision  for 
separate  existence  given  by  the  1792  law. 

This  office  can  not  accept  such  a  construction  of  the  law.  If 
Congress  had  intended  that  such  an  organization  as  a  part  of 
the  National  Guard  should  have  two  or  three  field  officers  where 
other  similar  National  Guard  organizations  may  have  but  one, 
that  the  ranking  officer  should  have  a  grade  higher  than  the  com- 
manding officer  of  any  other  similar  National  Guard  organization, 
and  that  these  additional  and  higher  ranking  officers  should  have 
the  Federal  pay  of  their  grades,  it  would  not  have  sought  to 
bestow  this  preferment  by  indirection.  The  provisos  upon  which 
great  reliance  is  placed  were  considered  in  decision  of  September 
29,  1923.  Whatever  their  effect  may  be,  it  is  not  to  fundamentally 
change  the  night  accorded  from  exclusion  from  the  militia  with 
privileges  granted  by  State  law,  to  inclusion  with  the  National 
Guard  class  of  the  militia  and  special  privileges  under  Federal  law. 

The  conclusion  that  the  personnel  of  the  machine-gun  battalion, 
Two  Hundred  and  Eleven  Antiaircraft  Regiment,  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  is  entitled  to  be  paid  only  on.  the  basis  of.  and 
in  accordance  with  the  organization  prescribed  in  Tables  of  Or- 
ganization, notwithstanding  it  was  formerly  the  First  Corps  Cadets 
of  Boston,  is  adhered  to.  The  papers  received  with  your  letter  are 
returned  herewith. 
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(5.  The  following  communication  of  the  Militia  Bureau  as  to 
membership  of  National  Guard  officers  in  Reserve  Officers'  Train- 
ing Corps  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned:

To :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States.  Territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Militia. 

1.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Militia  Bureau  that  some 
commissioned  officers  of  the  National  Guard  are,  or  have  been, 
members  of  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  while  holding  com- 
missions in  National  Guard  units. 

2.  Your  attention  is  called  to  paragraph  21,  A.  R.  145-10,  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows : 

"No  member  of  the  active  personnel  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,  nor  any  commissioned 
officer  of  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  nor  reserve 
officer  of  the  military  or  n.aval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Reserve  Officers1  Train- 
ing Corps  *  *  *  *"  (underscoring  supplied). 

3.  It  is  requested  that  steps  be  taken  to  ascertain  whether  or 
not  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph  quoted  above  are  being  com- 
plied with,  and  where  violations  of  those  provisions  are  found, 
that  the  officers  concerned  be  advised  that  such  dual  relationship 
is  a  violation  of  Army  Regulations  and  will  result  in  stoppages  of 
all  commutations  from  Federal  funds  payable  to  members  of  Re- 
serve Officers'  Training  Corps,  and  will  necessitate  refunds  of  all 
amounts  previously  paid  under  such  dual  status.  Refunds  may  be 
collected  from  the  Federal  pay  of  such  National  Guard  officers 
as  have  received  commutation  under  their  R.  O.  T.  C.  membership, 
if  the  officers  retain  their  National  Guard  commissions. 

4.  N.  G.  R.  No.  20.  "Commissioned  Officers  of  the  National 
Guard",  which  will  be  published  m  a  short  time  will  prohibit 
National  Guard  officers  from  enrolling  in  Reserve  Officers'  Train- 
ing Corps.  Membership  of  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  National  Guard  in  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  is  au- 
thorized.

192G  the  President  of  the  National 
Guard  Association  of  the  United  States  communicated  with  the 
Adjutants  General  of  all  States  relative  to  misrepresentation  by 
individuals  of  a  so-called  official  National  Guard  Magazine,  and 
this  letter  is  published  for  information  of  all  officers  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania National  Guard:

Subject :  Publications 

To :  The  Adjutants  General  cf  all  states  and  territories  and  Com- 
manding General  District  of  Columbia. 
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1.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  officers  of  the  Association 
that  communities  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States  are  being 
visited  from  time  to  time  by  people  representing  themselves  as 
agents  of  a  so-called  official  publication,  of  the  National  Guard 
Association  of  the  United  States ;  such  publication  being  sometimes 
called  the  "National  Guard  Magazine",  the  "National  Guardsman" 
or  other  unknown  name. 

2.  Two  or  three  years  ago  such  a  publication  was  contemplated 
and  letters  of  introduction  were  obtained  from  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  from  other  prominent  officers  and  citizens,  by  men  who 
undertook  its  publication  which  at  that  time  had  the  prospect  of 
a  creditable  magazine,  and  with  proper  management  would  have, 
no  doubt,  been  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  National  Guard.  It 
is  believed  that  such  letters  have  been  passed  to  unauthorized  per- 
sons who  are  using  them  improperly  to  their  personal  advantage 
in  soliciting  advertising  and  subscriptions  to  magazines,  and  even 
cash  donations  for  the  National  Guard. 

3.  The  National  Guard  Association  of  the  United  States  has 
no  official  publications  nor  is  it  sponsoring  the  publication  of  any 
magazine. 

4.  Any  and  all  letters  of  introduction  which  at  any  time  have 
been  given  by  officers  of  this  Association  are  hereby  cancelled  and 
withdrawn,  and  Adjutants  General  and  all  other  officers,  to  whom 
such  letters  may  be  presented  are  requested  to  confiscate  same,  and 
report  the  name  and  address  of  the  persons  presenting  them  to  the 
undersigned. 

5.  Adjutants  General  are  also  requested  to  pass  this  informa- 
tion to  the  officers  and  troops  in  their  respective  states.

"6.  When  more  than,  one  unit  of  the  same  branch  is  quar- 
tered in  a  single  armory,  the  unit  allowed  the  largest  number 
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of  animals  in  the  above  table,  for  purposes  of  computation, 
will  be  considered  first  and  will  be  given  the  full  number 
of  animals  listed  above,  while  all  other  units  grouped  with  it 
will  be  entitled  to  only  50  per  cent  of  the  allowances  set  forth 
in  the  above  table,  provided  that  in  no  instance  will  the  total 
allowances  of  animals  assigned  to  units  of  the  same  branch 
quartered  in  a  single  armory  exceed  96.  .  . 

"However,  upon  application  to  ajid  approval  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  authority  may  be  granted  under  exceptional 
circumstances  to  forage  animals  assigned  to  organizations  of 
the  same  branch  granted  in  a  single  armory,  up  to  the 
number  prescribed  in  paragraph  a."

INCREASED  PAY  FOR  MEMBERS  OF  THE  NATIONAL 
GUARD  PARTICIPATING  IN  AERIAL  FLIGHTS  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  ARMORY  DRILL  TRAINING. 

1.  The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States  dated  April  8,  1926  (A-13434),  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  concerned: 

There  has  been  received  your  letter  of  March  6,  1926,  as  follows : 
"I  request  your  decision  on  the  following  question.: 
'"May  a  National  Guard  captain,  lieutenant,  or  enlisted 
man,  belonging  to  an  organization  and  on  duty  requiring  him 
to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights,  qualify 
(a)  for  the  armory  drill  pay  provided  by  sections  109  and 
110,  National  Defense  Act,  by  attendance  at  one  formation  of 
a  split  assembly,  and  (b)  for  the  additional  flying  pay  pro- 
vided by  section  20,  Pay  Readjustment  Act  of  June  10,  1922, 
by  making  an  aerial  flight  at  another  formation  of  the  same 
split  assembly.'" 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  question  your  attention 
is  invited  to  the  following  provisions  of  regulations  : 

"Paragraph  3  of  Executive  Order  of  September  14,  1925, 
(Circular  No.  46,  Militia  Bureau,  October  12,  1925). 

"'3.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  National  Guard 
while  on  duty  requiring  him  to  participate  regularly  and  fre- 
quently in  aerial  flights  shall,  unless  excused  therefrom  by 
his  immediate  commanding  officer,  be  required: 

****** 
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""b.  If  a  captain,  lieutenant  or  enlisted  man  belonging  to 
an  organization,  to  make  at  least  one  aerial  flight  at  each 
ordered  assembly  for  drill  and  instruction  at  which  he  is  in 
attendance. 

'"d.  The  duties  prescribed  above  shall  be  in  addition  to  any 
other  duty  or  duties  which  may  be  required  of  such  officers 
and  enlisted  men  while  in  attendance  at  assemblies  for  drill 
and  instructions  *  *  *.' 

"Paragraph  442,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  as 
amended  by  Changes  No.  19,  October  1,  .1924. 

"'442.  Each  company,  troop,  battery,  and  detachment  in 
the  National  Guard,  shall  assemble  for  drill  and  instruction, 
including  indoor  target  practice,  not  less  than  forty-eight 
times  each  year,  unless  excused  from  participation  in.  any  part 
thereof  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  Captains,  lieutenants,  war- 
rant officers  and  enlisted  men  belonging  to  such  organizations 
will  receive  credit  for  drill  attendance  and  compensation  there- 
for when  they  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  and  the  provisions  prescribed  in  paragraph  92^ (a), 
(e)  and  (g)  of  these  regulations. 

"'An  assembly  for  drill  and  instruction  may  consist  of  a 
duly  ordered  formation  of  a  company,  troop,  battery,  or  detach- 
ment, or  of  a  series  of  duly  ordered  formations  of  subdivisions 
or  parts  thereof,  but  in  the  latter  case  the  series  of  formations 
of  subdivisions  or  groups  must  comprehend  and  include  the 
entire  organization,  and  must  be  included  within  the  time 
limit  of  seven  consecutive  days  within  a  calendar  month. 
The  sum  total  of  the  attendance  at  all  the  separate  consecu- 
tive formations  announced  as  constituting  that  assembly  shall 
be  counted  as  the  attendance  at  the  actual  military  assembly 
for  the  required  period  of  time ;  but  no  officer,  warrant  officer, 
or  enlisted  man  shall  be  counted  more  than  once,  nor  receive 
credit  for  more  than  on.e  required  period  of  actual  military 
attendance  even  though  he  may  have  attended  more  than  one 
of  the  formations  which  constitute  the  assembly  for  the  re- 
quired period  of  time.  Of  these  assemblies  the  first  described 
will  be  referred  to  in  these  regulations  as  a  "single  formation 
assembly"  and  the  last  described  as  a  "split  assembly." 

"'During  each  calendar  month  in  which  an  organization 
holds  assemblies  for  drill  and  instruction  at  least  one  of  such 
assemblies  shall  be  a  single  formation  ordered  for  the  entire 
organization  at  the  same  time  and  place.  The  remainder  of  the 
assemblies  of  an  organization  during  any  month  may  be  split 
assemblies.  The  time  limit  within  which  a  split  assembly  may 
be  held  shall  be  stated  in  the  order  prescribing  such  assembly 
and  the  time  limit  of  one  such  assembly  shall  not  overlap 
that  of  another.  No  single  formation  assembly  shall  be  held 
within  the  time  limit  prescribed  for  a  split  assembly.' 

"The  training  of  National  Guard  Air  Service  organizations 
embraces  ground  work  and  actual  flying.  Training  during  the 
split  assemblies  authorized  in  paragraph  442  above-quoted 
can  best  be  accomplished  by  requiring:  (a)  the  entire  per- 
sonnel of  an  Air  Service  organization  to  assemble  for  ground 
training  at  one  of  the  formations  of  the  split  assembly  held 
during  an  evening,  and,  (b)  such  of  the  personnel  as  are  on 
duty  "requiring  them  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently 
in  aerial  flights  to  make  the  prescribed  aerial  flights  at  other 
.formations  of  the  same  split  assembly  held  during  the  day- 
time. This  system  enables  full  advantage  to  be  taken  of  the 
limited  amount  of  day-time  which  National  Guardsmen,  en- 
gaged in  earning  a  livelihood,  can  devote  to  their  National 
Guard  duties. 
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"There  would  seem  to  be  no  legal  objection  to  this  course 
described  above  except  for  the  provision  in  paragraph  442, 
based  on  Section  92,  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended  by 
Section  2,  Act  of  June  3,  1924,  that  'no  officer,  warrant  of- 
ficer, or  enlisted  man  shall  be  counted  more  than  once,  nor 
receive  credit  for  more  than  one  required  period  of  actual 
military  attendance  even  though  he  may  have  attended  more 
than  one  of  the  formations  which  constitute  the  assembly  for 
the  required  period  of  time.'  However,  it  would  appear  that 
there  would  be  substantial  compliance  with  this  require- 
ment since  a  man  on  a  flying  status  would  be  counted  only 
once  in  computing  the  attendance  at  the  assembly,  there 
being  simply  a  performance  of  separable  parts  of  duty  at  two 
of  the  formations  of  the  split  assembly.  He  would  receive 
credit  for  only  one  period  of  actual  military  attendance  for 
the  purpose  of  the  basic  armory  drill  pay  and  become  en- 
titled to  the  additional  flying  pay  only  if  he  also  participated 
in  an  aerial  flight. 

"Between  July  1,  1922,  to  which  date  of  flying  pay  statute 
is  retroactive,  and  October  12,  1925,  when  the  Executive 
Order  governing  flying  pay  was  published  to  the  National 
Guard,  several  Air  Service  organizations  separated  their 
ground  and  flying  training,  performing  the  former  at  an 
ordered  assembly  of  the  entire  organization  at  the  same  time 
and  place  and  the  latter  at  special  formations  of  the  person- 
nel required  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial 
flights.  Each  assembly  of  the  entire  organization  was  counted 
as  an  assembly  for  armory  drill  pay  and  the  aerial  flights 
made  during  the  same  calendar  week  were  not  recorded  as 
occurring  at  an  assembly,  though  they  were  considered  as  being 
in  connection  with  and  pertaining  to  the  assembly  held  during 
that  week.  In.  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Executive  Order 
governing  flying  pay  had  not  been  issued  and  that  the  flights 
were  made  by  members  of  the  National  Guard  in  an  armory 
drill  pay  status,  it  would  seem  that  these  flights  should,  for 
the  purpose  of  flying  pay,  be  considered  as  taking  place  at 
assemblies  for  drill  and  instruction.  In  view  of  the  situation 
described  your  decision  is  also  requested  on  the  following 
additional  questions : 

"When  during  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1922,  and  end- 
ing September  30,  1924,  an  Air  Service  organization  held  an 
ordered  assembly  for  drill  and  instruction  for  which  the  per- 
sonnel in.  attendance  received  armory  drill  pay,  and  at  other 
times  in  the  same  calendar  week  aerial  flights  were  made  by 
members  of  the  organization  required  to  participate  regularly 
and  frequently  in  aerial  flights,  may  such  flights  be  considered 
as  having  been  made  at  ordered  assemblies  for  drill  and  in- 
struction for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  the  personnel  who  made 
such  flights  for  flying  pay  based  on  their  armory  drill  pay 
earned  during  the  same  calendar  week." 

"When  during  the  period  beginning  October  1,  1924,  and 
ending  October  11,  1925,  an  Air  Service  organization  held  two 
or  more  formations  within  a  period  of  seven  consecutive 
days  within  a  calendar  month,  may  such  formations  for  ar- 
mory drill  and  flying  pay  purposes  be  considered  as  parts  of 
one  assembly  extending  over  such  period  though  orders  may 
not  have  been  issued  specifically  providing  therefor." 

In  the  Executive  Order  referred  to  by  you  it  was  also 
provided  : 

«<4  *  *  * 

"6.  A  captain,  lieutenant  or  enlisted  man  belonging  to  an 
Air  Service  organization  of  the  National  Guard  on  duty  re- 
quiring him  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial 
flights,  who,  while  in  attendance  at  an  ordered  assembly  for 
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drill  and  instruction  of  his  organization,  participates  in  one 
or  more  aerial  flights,  shall  receive  an  increase  of  50  per 
centum  in  the  pay  to  which  he  is  otherwise  entitled  for  at- 
tendance at  such  assembly." 

In  43  MS.  Comp.  Gen.  1304,  1307,  March  28,  1925,  A-7760, 
it  was  stated: 

'"*  *  *  as  each  drill  is  a  unit,  drills  at  which  no  actual 
flights  are  performed  may  not  be  considered  as  duty  authoriz- 
ing the  increased  flying  pay  within  the  meaning  of  the  act 
May  31,  1924,  that  is,  the  amount  payable  for  a  drill  will  not 
be  increased  unless  there  was  participation  in  flights  at  the 
particular  drill." 

Under  the  law  and  regulations  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  an  Air  Service  organization  may  qualify  for  armory  drill 
pay  by  attending  a  duly  ordered  formation  of  his  organization,  or 
a  duly  ordered  formation  of  a  subdivision  thereof  if  a  part  of  a 
duly  ordered  split  drill.  The  formation  at  which  the  officer  or 
enlisted  man  qualifies  for  armory  drill  pay  is  the  formation  at 
which  he  may  also  qualify  for  the  50  per  centum  increase  of  such 
armory  drill  pay  by  performing  one  or  more  aerial  flights  during 
such  formation.  Flights  performed  at  other  times  are  not  per- 
formed while  participating  in  exercises  or  performing  duties  pro- 
vided for  by  section  92  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended, 
nor  while  in  attendance  at  an  ordered  assembly  for  drill  and  in- 
struction of  his  organization  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and 
regulations. 

The  questions  submitted  are  therefore  answered  in  the  negative. 

In  regard  to  the  third  question,  attention  is  called  to  section  92 
of  the  National  Defense  Act  as  amended  by  the  act  of  June  3, 
1924,  43  Stat.  363,  providing: 

"  *  *  *  That  an  assembly  for  drill  and  instruction  may 
consist  of  a  single  duly  ordereid  formation  of  a  company,  troop, 
battery,  or  detachment,  or  when  so  authorized  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  of  a  series  of  duly  ordered  formations  of  sub- 
divisions or  parts  thereof,  but  in  the  latter  case  the  series  of 
formations  of  subdivisions  or  groups  must  comprehend  and 
include  the  entire  organization,  and  must  be  included  within 
the  time  limit  of  seven  consecutive  days  within,  a  calendar 
month.  *  *  *" 

Under  the  above  provisions  a  series  of  formations  of  subdivi- 
sions of  an  organization  can  be  considered  an  assembly  for  drill 
and  instruction  only  when  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
and  the  different  formations  duly  ordered. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  above  decision,  flying  pay  for  ar- 
mory drills  held  can  be  paid  only  when  flights  were  performed 
while  in  attendance  at  an  ordered  assembly  for  drill  and  instruc- 
tion, and  after  Oct.  1,  1924,  this  may  include  such  split  assemblies 
as  may  have  been  duly  ordered. 

3.  To  avoid  delay  in  payments  split  assemblies  should  be 
covered  by  written  orders  which  should  be  attached  to  the  pay- 
rolls on  which  increased  pay  for  aerial  flights  is  paid.  There 
follows  an  appropriate  form  for  an  order  prescribing  split  assemb- 
lies:

May  29-30.     Split  assembly  with  formations  as  follows, 
Saturday,  May  29,  2:00  P.  M.,  at  flying  field, 
Headquarters,  Supply,  and  Transportation  Sections.  Air- 
plane Sections  1,  2  and  3.   Photo  Section. 
Sunday,  May  30,  2  :00  P.  M.,  at  flying  field, 
Engineer,  Armament,  and  Communications  Sections.  Air- 
plane Sections  4,  0,  and  6.

2.  All  oliicers  and  enlisted  men  are  required  to  attend  forma- 
tions as  above  indicated.  Changes  in  individual  assignments  will 
be  authorized  by  the  commanding  officer  only  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons. 

3.  An  officer  or  enlisted  man  may  attend  formations  other  than 
those  he  is  required  to  attend,  but  only  attendance  at  required 
formations  will  be  counted  for  the  purpose  of  armory  drill  pay.

I.    ACCOUNTABILITY  AND  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR 
FEDERAL  PROPERTY. 

It    PROPERTY  AUDITING. 

I.    Account  ability  and  Responsibility  for  Federal  Property. 

1.  Federal  Property  Defined:  a  General. — Accountability  and 
responsibility  devolve  upon  any  person  to  whom  property  is  in- 
trusted and  who  is  required  to  maintain  a  property  account  thereof. 

(T)  An  officer  who  carries  property  on  a  stock  record  account 
and  has  such  property  ini  his  possession,  either  in  use  or  in  stor- 
age1, has  "accountability"  and  "responsibility"  for  the  care  and 
safe-keeping  of  such  property.  He  has  "accountability"  but  not 
"responsibility",  for  property  which  he  has  issued  to  others  on 
memorandum  receipt.  The  accountable  officer  continues  to  carry 
on  his  stock  record  account  the  property  issued  to  others  on 
memorandum  receipt. 

(2)  An  officer  who  has  given  a  memorandum  receipt,  for  prop- 
erty will  not  take  such  property  up  on  a  stock  record  account,  and 
is  not  "accountable"  therefor,  but  he  becomes  "responsible"  for  its 
care  and  preservation  and  will  not  be  relieved  of  such  responsibility 
until  he  has  returned  the  property  to  the  accountable  officer  or  se- 
cured memorandum  receipt  from  a  successor,  or  until  he  has  other- 
wise been  relieved  by  the  operation  of  regulations  or  orders. 

b.  Only  "accountability"  audited. — Only  property  "accountabil- 
ity" will  be  audited.  Property  responsibility  will  be  checked  by 
officers  detailed   for  that  purpose. 

c.  Annual  inspection  of  Federal  property. — An  annual  inspec- 
tion of  all  federal  property  issued  to  the  National  Guard  of  each 
state  will  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  corps  area  com- 
mander. Such  inspection  will  ordinarily  be  made  by  one  or  more  of- 
ficers of  the  Regular  Army  detailed  for  the  purpose ;  and  state  in- 
structors may  be  so  detailed  if  desirable.  The  officer  so  detailed 
will  make  a  physical  inventory  of  the  property  held  on  memoran- 
dum receipt  and  will  ascertain  the  condition  thereof.  Shortages 
and  unserviceable  property  will  be  surveyed.  When  practicable 
this  inspection  will  be  coincident  with  the  federal  armory  inspec- 
tion. In  case  no  Regular  Army  officer  is  available  for  detail  as  in- 
spector the  corps  area  commander  will  request  the  state  concerned 
to  detail  a  suitable  National  Guard  officer  for  such  purpose. 

2.  Accountable  Officer.  Under  the  provisions  of;  Section  fiT. 
National  Defense  Act,  all  Federal  property  issued  to  a  state  for 
use  of  the  National  Guard  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  on  an  appropriate  prop- 
erty account.  He  will  keep  such  records  and  make  such  reports 
as  may  be  required  by  regulation  and  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 
Federal  property  found  to  be  on  hand  but  not  accounted  for  will 
be  taken  up  and  accounted  for  at  c  nee. 

3.  Property  not  Accounted  for  to  be  Reported  and  Taken  Up. 
Federal  property  not  accounted  for  found  by  officers  other  than  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer,  or  by  civilian  em- 
ployes will  be  reported  to  an  organization  e<  mmander  who  in  turn 
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will  report  the  matter  to  the1  United  States  Property  ami  Disburs- 
ing Officer.  The  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer 
will  at  once  take  action  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2.  In  the 
absence  of  an  organization  commander  reports  by  other  officers _  or 
civilians  will  be  made  to  the  senior  officer,  enlisted  man,  or  civilian 
employee  present  who  will  take  charge  of  such  property  and  re- 
port it  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  with 
a  view  to  its  proper  disposition. 

4.  Company  Commanders  the  Responsible  Officers.  Company 
commanders  aire  "responsible"  to  the  state  for  the  property  issued 
to  their  organizations,  and  will  sign  memorandum  receipts  for  same 
to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  paragraph  seven.  They  will  not  be  re- 
lieved of  responsibility  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  1  a  (2) 
hereof.  Individual  officers  to  whom  property  is  issued  by  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  are  also  "responsi- 
ble" to  the  State. 

5.  Stock  Record  Accounts,  a.  General.  Each  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  cause  to  be,  maintained  a 
uniform,  complete,  and  accurate  stock  account  of  Federal  property 
showing  quantities  on  hand,  on  requisition,  received,  or  transferred 
back  to  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  in 
accordance  with  law  and  regulations.  This  record  will  be  kept  on 
Q.  M.  C.  Form  No.  58,  which  will  be  issued  either  as  cards  or  as 
loose  leaves  for  use  in  standard  form  binders  at  the  option  of  the 
State  ccneerned.  All  Federal  property  issued  to  the  National 
Guard  will  be  carried  on  the  stock  record  account  whether!  in 
stock  or  on  memorandum  receipt.  A  separate  card  or  leaf  will 
be  used  for  each  item  of  property.    Cards  will  be  filed  as  follows  : 

(1)  By  supply  branch. 

(2)  Alphabetically  within  each  branch. 

b.  But  one  account  in  each  State.  There  will  be  but  die 
stock  record  account  maintained  in  each  state. 

c.  Entries  on  stock  record  accounts.  (1)  Entries  of  requisi- 
tions. When  requisitions  are  submitted  a  record  of  each  item 
thereon  will  be  entered  on  the  stock  record  cards  or  leaf  showing 
date,  requisition  number  and  quantity  ordered. 

(2)  Receipt  of  supplies.  Where  supplies  are  received  within 
the  state  entries  by  item  will  be  made  on  the  stock  record  in  the 
appropriate'  columns  to  complete  the  record  both  as  to  filling  of 
the  requisition  requirements  and  of  the  actual  receipt  of  the  arti- 
cle, with  date,  voucher  number,  number  received,  new  balance  on 
hand,  and  cost  (if  shown). 

(3)  Transfers  of  Supplies.  Supplies  transferred  back  to  the 
Federal  government  or  dropped  by  survey  proceedings  and  state- 
ment of  charges,  or  sold  by  authority  or  otherwise  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  that  accountability  between  the  state  and  the  United 
States  ceases,  will  be  recorded  by  item  cn  the  stock  record  and  a 
new  balance  entered. 

_  6.  State  Warehouse  Accounts,  a.  Method  Defined.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  stock  record  account  maintained  by  each  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer,  there  will  be  kept  by  him 
a  card  or  loose  leaf  ware-house  account  she  wing  daily  balances  Of 
all  Federal  property  in  his  warehouse  or  warehouses.  Each  item 
of  these  records  will  be  entered  on  a  separate  sheet  and  will  show 
description  and,  in  ease  of  clothing,  size.  These  cards  or  sheets 
will  be  grouped  according  to  classification  of  property,  as  Quarter- 
master. Ordnance,  Signal,  Medical,  etc.,  those  in  each  group  to  be 
arranged  alphabetically.  On  March  31st  of  each  year  there  will 
be  furnished  the  Militia  Bureau  a  list  of  balances  of  articles  on 
hand  in  State  warehouses. 

6.  Posthujs  to  warehouse  accounts.  Suitable  entries  of  receipts 
and  transfers  of  articles  from  and  to  the  United  States,  of  trans- 
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fers  to  and  from  organizations  on  memorandum  receipt  and  of 
property  dropped  on  boards  of  survey  or  I  &  I  reports  from  the 
warehouse  stcck  will  be  made  on  the  warehouse  records  as  such 
transactions  occur,  to  the  end  that  they  may  show  at  all  times 
actual  balances  in  the  storehouse  in  acordance  with  the  methods 
indicated  in  paragraph  a  above. 

7.  Memorandum  Receipt  Accounts.  All  issues  of  property,  in- 
cluding individual  equipment  and  clothing,  to  individuals  and 
organizations  of  a  state  made  by  the  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officer,  will  be  on  Memorandum  Receipt  on  the  pre- 
scribed form.  This  will  include  property  which  may  be  issued  di- 
rect from  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer's 
storehouse  or  issues  made  direct  from  an  arsenal  or  depot  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  system  outlined  in  paragraph  39.  If  desirable 
and  practicable  issue  may  be  made  to  organizations  higher  than  a 
company  if  such  organizations  are  provided:  by  tables  of  allowance 
with  supply  officers.  In  such  cases  the  supply  officers  may  sign 
for  such  property  when  so  idirected  by  the  organization  commander. 

8.  General  Consolidated  Record  of  Property  on  Memorandum 
Receipt,  a.  Form  to  be  Used.  Form  75,  Q.  'M.  C.  W.  D.,  will 
be  issued  on  requisition  to  any  state  if  it  is  desired  to  keep  a  con- 
solidated record  by  item  on  that  form,  of  the  quantity  and  loca- 
tion of  property  issued  on  memorandum  receipt  within  that  state. 

6.  Entries.  (1)  Posting  will  be  made  to  the  general  consoli- 
dated record  when  kept  from  the  memorandum  receipts  and  from 
debit  and  credit  slips  and  other  vouchers  covering  transactions  be- 
tween the  date  of  original  memorandum  receipt  and  date  of  period- 
ical settlement  or  of  change  of  organization  commander. 

(2)  Debit  and  credit  entries  posted  to  a  general  consolidated 
record  when  kept  will  (except  the  balances  at  last  settlement 
brought  to  new  consolidated  record,  for  which  a  separate  column  is 
provided)  be  entered  on  the  proper  line  in  one  of  the  small  squares 
in  column  headed  "Debit"  or  "Credit",  as  the  case  may  be,  but  the 
balanco  will  not  be  extended  to  the  column  headed  "Balance"  until 
the  time  of  the  next  settlement,  except  that  balances  may  tempor- 
arily be  extended  in  pencil  at  any  time  when  it  is  desired  to  as- 
certain the  total  quantities  of  any  articles  out  on  memorandum 
receipt. 

c.  Individual  record  of  property  on  memorandum  receipt.  Each 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  keep  a  separate 
consolidated  record  with  each  organization  and  each  individual  re- 
sponsible for  property  on  memorandum  receipt.  This  consolidated 
record  will  be  kept  on  Form  74,  Q.  M.  O.  W.  D. 

d.  Periodic  settlements  of  memorandum  receipts.     (!)  Each 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  effect  an  annual 
settlement  with  each  person  holding  on  memorandum  receipt  prop-  <i 
erty  for  which  he  is  accountable,  as  follows :     On  March  31  of 

each  year  he  will  prepare  in  duplicate  a  new  memorandum  re- 
ceipt to  conform  to  such  changes  as  were  made  in  the  period  as 
shown  by  debit  and  credit  slins  or  shipping  tickets  used  as  such 
or  Other  vouchers  and  submit  same  to  the  individual  cr  organiza- 
tion commanders  for  verification  and  signature  if  found  correct 
The  original  copy  of  this  memorandum  receipt  will  then  be  signed 
by  the  individual  or  organization  commander,  returned  to  the 
United  Staites  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  and  the  duplicate 
retained.  Upon  receipt  by  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officer  of  the  new  memorandum  receipt  he  will  return  the 
old  memorandum  receipt  to  the  individual  or  organization  con- 
cerned. If  upon  verifying  the  property  on  hand,  the  individual  or 
organization  commander  finds  that  there  are  excess  or  shortage 
in  articles  of  property  listed  on  the  new  memorandum  receipt  he 
will  adjust  same  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  12. 

(2)  On  September  30th  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officer  will  notify  all  officers  holding  memorandum  re- 
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ceipts  of  any  changes  in  such  receipts  due  to  property  transactions 
that  have  occurred  since  the  last  settlement.  The  company  com- 
mander will  verify  this  statement  and  if  found  correct  will  so 
inform  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  In 
case  any  discrepancies  are  discovered  between  the  statement  of 
the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  and  the  records 
of  the  organization  commander  the  proper  adjustments  will  be 
promptly  made  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  126. 

e.  Issues  to  and  receipts  of  enlisted  men.  (1)  Individual 
Equipment  record,  Form  No.  33,  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O.,  will  be  used 
by  the  organization  commander  in  maintaining  an  itemized  record 
of  all  articles  of  individual  equipment  issued  to  enlisted  men. 

(2)  Individual  clothing  record,  Form  No.  32,  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O., 
will  be  used  by  the  organization  commander  in  maintaining  an 
individual  record  of  clothing  issued. 

(3)  The  soldier's  receipt  for  the  property  will  be  obtained  on 
the  place  provided  on  the  form  in  each  case  and  he  will  be  held 
pecuniarily  responsible  for  its  use,  care,  and  safekeeping. 

9.  Failure  to  Keep  Records,  Action.  Should  a  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  charged  with  Federal  property  fail 
to  maintain  proper  records  thereof  and  to  account  for  it  as  pre- 
scribed in  regulations,  a  settlement  of  his  accounts  will  be  made 
and  the  money  value  of  any  shortages  for  which  he  is  responsible 
will  be  reported  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  charge  against 
his  bond. 

10.  Responsibility  of  Company  Commanders,  a.  General.  A 
company  commander  is  responsible  for  all  Federal  property  per- 
taining to  his  command,  whether  he  receipts  for  it  or  not,  and  will 
not  transfer  his  responsibility  therefor  to  a  successor  during  short 
periods  cf  absence  unless  so  ondered  by  compentent  authority. 
Shortages  occurring  during  the  administration  of  a  previous  com- 
pany commander  are  not  the  responsibility  of  his  successor,  the 
new  company  commander  being  responsible  enly  for  the  property 
he  actually  receives  or  for  which  he  receipts. 

6.  Record  to  be  kept.  There  will  be  kept  in  each  company  full 
information  respecting  all  equipment  and  other  property  held  on 
memorandum  receipt,  showing  a  list  of  the  articles,  date  of  receipt, 
and  the  name  of  the  officer  who  signed  the  memorandum  receipt 
therefor ;  also  account  of  all  articles  turned  in,  lost,  destroyed,  or 
stolen.  Organization  commanders  will  have  a  settlement  with  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  semi-annually,  and 
when  relinquishing  commandi.    See  pars.  8  d  and  12. 

c.  Property  in,  hands  of  enlisted  men.  Company  commanders 
will  be  responsible  that  all  public  property  in  the  possession  of 
enlisted  men  of  their  organization  is  kept  in  serviceable  condition, 
and  that  unserviceable  articles  are  duly  disposed  of  and  missing 
articles  are  accounted  for. 

d.  Responsibility  not  transferred  to  enlisted  men.  The  prop- 
erty responsibility  of  a  company  commander  cannot  be  delegated 
to  enlisted  men.  It  is  his  duty  to  attend  personally  to  its  security, 
to  superintend  issues  himself  or  to  cause  them  to  be  superintended 
by  a  commissioned  officer. 

e.  Failure  to  produce  property  or  account  therefor.  If  any 
officer  who  is  responsible  for  federal  property  shall  fail  to  produce 
or  satisfactorily  account  for  same  when  called  upon  by  proper 
authority,  report  thereof  shall  be  made  to  the  adjutant  general  of 
the  state  by  the  authority  making  such  demand. 

11.  Responsibility  of  Individual  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men. 
a.  General.  Officers  are  responsible  for  the  property  issued  to 
them  on  memorandum  receipt  for  their  own  use  or  for  the  use  of 
those  under  their  control. 

6.  Settlement  on  discharge,  etc.  When  an  officer,  non-commis- 
sioned officer  or  other  individual  is  transferred  from  an  organi- 
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zation  from  which  he  holds  property  on  memorandum  receipt,  or 
is  separated  from  the  National  Guard,  and  holds  public  property 
on  memorandum  receipt,  he  will  turn  in  such  property  and  effect 
a  settlement  before  leaving.  Should  a  shortage  be  found  to  exist, 
steps  should  be  taken  to  effect  collection  of  the  value  of  the  articles 
short. 

12.  Inventories  and  Settlements,  a.  Who  to  Make.  All  re- 
sponsible officers  on  March  31  of  each  year,  all  organization  officers 
when  relinquishing  command,  and  all  supply  officers  when  relieved 
from  detail  as  such  will  make  a  physical  inventory  of  all  federal 
property  for  which  they  are  responsible,  and  will  check  same  against 
outstanding  memorandum  receipts. 

b.  Adjustment  of  discrepancies.  If,  as  a  result  of  such  inven- 
tory and  check,  discrepancies  are  found  to  exist,  the  organization 
commander  will,  in  the  case  of  averages,  furnish  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  with  a  memorandum  receipt,  Form 
74,  Q.  M.  C,  receipting  for  such  overages.  In  the  case  of  short- 
ages, immediate  steps  will  be*  taken  to  account  for  the  articles  short 
or  missing  by  the  means  of  a  survey  report,  statement  of  charges 
or  other  authorized  voucher. 

13.  Changes  in  Nomenclature.  Whenever  it  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  change  the  nomenclature  under  which  an  article  is 
carried  on  a  property  account,  or  to  account  for  property  by  in- 
dividual items  which  has  formerly  been  accounted  for  as  a  com- 
plete unit  or  set  of  parts,  or  vice  versa,  an  over,  short,  and  damaged 
report,  W.  D.  Q.  M.  C.  Form  No.  65,  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate 
as  debit  and  credit  vouchers,  listing  thereon  the  former  nomen- 
clature and  quantity  as  the  "quantitv  short"  and  the  new  nomen- 
clature and  quantity  as  the  "quantity  over".  The  items  listed  as 
"quantity  short"  will  then  be  dropped  from  the  account  and  the 
items  listed  as  "quantity  over"  will  be  taken  up  in  lieu  thereof. 
Where  the  number  of  items  involved  requires  it,  lists  may  be  pre- 
pared and  attached  to  the  Form  No.  65.  See  par.  13,  A.  R.  35- 
6560. 

II.    Property  Auditing. 

1.  Supervision  of  Property  Auditing,  a.  Corps  Area  Com- 
manders are  responsible,  within  their  respective  areas,  for  the 
proper  auditing  of  the  property  accounts  of  the  officers  accountable 
for  Federal  property  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Guard.  See 
par.  1,  A.  R.  35-6740. 

&.  The  Corps  Area  Finance  Officer,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Corps  Area  Commander,  has  general  supervision  of  the  duty  of 
auditing  and  accounting  for  Federal  property  in  the  hands  of  the 
National  Guard,  and  causes  such  property  accounts  within  his 
area  to  be  audited  as  prescribed  in  2  a  below.  See  par.  1,  A.  R. 
35-6740. 

2.  Accounts  to  be  Audited,  a.  Accounts  of  United  States  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officers.  The  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officer  is  accountable  for  all  Federal  property  issued 
to  his  state  for  the  National  Guard  thereof.  His  property  accounts 
will  be  regularly  audited  by  Federal  property  auditors  at  least 
once  each  year.  Special  audits  are  made  when  the  interests  of  the 
Federal  Government  require  such  action. 

6.  When  a  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer 
resigns,  or  is  relieved  from  duty,  the  State  Adjutant  General  will 
communicate  with  the  Corps  Area  Commander  requesting  that  an 
audit  be  made  on  or  before  the  i-esignation,  or  relief  from  duty, 
becomes  effective.  In.  the  case  of  the  death,  insanity,  or  other  dis- 
qualification, of  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer, 
the  State  Adjutant  General  will  inform  the  Corps  Area  Commander 
requesting  that  an  audit  be  made  at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 
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3.  Audit  of  the  Property  Records  of  Organization  Commanders. 
The  audit  of  the  property  records  of  organization  commanders, 
or  other  National  Guard  Officers  responsible  for  Federal  property, 
is  primarily  a  function  of  the  State,  and  when  desired  by  the 
State,  should  ordinarily  be  made  by  auditors  appointed  or  de- 
tailed by  and  under  control  of  the  State  authorities  and  without 
expense  to  the  United  States.  Instruction  in  the  keeping  of  these 
property  records  is  a  necessary  function  of  training. 

4.  Method  of  Auditing  Stock  Record  Accounts,  a.  Corps  Area 
Finance  Officers  will  maintain  separate  and  distinct  files  of  data 
pertaining  to  the  property  accounts  of  the  United  States  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officers  within  their  respective  areas.  These 
files  will  contain  shipping  tickets,  necessary  reports  covering  pur- 
chases, certificates  of  audit,  lists  of  balances,  results  of  physical 
inventory  of  selected  articles  made  at  previous  audit,  statements 
of  balances  on  transfer,  and  such  other  copies  of  forms  or  per- 
tinent data  as  are  required.  See  par.  4  a,  A.  B.  35-6740. 

When  an  audit  has  been  made  and  no  discrepancies  are  found, 
all  files  in  the  possession  of  the  finance  officer  of  the  Corps  Area 
pertaining  to  previous  audits  of  the  same  account  may  be  dis- 
posed of.  except  the  lists  of  balances  of  property  on  hand.  These 
lists  of  balances  will  be  placed  in  a  dead  file  at  the  time  when 
the  other  papers  are  disposed  of,  retained  for  two  years,  and  then 
disposed  of.  See  par.  4  6.  A.  R.  35-6740. 

6.  Before  proceeding  to  any  state  for  the  purpose  of  auditing 
the  stock  record  account  of  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officer  thereof,  the  auditor  will  withdraw  from  the  files 
of  bis  office,  and  take  with  him,  the  copies  of  all  forms  and  data, 
outlined  in  paragraph  a  above,  pertaining  to  the  account  to  be 
audited.    See  paragraph  5  a,  A.  B.  35-6740. 

c.  An,  auditor  ordered  to  a  state  for  the  purpose  of  auditing 
the  accounts  of  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer, 
will  report  in  person  or  by  letter  to  the  State  Adjutant  General, 
explain  his  duty,  and  furnish  a  copy  of  his  order.  See  par.  5  6, 
A.  R.  35-6740. 

d.  Prior  to  the  departure  of  an  auditor  for  a  State  the  Finance 
Officer  of  the  Corps  Area  will  have  prepared  lists  of  representative 
articles  pertaining  to  the  account  of  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer  to  be  audited,  or,  he  may  direct  a  com- 
plete physical  inventory  of  stocks  on  hand.  Immediately  after 
conforming  to  instructions  in  c  above  the  auditor  will  make  a 
careful  physical  inventory  in  person  of  the  articles  listed,  or,  a 
complete  inventory  if  so  directed,  and  will  compare  the  result 
with  the  balances  shown  on  the  stock  record  card,  calling  the 
attention  of  the  accountable  officer  to  any  discrepancies  found  and 
rendering  a  report  of  the  result,  in  triplicate,  to  the  Corps  Area 
Commander  who  will  forward  one  copy  to  the  State  Adjutant 
General  and  one  copy  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  These 
irregularities  will  be  noted,  together  with  other  discrepancies,  on 
the  certificate  of  audit.   See  par.  5  c,  A.  B.  35-6740. 

e.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  audit,  the  auditor  will  ascertain 
the  numbers  of  the  last  credit  and  debit  vouchers  considered  in 
the  previous  audit.  He  will  then  carefully  examine  all  debit  and 
credit  vouchers  entered  since  last  audit,  including  final  vouchers 
considered  in  present  audit  to  determine  whethere  or  not  they 
are  valid  vouchers,  after  which  he  will  compare  them  with  the 
entries  which  have  been  made  on  the  stock  record  account,  verify 
the  computations,  and  determine  the  actual  balances.  A  list  of 
these  balances  will  then  be  prepared  in  triplicate,  one  of  which 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  accountable  officer,  one  to  be  forwarded 
by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  and 
one  for  file  in  the  auditor's  records  of  the  Corps  Area  for  use 
as  a  basis  for  subsequent  audit.  See  par.  5  d  (2),  A.  B.  35-6740. 
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/.  Auditors  will  be  given  free  access  to  all  warehouses,  store- 
rooms, offices  and  records,  and  will  be  afforded  every  facility  to 
accomplish  a  thorough  audit.  They  will  refrain  from  interfering 
unnecessarily  with  the  routine  work  of  the  office  or  storehouse 
where  their  duty  is  performed.   See  par.  5  d  (5),  A.  R.  35-6740. 

5.  Certificates  of  Audit.  The  auditor  upon  completion  of  an 
audit  will  prepare  certificates  of  audit  in  quadruplicate  and  will 
forward  one  copy  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officer  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  one  copy  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  and  two  copies  to  the  Commanding 
General  of  the  Corps  Area  in  which  the  property  account  is 
located.  If  no  errors  or  discrepancies  are  shown  on  the  certificate, 
the  duplicate  copy  will  be  filed  and  the  original  forwarded  di- 
rectly to  the  Chief  of  Finance  without  letter  of  transmittal.  If 
errors  or  discrepancies  are  shown,  the  duplicate  will  be  filed  and 
the  original  transmitted,  through  the  State  Adjutant  General,  to 
the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  who  will  in- 
dorse thereon  the  action  taken,  or  to  be  taken,  to  correct  the 
discrepancies,  referring  to  each  item  covered  on  the  certificate, 
returning  the  papers  with  his  report  to  the  Corps  Area  Com- 
mander through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State.  The  Corps 
Area  Commander  will  forward  same  to  the  Chief  of  Finance, 
indicating  by  indorsement  thereon  whether  the  action  taken  is 
adequate  in  his  opinion  to  properly  correct  the  discrepancy  or 
irregularity  found  and  making  recommendation  for  any  further 
action  required  by  the  War  Department.  The  Chief  of  Finance 
will  refer  the  report,  with  any  comment  deemed  necessary,  to  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  his  information,  and  notation  thereon 
of  the  action  taken  by  him.   See  par.  6,  A.  R.  35-6740. 

6.  Accounts  not  in  Condition  for  Audit.  If,  through  failure 
to  maintain  proper  records,  or  other  cause,  it  should  be  found 
impracticable  to  audit  the  account  of  a  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer  at  the  time  of  an  auditor's  visit  for  that 
purpose,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  comply  with  the  instructions  and 
regulations  regarding  the  care  and  accounting  for  property,  the 
auditor  will  report  same  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  furnishing 
the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  whose  accounts 
are  being  audited  with  a  copy  of  the  report,  through  the  State 
Adjutant  General,  forwarding  copies  to  the  Chief  of  Finance  and 
the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau.   See  par.  6,  A.  R.  35-6740. 

7.  Failure  to  Adjust  Discrepancies,  Action  to  be  Taken.  When 
a  report  of  irregularities  or  discrepancies  in  a  property  account 
has  been  received  by  a  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officer  and  necessary  corrections  are  not  made,  within  three  months 
from  date  of  such  report,  or  no  satisfactory  statement  of  the  steps 
being  taken  to  remedy  such  discrepancies  furnished,  the  facts 
will  be  reported  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  to  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  for  suitable  action.

Section  I.  RECRUIT  INSTRUCTION  DURING  FIELD 
TRAINING  PERIOD. 

Section  II.  SMALL  ARMS  TARGET  PRACTICE  DURING 
FIELD  TRAINING  PERIOD. 

Section  III.  TRY  OUTS  FOR  NATIONAL  MATCHES  NOT 
TO  BE  HELD  DURING  FIELD  TRAINING 
PERIOD. 

I.  Recruit  instruction  during  Field  T raining  Period.  The 
following  general  instructions  are  published  as  a  guide  for  the 
conduct  of  recruit  instruction  at  field  training  camps: 

1.  All  recruits  of  less  than  two  months  service  should  be 
segregated  for  purposes  of  instruction  in  detachments  of  not 
to  exceed  50  recruits. 

2.  A  detailed  progressive  schedule  for  this  instruction 
covering  8  days  of  6  hours  each  should  be  prepared  in  each 
regiment  or  other  unit  prior  to  arrival  in  camp. 

3.  Where  practicable  a  Regular  Army  instructor  will  be 
selected  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  and  designated  to 
supervise  all  recruit  instruction  conducted  during  the  camp 
period. 

4.  The  actual  instruction  of  each  group  of  recruits  should 
be  charged  to  a  carefully  selected  National  Guard  officer 
who  will  be  assisted  by  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  non- 
commissii  ned  officers.  One  corporal  for  each  8  recruits  and  one 
sergeant  for  each  16  recruits  is  suggested  as  a  proper  number. 

5.  All  instructors,  both  commissioned  and  noncommissioned, 
who  are  selected  to  supervise  or  to  conduct  this  instruction 
should  be  notified  of  their  selection  for  this  duty  and  should 
be  furnished  with  copies  of  the  schedule  of  instruction  to- 
gether with  copies  of  Militia  Bureau  Document  912 — Re- 
cruit Instruction,  National  Guard — at  a  time  sufficiently 
in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  field  training  camp  to 
permit  of  a  thorough  study  of  these  documents  in  prepara- 
tion for  their  duties. 

6.  The  importance  of  this  instruction  and  the  necessity 
for  thoroughness  in.  its  conduct  must  be  impressed  upon 
all  concerned. 

7.  Schedules  for  this  class  of  instruction  should  provide 
for  a  test  which  each  recruit  should  be  required  to  com- 
plete satisfactorily  before  he  is  returned  to  duty  with  his 
organization.  This  test  should  include  a  practical  demon- 
stration of  the  recruit's  knowledge  of  each  of  the  subjects 
embraced  in  the  schedule.  The  efficiency  of  this  instruction 
cannot  be  measured  by  the  time  required  to  give  it.  It  can 
only  be  judged  by  the  actual  results  accomplished.  The  larger 
portion  of  the  recruits  should  be  able  to  complete  the  re- 
quired test  on  the  eighth  day  of  their  instruction  and  they 
should  be  promptly  returned  to  their  organizations.  All 
others,  however,  should  be  retained  in  the  recruit  detach- 
ments until  they  are  able  to  demonstrate  their  proficiency, 
even  though  this  require  their  retention  throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  the  field  training  period. 
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II.  Small  arms  target  practice  during  field  training  period. 
The  following  instructions  concerning  the  conduct  of  small  arms 
target  practice  during  the  field  training  period  are  published  for 
the  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

1.  Small  arms  target  practice  at  National  Guard  field 
camps  of  instruction  will  be  limited  to  the  firing  of  Course 
"D"  instruction  and  record  practice. 

2.  National  Guard  organizations  having  home  ranges 
which  complete  their  instruction  practice  prior  to  arrival 
at  camp,  will  only  be  permitted  to  fire  the  record  practice 
course. 

3.  All  small  arms  target  practice  for  National  Guard 
organizations  should  be  conducted  on  home  ranges,  where 
these  are  available,  and  organizations  should  be  encouraged 
to  complete  their  practice  before  arrival  at  camp. 

4.  Where  organizations  complete  their  instruction  and 
record  practice  prior  to  arrival  at  camp,  no  further  firing, 
other  than  combat  firing  will  be  permitted  during  the  field 
training  period. 

5.  Where  individuals  of  National  Guard  organizations  have 
not  been  able  to  complete  their  firing  on  home  ranges,  they 
should  be  organized  into  provisional  units  and  given  the 
opportunity  to  complete  their  practice. 

6.  Th/i  foregoing  instructions  are  not  intended  to  preclude 
firing  by  National  Guard  organizations  on  their  home  ranges 
of  Courses  "A",  "B",  "C"  or  "D". 

III.  Try  outs  for  National  Matches  not  to  be  held  during  field 
training  period. 

1.  In,  view  of  their  interference  with  the  regularly  scheduled 
field  training,  try  outs  for  National  Guard  teams,  preliminary 
to  participation  in  National  Matches,  will  not  be  conducted 
during  the  field  training  period.

Pending  the  publication  of  Changes  No.  1  NGR  No.  62,  dated 
June  1,  1926,  the  following  changes  in  paragraph  2.  6,  10  and  11, 
NGR  No.  62,  are  published  in  advance,  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned : 

2.    INJURY  IN  LINE  OF  DUTY. 

d.  Transfer  from  one  hospital  to  another.  Where  conditions 
will  permit  and  recovery  will  be  facilitated  thereby,  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  may  authorize  the  transfer  of  any  case  from  one 
hospital  to  another,  the  cost  of  the  transfer  to  be  paid  from  Militia 
Bureau  funds.  Application  for  such  transfer  will  be  made  to  the 
Chief.  Militia  Bureau,  by  state  authorities  cr  Corps  Area  Com- 
manders concerned,  using  the  telegraph  or  radio  in  urgent  cases. 
The  Chief,  Militia  Bureau  will  request  the  State  Adjutant  General 
or  the  Corps  Area  Commander  concerned  to  issue  the  necessary 
orders,  but  in  cases  involving  transfer  to  or  from  an  Army  hos- 
pital he  will  first  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Surgeon  General. 

6.  PAYMENT  FOR  HOSPITALIZATION,  a.  Reservation 
of  funds.  Invoices  covering  charges  for  medical  and  hospital 
care,  and  under  the  conditions  stated  in  paragraph  1  b,  subsistence 
for  officers  and  warrant  officers,  and  for  medical  and  hospital  care 
and  subsistence  for  enlisted  men.  whether  at  an  .Vrmy  cr  other  hos- 
pital, will  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  with  request 
for  reservation  of  funds. 

b.  Condition  necessary  for  approval.  Requests  for  reservation 
of  funds  for  medical  care  and  treatment,  and  for  hospitalization, 
will  be  approved  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  when  it  appears 
that  the  charges  were  authorized,  actually  necessary  and  reason- 
able. Data  must  be  submitted  with  the  request  for  reservation  of 
funds  to  show : 

(1)  Itemized  charges. 

(2)  Nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

(3)  Time  incurred. 
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(4)  Place  incurred. 

(5)  Cause,  if  known,  in  case  of  disease. 

(6)  Attentant  circumstances,  in  case  of  injury. 

(7)  Line  of  duty. 

(8)  Whether  incurred  during  a  period  of  authorized  instruc- 

tion. 

(9)  Dates  concerning  this  period. 

(10)  Dates  of  admission  to  and  discharge  from  hospital. 

(11)  Statement  by  a  medical  officer,  approved  by  the  com- 

manding officer,  that  the  nature  of  the  disease  or  in- 
jury was  such  that  with  the  means  and  equipment 
available,  the  case  could  not  be  given  proper  treatment 
at  the  camp,  manueuver,  or  school. 

(12)  When  injured  while  participating  in  an  aerial  flight  the 

following  additional  information  will  be  furnished. 

(a)  Was  he  on  duty  requiring  him  to  participate 
regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights,  by  virtue  of 
his  classification  under  applicable  tables  of  organization 
or  by  virtue  of  written  order  of  senior  Air  Service  com- 
mander in  State.  In  the  latter  event  a  copy  of  the 
order  should  be  attached. 

(b)  Was  he  ordered  to  make  the  particular  flight 
during  which  he  was  injured. 

(c)  Was  the  particular  flight  made  at  an  ordered  as- 
sembly for  drill  and  instruction,  during  field  training  or 
while  in  attendance  at  a  Service  School  or  camp  of  in- 
struction. 

10.  FOR  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD,  a.  Where  no  medical 
and  dental  officers  are  on  duty.  Where  no  medical  and  dental  of- 
ficers are  on  duty,  officers,  warrant  officers,  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard,  who,  while  participating  in  authorized  encamp- 
ments, maneuvers,  or  other  exercises  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 94  and  97,  National  Defense  Act,  or  while  in  attendance  at 
service  schools,  under  the  provisions  of  section  99,  National  De- 
fense Act,  require : 

(1)  Emergency  medical  treatment,  if  on  duty  with  a  com- 
mand or  detachment,  the  commanding  officer  may  employ  the 
necessary  civilian  service,  and  if  on  duty  where  there  is  no  officer, 
the  necessary  service  may  be  arranged  for  by  the  person  requir- 
ing it;  or 

(2)  Emergency  dental  treatment  for  the  relief  of  pain  or 
acute  septic  conditions,  when  no  dental  officer  is  on  duty  and  the 
condition  is  without  the  scope  of  any  medical  personnel  available, 
the  commanding  officer  may  employ  the  necessary  civilian  service ; 
if  on  duty  where  there  is  no  officer,  the  necessary  service  may  be 
arranged  for  by  the  person  requiring  it.  The  treatment  will  be 
limited,  except  in  case  of  injury,  to  the  first  aid  treatment  of  the 
emergency. 

11.  FOR  THE  REGULAR  ARMY  ON  DUTY  WITH  THE 
NATIONAL  GUARD,  a.  Those  entitled  to  emergency  medical 
attendance  and  dental  treatment  at  the  expense  of  Militia  Bureau 
funds.  Enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army  on  duty  with  the  Na- 
tional Guard  are  entitled  to  emergency  medical  attendance  and 
emergency  dental  treatment  at  all  times  except  when  on  pass,  fur- 
lough, or  absent  without  leave. 

b.  Procedure  where  medical  and  dental  officers  are  not  on  duty. 
Enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army  on  duty  with  the  National 
Guard,  except  when  on  pass,  furlough,  or  absent  without  leave, 
may,  when  medical  attendance  or  dental  treatment  is  required  and 
cannot  otherwise  be  had,  employ  the  necesasry  civilian  medical 
attendance,  and  obtain  the  necessary  service  for  emergency  dental 
work  for  the  relief  of  pain  and  acute  septic  conditions,  or  for 
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the  first-aid  treatment  of  a  dental  injury  due  to  direct  violence. 
In  such  case  an  immediate  report  will  be  made  to  the  Militia 
Bureau  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  patient,  or,  if  the  patient 
is  on  duty  without  troops,  by  himself.  This  report  will  contain 
the  complete  diagnosis  signed  by  the  physician  or  dentist  in  at- 
tendance. Just  acounts  for  such  attendance  will  be  paid  from 
Militia  Bureau  funds. 

c.  Definitive  treatment  for  Regular  Army  personnel.  The  emer- 
gency work  having  been  performed,  civilian  medical  and  dental 
service  fcr  the  definitive  treatment  may  not  be  employed  without 
the  approval  of  the  Militia  Bureau.  In  requesting  authority  for 
definitive  treatment  the  following  information  should  be  given : 
(1)  The  character  and  extent  of  the  disability;  (2)  its  origin  or 
causation,  anid  if  due  to  external  violence,  what  the  violence  w!as, 
when  it  occurred,  and  whether  it  was  suffered  in  the  actual  per- 
formance of  duty ;  (3)  the  professional  procedures  considered 
necessary  to  correct  it ;  (4)  what  measures  of  relief  have  been 
taken  by  the  medical  or  dental  officers,  or  if  none,  the  reasons 
therefor ;  (5)  an  estimate  of  the  probable  time  required  for  treat- 
ment or  correction  and  the  probable  cost  thereof :  (6)  a  statement 
of  the  duties  upon  which  the  patient  is  engaged  and  how  his  ab- 
sence therefrom  should  treatment  require  it,  would  affect  the  pub- 
lic interest :  (7)  the  probable  length  of  tour  of  duty  at  his 
present  station;  (8)  present  status  whether  duty  or  furlough; 
(9)  the  probability  of  his  attendance  at  one  of  the  next  summer 
training  camps,  and  the  camp  he  will  attend,  if  known;  (10)  in. 
dental  cases,  when  last  on  duty  at  a  station  where  the  services, 
of  a  dental  officer  were  available.  Upon  receipt  of  the  request 
supported  by  the  information  indicated,  it  may  be  decided  that  the- 
disability  is  not  one  that  warrants  correction  at  public  expense* 
or  to  authorize  the  employment  of  civilian  service  locally,  or  to 
recommend  the  transfer  of  the  patient  to  a  military  station  where 
definitive  treatment  is  available. 

d.  Payment  for  treatment.  Bills  for  services  rendered  an  en- 
listed men  of  the  Regular  Army  under  paragraph  11a  will  be 
certified  by  the  instructor  under  whom  he  is  assigned,  or  by  the 
enlisted  man  receiving  the  services,  if  he  is  not  assigned  under 
an  instructor,  and  requests  for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  reservation  of  funds.  Pay- 
ments will  be  made  by  United  States1  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officers.

APPOINTMENT  OF  COMMISSIONED  OFFICER,  AIR 
SQUADRON,    AS  CARETAKER. 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  approved  by  the  President 
on  May  28,  1926,  Section  90  of  the  National  Defense  Act  has 
been  amended  so  as  to  provide  "that  in  each  heavier-than-air 
squadron  one  caretaker  may  be  a  commissioned  officer  not  above 
the  grade  of  first  lieutenant — *  *  *  provided  further,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  increase  the  number  of  com- 
anissioned  officers  authorized  by  law." 

2.  Pending  the  revision  of  NCR  79  (Animals  and  Materiel 
and  Care  Thereof)  to  include  the  provisions  of  the  amendment 
quoted  above,  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  appoint  on  or  after 
May  28,  1926,  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  unit  as  cne  of  the 
caretakers  of  each  heavier-than-air  squadron  as  prescribed  by  the 
law,  and  NCR  79  may  be  considered  as  amended  to  that  extent, 
provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  increase  the 
number  of  caretakers  at  present  authorized  for  any  Air  Service 
'.unit.

REIMBURSEMENT  FOR  TRANSPORTATION  OF  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  TO  AND  FROM  EN- 
CAMPMENTS  HELD  UNDER   SEC.  94, 
NDA,  IN  CASES  WHERE  TRANS- 
PORTATION REQUESTS 
ARE  NOT  ISSUED. 

1.  The  following  is  quoted  from  a  decision  of  The  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  dated  May  19,  1926,  with  reference 
to  reimbursements  for  transportation  of  members  of  the  National 
Guard  to  and  from  encampments  under  Section  94  cf  the  National 
Defense  Act,  (15-Day  Camps),  in  cases  where  transportation  re- 
quests were  not  issued. 
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"When  an  enlisted  man  is  entitled  to  be  furnished  transpor- 
tation in  kind,  and  through  no  fault  of  his  own  he  is  not  furn- 
ished such  transportation,  he  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  the 
amount  paid  by  him  not  to  exceed  what  it  would  have  cost 
the  Government  for  same." 
2.    Funds  for  transportation  of  the  National  Guard  to  and  form 
encampments  are  reserved  in  the  Militia  Bureau  and  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  Washington.  D.  G., 
Transportation  Division.    In  cases  where  reimbursement  is  to  be 
made  under  the  provisions  of  the  decision  quoted  above,  requests 
for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  submitted  to  the  Militia  Bureau 
with  a  complete  statement  giving  reasons  why  transportation  re- 
quests were  not  furnished  or  used,  showing  affirmatively  that  the 
members  of  the  National  Guard  to  be  reimbursed  were  not  at  fault 
in  the  matter.    Reimbursement  cannot  be  made  until  proper  reser- 
vations of  funds  have  been  made  on  the  books  of  the  Militia  Bu- 
reau.   Bequests  for  reservation  of  funds  should  be  accompanied  by 
a  statement  showing  whether  or  not  sufficient  funds  are  on  hand 
for  payment  of  the  voucher,  from  funds  previously  allotted  for  the 
encampment.

Note  1 :  The  Communications  course  at  the  Infantry  School 
is  for  noncommissioned  officers,  preferably  capable  sergeants,  be- 
longing to  Infantry  Headquarters  units.  They  should  have  at 
least  the  equivalent  of  an  eight-grade  education  and  be  the  type 
Who  can  be  used  as  instructors  upon  their  return  from  the  course. 

Note  2 :  For  Field  officers  of  Harbor  Defense  and  Heavy

Regiments ;  Enlisted  men  for  Master  Gunner  and  Radio  Courses 
only. 

Note  3 :  2d  Lieutenants  only  are  eligible  for  this  course  and 
no  officer  who  has  been  disqualified  at  either  the  primary  or  ad- 
vanced courses  at  Brooks  or  Kelley  Fields  will  be  authorized  to 
attend. 

Note  4 :  Qualifications  for  Officers'  course :  Not  over  forty- 
five  years  of  age,  of  any  grade  with  a  year's  service  la  the  War 
or  a  completed  correspondence  course  and  two  weeks'  summer 
training. 

2.  An  allotment  to  States  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  is  in- 
closed. These  allotments  represent  the  number  fcr  which  it  is 
definitely  known  that  funds  are  available.  Applications  sent  in 
frc  m  States  to  fill  these  allotments  will  be  considered  as  "Princi- 
pals" and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  so  recommended  will  be 
authorized  to  attend,  if  otherwise  eligible.  It  is  desired:  that  each 
State,  having  an  allotment  of  one  or  more  of  these  "Principals" 
send  in  the  applications  of  an  equal  number  of  "Alternates" 
and  the  States  which  have  not  been  given  "Principals"  likewise 
send  in  applications  for  one  or  more  "Alternates".  When,  the 
alktment  of  "Principals"  to  a  State  has  not  been  filled  one 
month  before  the  beginning  of  the  course,  the  Militia  Bureau 
will  fill  it  from  "Alternates"  already  received.  In  other  words, 
unless  applications  of  "Principals"  be  received  by  the  Militia 
Bureau  one  month  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course  any  such 
applications  received  later  will  be  considered  as  other  "Alter- 
nates". When  a  "Principal"  has  been  authorized  to  attend  the 
course  and  his  name  is  afterwards  withdrawn,  he  will  be  re- 
placed by  an  "Alternate"  from  the  same  State,  if  there  is  on  file 
an  application  of  an  eligible  applicant ;  otherwise,  special  se- 
lection will  be  made  from  the  list  of  "Alternates"  on  file.  Al- 
lotments to  States  will  not  be  changed  without  authority  of  the 
Militia  Bureau. 

3.  State  authorities  are  requested  to  take  such  precautions  as 
will  insure  that  those  selected  for  these  courses  are  representa- 
tive and  will  reflect  credit  on  the  service,  and  to  limit  their 
recommendations   to — ■ 

a.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  have  the  necessary  mental 
and  physical  qualifications  to  pursue  the  course  with  profit. 

6.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  intend  to  continue  in  the 
service.

Applications  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  and  the  Corps  Area 
Commander,  and  should  reach  the  Militia  Bureau,  where  pos- 
sible, two  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course.

o".  The  following  information  should  be  furnished  all  the  ap- 
plicants : 

All  travel  by  enlisted  men  will  be  performed  on  trans- 
portation requests  furnished  by  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  State  for  the  travel  to  the 
school,  and  by  the  Quartermaster  at  the  school  for  the 
travel  to  the  soldier's  home.  Enlisted  men  will  be  fur- 
nished rations  at  the  rate  cf  $2.25  per  day.  All  travel 
by  officers  is  in  a  mileage  status ;  they  may  secure  trans- 
portation requests  from  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officer  of  the  State,  or  from  the  Quartermaster  at 
the  schooL 

b.  No  accommodations  are  available  for  families  of  of- 
cers. 

c.  Transportation  for  dependents  and  household  goods  is 
not  authorized. 

d.  Officers  are  entitled  to  pay  and  allowances  of  their 
rank,  including  base  pay,  longevity  pay  and  subsistence  al- 
lowance, also  to  rental  allowance  where  course  dees  not  ex- 
ceed four  months ;  or  when  the  course  does  exceed  four 
months,  if  the  officer  has  dependents  and  no  accommoda- 
tions are  available  for  them.  Enlisted  men  are  entitled  to 
pay  of  their  rank,  and  subsistance. 

e.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  should  plan  their  departure 
so  as  to  arrive  at  the  school  on  the  date  specified  for  re- 
porting. 

/.  Clothing  allowances  for  enlisted  men  are  set  forth  in 
Circular  No.  ll-A-5,  Militia  Bureau,  1926. 

7.  Where  a  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  from  the 
same  State  are  recommended  for  the  same  course.     State  au- 
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thorities  and  Corps  Area  Commanders  are  requested  to  indicate 
relative  merit  of  the  applicants. 

8.  a.  Officers.  The  State  orders  assigning  officers  to  duty 
at  the  Service  Schools  will  specify : 

(1)  Name,  rank,  organization  and  home. 

(2)  Militia  Bureau  authority  for  the  assignment. 

(3)  School  to  which  assigned,  course  to  be  pursued  and 

duration  of  course. 

(4)  Date  on  which  he  will  leave  his  home. 

(5)  Date  on  which  he  will  report  for  duty. 

(6)  That  upon  completion  of  the  course,  unless  sooner  re- 

lieved by  the  Commandant,  he  will  return  to  his 
home. 

(7)  "Travel  necessary  in   the  military  service",   with  in- 

structions relative  to  issuance  of  transportation  re- 
quests. 

(8)  Finance  officer  who  will  make  payments. 

(9)  Procurement  authority  for  transportation,  mileage,  base

INOCULATIONS  FOR  SMALL-POX  AND  TYPHOID. 

1.  Paragraph  339,  National  Guard  Regulations.  1922,  states 
that  "All  applicants  for  enlistment  or  reenlistment  will  be  examined 
by  the  surgeon  to  ascertain  whether  vaccination  against  small- 
pox and  typhoid  is  required.  In  all  cases  where  there  is  not 
positive  evidence  of  successful  inoculations  the  operation  for  both 
purposes  will  be  performed  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the 
enlistment.  Vaccine  for  both  will  be  supplied  by  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army."  The  armory  inspection  report  for  1925 
shows  that  but  approximately  40%  of  the  enlisted  and  50%  of  the 
commissioned  personnel  of  the  National  Guard  have  been  pro- 
tected against  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers. 

2.  Following  our  experience  in  the  Spanish-American  War 
when  nearly  all  of  our  many  casualties  were  due  to  typhoid  fever, 
no  protective  innoculation  being  known,  and  the  British  experience 
a  few  years  later  in  South  Africa  when  protective  iuuoculation 
was  used  for  the  first  time  on  a  large  scale,  and  with  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  deaths  from  this  disease,  which  has  always  been 
known  to  be  peculiary  potent  and  virulent  in  armies  in  the  field, 
we  gradually  adopted  protective  inoculation.  In  19.10  it  was  first 
offered  to  volunteers,  and  a  few  years  later  became  compulsory  in 
the  Regular  Army,  where  now  officers  and  enlisted  men  are  in- 
oculated every  three  years  against  both  typhoid  and  paratyphoid 
fevers  until  they  have  had  three  complete  courses  of  three  doses 
each  or  have  reached  the  age  of  forty-five  years  when  inocula- 
tions are  discontinued.  Our  record  for  typhoid  in  the  World  War 
is  so  wonderful  that  we  will  never  cease  to  point  to  it  with  pride 
as  one  of  the  wonders  of  modern  military  medicine  which  spends 
a  major  effort  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 

Our  country  has  become  so  densely  inhabited  that  with  the 
up-to-date  means  of  transportation  there  are  few  regions  where 
the  streams  and  surface  waters  are  not  polluted  and  an  ever- 
present  source  of  danger  from  typhoid  and  the  closely  related 
paratyphoid  fever.  The  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  develop- 
ing at  our  National  Guard  summer  encampment  shows  this 
danger  and  also  that  the  simple  and  successful  means  of  com- 
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batting  it  which  we  have  and  which  is  prescribed  by  our  regula- 
tions is  not  being  taken  advantage  of. 

3.  With  the  years  of  experience  with  small-pox  vaccination 
and  the  history  of  the  practical  extermination  of  small-pox  from 
among  civilized  nations,  what  was  at  one  time  the  most  dreaded 
of  all  diseases  has  almost  become  a  mere  remembrance.  There 
is  however  a  tendency  to  forget  what  is  not  before  our  eyes  and 
an  occasional  warning  is  necessary  lest  we  forget  altogether.  This 
warning  in  the  case  of  small-pox  has  been  given,  as  there  has 
been  a  recrudescence  of  the  disease  throughout  the  United  States 
during  the  past  few  years,  with  quite  severe  epidemics  in  two 
of  our  most  popular  winter  resort  States,  during  the  past  winter. 
These  epidemics  are  entirely  unnecessary  and  preventable  and  are 
a  sad  reflection  on  the  complacency,  carelessness  and  credulous- 
ness  of  our  people,  and  would  not  occur  if  vaccination  were 
carried  out  in  a  careful  manner. 

Contrary  to  the  opinion  held  by  many  people,  one  vaccination 
does  not  usually,  although  it  may,  protect  one  for  life.  Protection 
usually  last  from  three  to  seven  years  and  the  only  way  to  find 
out  whether  protected  is  by  being  vaccinated.  After  vaccination 
is  properly  performed  three  times  without  a  "take"  one  is  con- 
sidered immune.  How  long  this  immunity  will  last  is  unknown  and 
therefore  it  is  necessary  to  repeat  this  procedure  at  intervals  to  be 
sure  protection  is  always  present.  If  vaccination  does  not  "take", 
the  slight  inconvenience  from  its  administration  is  not  worthy  of 
consideration,  and  if  it  does  "take"  it  confers  an  immunity  which 
is  of  prime  importance  to  the  military  service. 

4.  The  National  Guard  must  be  ready  to  take  the  field  at  any 
time  in  State  or  Federal  service,  and  without  the  protection  con- 
ferred by  these  vaccinations  and  inocculations  would  undoubtedly 
suffer  severely  from  these  diseases,  and  many  troops  would  be 
rendered  useless  without  this  all-important  preparation  for  field 
service. 

5.  The  Militia  Bureau  is  extremely  desirous  that  the  National 
Guard  should  go  through  the  training  season  of  1926  without  a 
case  of  small-pox,  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  and  asks  the  ac- 
tive! cooperation  of  every  officer,  line  as  well  as  medical,  in  the 
protection  of  the  entire  personnel  against  these  preventable  diseases. 
The  difficulties  encountered  in  the  administration  of  prophylaxis 
are  fully  appreciated  but  it  is  believed  that  the  advantages  derived 
from  immunity  so  far  outweigh  them  that  whole-hearted  sup- 
port is  depended  upon. 

6.  Since  there  is  at  times,  though  not  constantly,  a  reaction 
following  the  administration  of  the  typhoid-paratyphoid  prophy- 
laxis, it  is  suggested  that  it  be  given  on  the  three  Saturday 
afternoons  following  enlistment,  when  most  of  the  effect  will  dis- 
appear by  Sunday  morning  and  all  by  Monday,  and  the  patient  will 
not  lose  any  time  from  his  occupation.  It  is  further  suggested 
that  care  be  exercised  in  vaccination  against  small-pox  that  the 
resulting  pustule  and  scar  may  not  be  excessively  large,  thereby 
causing  more  or  less  inconvenience  and  disability.  Considerable 
may  be  done  along  this  line  by  care  in  the  primary  operation  and 
by  instructions  given  the  patient  as  to  avoidance  of  shields,  care 
of  the  pustule,  etc.  For  those  members  of  the  Guard  who  are 
already  commissioned  or  enlisted  and  are  unprotected,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  vaccination  be  done  and  the  first  dose  of  the  prophy- 
laxis be  given  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  Saturday  preceding  the  en- 
campment, the  other  doses  of  prophylaxis  following  at  weekly 
intervals,  so  that  immunity  may  be  fully  established  before  going 
into  camp.

EXAMINATION  OP  APPLICANTS  FOR  FEDERAL  RECOG- 
NITION AS  GENERAL  OFFICERS  OF  THE 
NATIONAL  GUARD. 

I.  Circular  No.  37-B,  Militia  Bureau,  dated  November  10,  1924 
is  hereby  rescinded. 

II.  The  following  policy  was  approved  bv  the  Secretary  of  War 
on  May  28,  1926 : 

a.  Hereafter  cases  of  federal  recognition  of  National  Guard 
general  officers  will  be  handled,  by  the  Chief  of  the  Militia 
Bureau  in  the  same  manner  as  he  handles  the  cases  of  federal 
recognition  incident  to  the  promotion  of  National  Guard  of- 
ficers below  the  grade  of  general  officer  except  that  cases 
of  federal  recognition  of  National  Guard  general  officers  will 
be  submitted  by  the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  for  his  final  action. 

b.  The  scope  of  the  professional  examination  will  be  as 
set  forth  in  G-3/10449-10459  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  October  15,  1924.  Examinations  will  be  prepared  and 
marked  by  the  boaiid  of  officers  hereinafter  provided  for.  In 
the  preparation  of  such  problems  as  are  deemed  necessary  by 
the  board,  the  ccrps  area  commander  will  furnish  such  assist- 
ance as  is  necessary. 

c.  A  board  of  officers  as  provided  for  in  Section  75,  Na- 
tional Defense  Act,  will  conduct  the  necessary  examinations 
to  determine  the  professional  and  other  qualifications  cf  the 
applicant.  This  board  will  consist  of  officers  not  below  the 
grade  of  general  officer,  and  will  submit  its  report  concerning 
the  qualifications  of  the  applicant  to  the  corps  area  com- 
mander who  will  forward  same  with  his  recommendations  to 
the  Chief  of  Militia  Bureau. 

d.  The  board  provided  for  in  the  preceding  paragraph  may 
in  its  discretion  waive  both  the  written  examination  and 
practical  test  as  follows : 

(1)  For  colonel  or  lieutenant  colonels  of  the  line  of  the 
Regular  Army. 

(2)  For  a  period  of  3  years  from  date  of  separation  from 
the  service  for  former  general  officers  of  the  National  Guard. 

(3)  For  candidates  for  Federal  recognition  in  the  grade  of 
general  officers  who  have  had  three  years  service  as  a  Colonel, 
National  Guard,  with  a  combat  unit  thereof,  immediately  pre- 
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ceding  the  examination,  and  who  in  addition  at  date  of  ex- 
amination, have  had  ten  or  more  years  commissioned  service 
in  the  National  Guard. 

(4)  For  a  period  of  5  years  from  date  of  graduation  in 
case  officers  who  have  graduated  from  the  full  course  at  the 
command  and  general  Staff  school  or  from  the  corresponding 
schools  formerly  otherwise  designated. 

e.    No  eligible  list  for  federal  recognition  in  the  grade  of 
general  officer,  National  Guard,  will  be  established. 
S  /.    Federally  recognized  general  officers  of  the  line  of  the 

National  Guard  will  be  given  commissions  in  the  Officers' 
Reserve  Ccrps  whenever  they  apply  for  same  without  further 
examination  and  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate,  such 
commissions  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  to  terminate  with 
<  their  federal  recognition  as  provided  for  in  Section  38,  Na- 

tional Defense  Act. 

III.  The  scope  cf  the  professional  examination  referred  to  in 
Paragraph  II  b  above  as  having  been  set  forth  in  G-3/10449-10459 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  October  15,  1924,  is  as  follows  : 

A.  The  examination  to  determine  the  professional  quali- 
fication of  applicants  for  recognition  as  general  officers  of  the 
line  of  the  National  Guard,  will  consist  of :  1-a  written  ex- 
amination :  2-a  practical  test. 

1.    Written  examination. 

a.  Subjects.  The  written  examination  will  embrace  the 
following  subjects  : 

Organization 

Administration  and  Supply 

Evacuation 

Tactical  Principles 

b.  Scox>e. 

(1)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  garde  of  Brig- 
adier General.  The  examination  shall  be  prepared  so  as  to 
demonstrate : 

(a)  Familarity  with  the  organization  of  the  brigade  headquart- 
ers, of  its  subordinate  units,  and  with  the  means  and  meth- 
ods of  communication  within  the  brigade  and  to  higher 
units. 

(6)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  of  administration,  replace- 
ment and  supply  of  the  subordinate  units  of  the  brigade, 
and  with  the  duties  and  functions  of  brigade  headquarters 
in  the  chain  of  administration  and  supply  within  the  divi- 
sion. 

(c)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  and  operation  of  evacua- 
tion, to  include  the  operation  of  collecting  stations. 

(d)  Familiarity  with  the  principles  of  the  evaluation  and  dis- 
semination of  military  intelligence  ;  and  with  the  technique 
and  tactics  of  combined  arms  as  applied  to  the  reinforced 
brigade  acting  alone,  or  the  brigade  in  its  relation  to  the 
division. 

(2)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  Major 
General.  The  requirement  of  this  examination  will  parallel 
that  prescribed  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  brigadier  gen- 
eral, extended  and  amplified  as  may  be  necessary  to  include  the 
division,  and  its  relation  to  the  Corps. 

(3)  Map  proble7ns.  The  written  examination  will  consist 
of  two  map  problems  in  the  solution  of  which  the  applicant 
will  be  required  to  demonstrate  his  professional  knowledge. 
These  two  map  problems  will  pertain  to  the  combat  applica- 
tion of  tactical  divisions. 

(a)  The  first  of  these  map  problems  will  be  a  tactical  prob- 
lem requiring — 
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(x)    A  tactical  decision  by  the  commander,  and 

(y)  The  troop  leading  of  organizations  appropriate  to  the 
graide  to  which  the  applicant  seeks  appointment. 

(b)  The  second,  a  problem  in  combat  communications,  com- 
bat supply,  evacuation  and  administration. 

(4)  Description.  The  written  examination  will  be  practi- 
tal  in  character.  While  demonstrating  fully  the  applicant's 
general  and  specific  knowledge  of  the  subject,  the  require- 
ments should  be  simple  and  the  amount  of  writing  should  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

2.  Practical  test.  a.  Where  conducted.  The  practical 
test  shall  be  conducted  at  places  where!  the  necessary  troops 
are  available  or  can  be  concentrated  conveniently  in  sufficient 
numbers. 

(1)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  brigadier 
general.  Competent  brigade  staff  and  regimental  head- 
quarters shall  be  provided  for  the  command. 

(2)  For  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade  of  major  gen- 
eral. Competent  key  members  of  a  division  staff  with  at 
least  one  infantry  brigade,  the  headquarters  of  another  in- 
fantry brigade,  and  a  field  artillery  brigade,  and  the  head- 
quarters of  idivisional  special  troops  shall  be  provided. 

b.  Scope. 

(1)  For  examinatio)i.  of  applicants  for  appoint  to  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general.  The  applicant  will  demonstrate  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board  by  actual  command  of  trcops  or 
by  tactical  walks  or  riides  his  ability — 

(a)    To  command  the  brigade  in  the  field  and  in  combat. 
(6)    To  direct  the  collection  and  dissemination  of  military  in- 
teligence  for  the  brigade. 

(c)  To  organize  and  direct  the  communication  system  of  the 
organization. 

(d)  To  plan  and  order  the  operations  of  the  brigade. 

(e)  To  conduct  in  the  field,  under  assumed  war  conditions,  the 
combat  operations  of  the  brigade. 

(2)  For  examination  of  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  grade 
of  major  general.  The  foregoing  requirements  will  be  ex- 
tended and  amplified  to  include  the  command  and  opera- 
tions of  the  division. 

c.  How  conducted.  The  test  will  be  conducted  either  by 
terrain  exercises,  by  tactical  walks  and  rides,  by  actual  com- 
mand of  the  requisite  trcops,  or  by  a  combination  of  these 
methods  depending  cn  available  facilities.  The  applicant  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  his  familiarity  with 
routine  administration  of  the  command.  The  tests  shall  in- 
clude conduct  of  a  march,  going  into  bivouac,  organizing  and 
operating  the  eommunicaticn  net  and  evacuation  system  in  a 
combat  situation,  and  commanding  the  organization  in  a  com- 
bat. 

d.  Description.  All  practical  tests  will  be  oral  except  for 
the  preparation  of  such  messages,  orders,  training  programs, 
reports  and  requisitions  as  are  customarily  prepared  by  the 
commander  of  an  organization  in  the  performance  of  his  nor- 
mal duties. 

IV.  In  a  decision  cf  the  Secretary  of  War  dated  June  11,  1926, 
it  was  stated  that  the  policy  quoted  in  Paragraph  II  hereof  ap- 
plied to  all  National  Guard  General  Officers  except  State  Adjut- 
ants General  who  were  candidates  for  federal  recognition  as  brig- 
adier Generals,  Adjutant  Generals  Department,  State  Staff. 

V.  Except  as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing,  and  pending  the  pub- 
lication of  N.  G.  R.  20,  the  examination  cf  an  applicant  for  recog- 
nition as  a  General  Officer.  National  Guard,  will  be  conducted  in 
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accordance  with  the  provisions  of  National  Guard  Regulations, 
1922.

Subject :  Caliber  .30  Blank  Cartridges. 

1.  For  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  there  is 
quoted  below  extract  from  Circular  No.  50,  War  Department, 
dated  December  16th,  1925,  pertinent  to  the  use  of  Caliber  .30 
Blank  Cartridges. 

'"Two  types  of  Cal.  .30  blank  cartridges  have  been  manu- 
factured and  are  being  issued.  One  type  contains  the  felt 
wad  which  seals  the  end  of  the  cartridge  case  and  the  other 
contains  a  paper  cup  for  this  purpose.  Cal.  .30  blank  ammuni- 
tion containing  the  felt  ivad  wnU  under  no  circumstances  be 
used  in  machine  guns  or  automatic  rifles.  Several  serious 
accidents  have  occurred  by  the  use  of  this  ammunition  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  felt  accumulates  in  the  blank  firing  attach- 
ment thereby  clogging  the  gas  escape  holes  and  causing  ex- 
cessive pressure  on  firing. 

Ammunition  containing  the  felt  wad  is  distinguished  from 
that  containing  the  paper  cup  by  the  depth  of  the  seating 
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of  the  material  closing  the  mouth  of  the  ease.  The  depth  of 
seating  of  the  felt  wad  is  approximately  one-sixteenth  inch 
(1/16")  and  the  surface  of  the  wad  is  almost  flat,  while  the 
paper  cup  is  approximately  one-fourth  inch  (1/4")  below 
the  mouth  of  the  cartridge  case  and  the  cup-like  shape  is 
plainly  visible.  Upon  opening  the  package  of  blank  ammuni- 
tion the  contents  will  be  examined  and  the  boxes  which  are 
found  to  contain  ammunition  with  felt  wads  will  be  marked 
"For  use  in  the  service  rifle  only".  In  case  of  doubt  as  to 
*  whether  or  not  the  ammunition  contains  a  felt  wad  or  paper 

cup,  the  wad  or  paper  cup  can  be  easily  removed  for  examina- 
tion." 

"As  a  precautionary  measure  only  blank  ammunition  con- 
taining paper  cups  packed  in  the  original  package  or  carton 
«  will  be  used  for  machine  guns  and  automatic  rifles.  Blank 

ammunition  once  removed  from  the  original  package  or  carton 
will  be  re-issued  for  use  in  service  rifles  only." 

Care  should  be  exercised  in  the  use  of  Cal.  .30  Cartridges.  In 
order  that  the  provisions  of  this  Circular  may  be  strictly  com- 
plied with.  Sufficient  Cal.  .30  blank  ammunition  has  been  ordered 
shipped  to  the  encampment  sites  for  use  during  field  training, 
and  will  be  issued  by  respective  officers  at  such  Reservations.

To :  All  Unit  Commanders,  Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

1.  With  a  view  of  obtaining  a  uniform  system  of  handling 
Statements  of  Charges  Against  Enlisted  Men,  A.  G.  0.  Form  602 
(New  No.  36),  the  following  information  is  published  to  those 
concerned: 

a'.  Statement  of  Charge  should  be  prepared  where  the 
enlisted  man  in  question  admits  the  loss  and  is  willing  that 
the  value  of  his  shortage  should  be  collected  from  payroll, 
without  the  formality  of  a  Report  of  Survey. 

b.  A  waiver  of  survey  should  be  attached  to  each  copy  of 
the  Statement  of  Charge  such  waiver  consisting  of  a  certifi- 
cate to  the  affect  that  he  admits  the  loss  and  is  willing 
that  the  value  thereof  be  collected  from  payroll  to  which 
the  Statement  is  attached.  This  certificate  should  be  signed 
by  the  soldier  and  may  be  placed  on  any  kind  of  paper 
convenient  for  attachment  to  the  Statement  of  Charge. 

c.  Seven  copies  of  Statement  of  Charge  with  waiver  of 
survey  attached  should  be  prepared  at  time  the  payroll  is 
prepared.  The  disposition  of  the  copies  should  be  made  as 
follows : 

3  Copies  to  be  attached  to  payroll  and  made  a  part  therof. 
(This  will  provide  for  an  organization  file  copy  as  only 
two  copies  of  payroll  go  forward  to  Finance  Officer.) 

2  Extra  copies  to  go  to  Finance  Officer  with  payroll. 

2  Copies  to  be  immediately  mailed  to  the  USP&DO. 

2.  In  explanation  of  lc  above,  it  is  advised  that  the  two 
extra  copies  going  forward  to  the  Finance  Officer  will  be  returned 
direct  to  this  office  by  the  Finance  Officer  with  proper  notation 
thereon  as  to  the  collection.  This  notation  authorizes  the  Unit 
Commander  and  his  office  to  drop  the  property  enumerated  thereon 
from  the  property  accounts.  The  two  copies  which  are  attached 
to  the  payroll  are  necessary  for  the  Finance  Officer's  Voucher 
and  will  permanently  remain  with  him  for  his  files.  The  two 
copies  mailed  originally  to  this  office  will  be  kept  on  file  by  the 
USP&DO  as  a  tentative  credit  to  the  unit  commander's  account, 
against  which  credit  a  requisition  may  be  honored.  These  copies 
also  serve  from  time  to  time  as  a  means  of  satisfactorily  auditing 
the  account  of  an  organization. 

3.  Compliance  with  this  letter  will  not  only  act  as  an  aid  in 
establishing  closer  cooperation  with  the  organization  by  this  office, 
but  will  also  serve  /to  establish  a  credit  in  this  office  by  the 
organization  against  which  requisitions  will  be  considered.  Requi- 
sitions submitted  to  this  office  for  property  enumerated  on  a 
Statement  of  Charge  should  be  noted  under  Basis  for  Requisition 
"Statement  of  Charge  Pending  Collection."

1.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  War  Department  that 
in  a  few  cases,  National  Guard  Commanders  have  objected  to 
Regular  Army  instructors  or  sergeant  instructors  making  a  phy- 
sical cheek  of  the  number  of  men  attending  an  Armory  drill. 
This  duty  is  one  prescribed  by  National  Guard  Regulations, 
whenever  a  regular  instructor  is  present  at  a  National  Guard 
drill :  the  requirement  is  mandatory,  and  cannot  be  waived  by 
the  instructor.  It  is  also  the  only  method  by  which  he  can  make 
the  certificate  on  the  pay  roll. 

2.  It  is  not  believed  that  National  Guard  Officers  would  take 
exception  to  this  check  if  they  understood  clearly  the  reasons 
therefor,  and  it  is  requested  that  the  State  authorities  in  your 
Corps  Area  be  advised  that  instructors  have  no  option  in  the 
matter. 

3.  It  is  also  suggested  that  when  practical  instructors  should 
inform  the  National  Guard  commanders  of  the  result  of  their  check 
before  the  completion  of  the  drill  in  order  that  a  recheck  may  be 
made  in  case  they  are  not  in  agreement  as  to  the  actual  number 
present,  thus  avoiding  possible  misunderstanding  at  the  time  pay- 
rolls are  submitted.

Pending  publications  -of  National  Guard  Regulations  No.  74 
covering  contract  procedure,  now  being  prepared,  the  following 
*  instructions   are  issued   as   supplementary  to   "Instructions  for 

Contracting  Officers  Disbursing  National  Guard  Funds,"  MB-160 
General-1,  dated  December  8,  1925,  for  the  information  and  gui- 
dance of  all  concerned. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIR  CONTRACT  PROCEDURE. 

1.  Nature  of  Contract. — Projects  for  construction  or  repairs 
involving  more  than  $500.00  will  be  carried  out  by  formal  con- 
tract, the  contractor  to  furnish  bond,  in  amount  not  less  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  contract,  for  faithful  performance 
of  the  work  and  tor  prompt  payment  of  all  persons  who  supply 
him  with  labor  or  materials  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 
The  procedure  of  "purchase  and  hire",  i.  e..  procuring  of  build- 
ing materials  by  contract  or  otherwise  and  hiring  of  labor  separ- 
ately to  perform  the  work  should  not  be  resorted  to  without  prior 
approval  of  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau,  in  any  case  where  the 
cost  of  the  project  will  exceed  .$500.00. 

2.  Action  When  Lowest  Bid  Exceeds  the  Amount  Reserved. — 
If  upon  the  receipt  of  bids  for  any  project,  the  amount  of  the 
lowest  bid  exceeds  the  sum  reserved  for  the  purpose,  the  Ad- 
justant  General  should : 

a.  Ascertain  from  the  Militia  Bureau  whether  additional 
funds  cover  the  excess  of  the  lowest  bid  over  the  amonnt 
reserved  are  available,  or, 

b.  Recommend  to  the  Chief  Militia  Bureau,  changes  in 
the  plans  eliminating  a  sufficient  number  of  items  to 
bring  the  cost  within  the  amount  reserved.  (This  may 
only  be  done  where  unit  prices  have  been  called  for  in 
bids)  or, 

c.  Request  authority  to  proceed  by  purchase  and  hire.  This 
may  be  authorized  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau  only  on 
the  principal  that  the  lowest  bid  is  above  the  market  price 
or  otherwise  unreasonable  and  that  the  adoption  of  such 
means  will  result  in  a  benefit  to  the  government.    As  a 

«  basis_  for  such  reauest,  there!  should  be  an  affirmative 

showing  that  the  State  will  carry  out  the  project  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  approved  plans  and  specifications  at  a 
cost  to  the  Government  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the 
Federal  funds  reserved  for  the  purpose,  and  at  less  cost 
than  the  amount  of  the  lowest  bid  received  in  response  to 
adequate  advertisement.  Such  a  showing  should  include 
bids  for  the  materials  needed  and  a  statement  as  to  the 
probable  cost  of  labor.  In  the  event  that  such  method  is 
approved  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  building  mater- 
ials of  any  one  class  or  classes  usually  purchased  to- 
gether costing  more  than  $500.00  will  be  purchased  by 
formal  contract  or  contracts  which  will  be  executed  and 
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disposed  of  in  the  manner  set  forth  herein  for  approval 
and  distribution  of  supply  contracts.  In  addition  pay- 
rolls should  be  prepared  covering  all  disbursements  for 
labor1.  The  original  reservation  (authorization),  and 
authority  to  do  the  work  by  purchase  and  hire  together 
with  bids  and  other  data  showing  the  resulting  advan- 
tages by  the  adoption  on  this  method,  should  be  attached 
to  the  first  voucher  covering  payments  under  the  reserva- 
tion, and  all  subsequent  vouchers  should  show  the  num- 
ber of  the  voucher  with  which  these  papers  were  filed. 

APPROVAL  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  CONTRACTS 

5.  Contracts  for  Construction  and  Repair. — The  United  States 
Property  &  Disbursing  Officers  will  execute  all  contracts  for  con- 
struction or  repair  to  buildings  or  works  which  they  are  directed 
or  authorized  to  make  subject  to  formal  approval  of  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau.  Three  numbers  of  the  contract  (original,  dupli- 
cate and  triplicate)  and  three  true  copies  thereof  will  be  prepared. 

a.  Distribution  of  the  three  numbers. — The  three  numbers 
will  be  marked  respectively,  "General  Accoimting  Office, 
Military  Division",  "Chief,  Militia  Bureau"  and  "Con- 
tractors". These  three  numbers  so  marked  will  be  for- 
warded direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau  for_  approval. 
The  contract  will  receive  administrative  examination  in 
the  Militia  Bureau.  If  the  contract  is  found  to  be  com- 
plete and  properly  executed  the  number  for  the  General 
Accounting  Officer  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Military  Di- 
vision of  that  office  and  the  number  for  the  Militia  Bu- 
reau retained  and  filed  therein ;  and  the  contractor's 
number  will  be  returned  to  the  United  States  Property 
&  Disbursing  Officer  and  by  him  delivered  to  the  con- 
tractor. If  the  contract  form  is  not  complete  or  has  not 
been  properly  executed  all  three  numbers  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  Property  &  Disbursing 
Officer  with  appropriate  instructions  for  completing 
same. 

b.  Distribution  of  the  three  true  copies. — The  three  true 
copies  of  each  contract  will  be  certified  "true  Copies"  by 
the  United  States  Property  &  Disbursing  Officer  and 
disposed  of  by  Mm  as  follows : 

(1)  One  copy  of  the  contract  will  be  transmitted  directly 
to  the  Returns  Office  of  the  Department  of  Interior, 
Washington.  D.  C,  by  the  United  States  Property  & 
Disbursing  Officer  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  con- 
vract  has  been  7nade  and  approved  and  within  90  days 
after  approval,  together  with  one  original  of  all  bids, 
offers,  and  proposals  made  by  persons  to  obtain  the 
contract,  and  by  copy  of  the  advertisement ;  all  of 
which  will  be  fastened  together  with  a  ribbon  and 
seal  and  numbered  in  regular  order,  with  the  affi- 
davit of  the  contracting  officer  that  the  copy  of  the 
contract  is  an  exact  copy  and  that  the  contract  was 
made  without  any  'benefit  or  advantage  to  himself. 

(2)  One  copy  of  the  contract  will  be  retained  by  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer. 

(3)  In  cases  where  the  contractor  is  designated  as  an  agent 
of  the  United  States,  or  where  a  contract  is  so 
worded  as  to  provide  that  the  Government,  may,  at 
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any  time  and  all  times  direct  or  control  the  work  in 
all  its  details  and  stages,  not  merely  as  to  what  shall 
be  done,  but  aUso  as  to  how  it  shall  be  done,  a  copy 
of  the  contract  should  be  sent  immediately  upon  exe- 
cution to  the  United  States  Employees'  Compensation 
Commission,  Washington,  D.  C. 

4.  Contracts  for  Supplies  and  Services.  The  procedure  out- 
lined above  for  contracts  for  construction  applies  equally  to  con- 
tracts for  supplies  and  services  with  the  following  exceptions : 

a.  When  no  bond  has  been  required.  Contracts  for  sup- 
plies and  services  in  connection  with  which  the  contract- 
ing officer  has  not  required  bond  to  be  furnished  _ should 
be  prepared  for  approval  and  administrative  review  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State.  After  such  approval  the 
number  of  the  contract  for  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Militia  Bureau  and  other 
numbers  forwarded  direct  to  the  offices  or  persons  con- 
cerned by  the  United  States  Property  &  Disbursing  Of- 
ficer. 

b.  When  bond  has  been  required.  In  case  the  contracting 
officer,  in  his  discretion,  has  required  the  contractor  to 
furnish  bond,  the  contract  should  still  be  prepared  for 
approval  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  but  all  three 
numbers,  viz.,  copy  for  the  Accounting  Office,  the  Militia 
Bureau  and  the  contractor  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
Militia  Bureau  for  administrative  review. 


4.  The  following  letter  of  the  Militia  Bureau  as  to  objection- 
able advertisement  is  published  for  guidance  of  unit  commanders:

1.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Militia  Bureau  that 
certain  commercial  firms  who  are  dealers  in  Army  and  Navy  goods 
have  issued  price  lists  of  unserviceable  articles  which  _  contain 
advertising  matter  of  an  objectionable  character  in  that  it  is  ad- 
dressed particularly  to  responsible  and  accountable  officers  and 
suggests  the  idea  that  shortages  may  be  made  up  by  purchase 
from  them  of  unserviceable  articles  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

2.  The  information  indicates  that  these  firms  have  been  send- 
ing out  these  circulars  particularly  to  National  Guard  officers. 
State  Adjutants  General  are  requested  to  advise  all  concerned 
that  instances  of  advertising  of  this  character  coming  to  their 
attention  should  be  reported  to  the  Militia  Bureau  through  chan- 
nels  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  price  list  or  other  objection- 
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able  advertising  matter,  in  order  that  necessary  steps  may  be 
taken  toward  the  discontinuance  of  the  practice.

(1)  The  date  of  Federal  recognition  of  the  organization 
concerned  (if  the  difference  in  time  between  the  date 
of  Federal  recognition  and  date  of  approval  of  re- 
quisition indicates  an  apparent  undue  lapse  of  time, 
the  reasons  for  such  delay  to  be  stated), 

(2)  A  statement  to  the  effect  that  no  requisition  has  ever 
been  submitted  for  the  articles  called  for  on  this 
initial  requisition.

To :    The  Commanding  General  of  each  Corps  Area  and  Hawiian 
Department. 

1.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  inspection  of 
the  New  York  General  Intermediate  Depot  made  between  April 
26  and  May  7,  1926: 

"(g)    Unnecessary  reports,  returns,  etc.' — 

"A  large  proportion  of  the  requisitions  from  the  National 
Guard  are  irom  companies  and  similar  small  units,  and  are 
forwarded  without  consolidation  by  supply  officers  or  by 
property  and  disbursing  officers.  In  many  cases  they  are 
for  small  quantities  of  expendable  supplies,  such  as  the  re- 
quisitions on  the  Medical  Department  for  adhesive  tape  and 
foot  powder. 

"As  these  issues  involve  a  transfer  of  funds  similar  multi- 
plication of  work  is  required  in  Washington. 

"Recommendation :  That  consideration  be  given  to  the 
consolidation  of  requisitions  by  National  Guard  Property 
and  Disbursing  officers,  or  in  certain  cases,  by  Regimental 
Supply  Officers." 

Information  received  from  other  sources  indicates  that  the 
practice  referred  to  in  the  above-quoted  report  is  not  confined 
to  National  Guard  troops  supplied  by  the  New  York  Depot. 
While  existing  National  Guard  Regulations  (Pars.  821-833.  Na- 
tional Guard  Regulations,  January  1,  1926)  _  do  not  specifically 
prescribe  dates  for  the  submission  of  replenishment  requisitions 
and  periods  to  be  covered  by  same,  revised  regulations  which 
are  now  in  course  of  preparation  provide  for  the  submission  of 
quarterly  requisitions  on  'Federal  Depots  60  days  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  quarter  (May  1st  for  1st  quarter,  August  1st  for 
2nd  quarter,  November  1st  for  3rd  quarter  and  February  1st 
for  4th  quarter) .  The  revised  regulations  will  provide  further 
that  emergency  requisitions  will  be  honored  only  when  the  neces- 
sity therefor  could  not  be  foreseen  and  is  clearly  due  to  circum- 
stances over  which  the  responsible  officer  has  no  control. 

In  some  of  the  States  replenishment  supplies  (particularly 
clothing  and  cleaning  materials)  are  obtained  by  the  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  and  issues  are  made  by 
him  to  organizations  as  required.  This  method  insures  prompt 
action  on  organizational  requirements  besides  facilitating  the  is- 
suance of  supplies  from  Federal  Depots.  This  method  is  nor 
practicable,  however,  for  those  States  which  do  not  maintain 
complete  stocks  in  their  State  arsenal  and  the  necessary  supply 
personnel. 

2.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  supply  branches  re- 
port a  number  of  instances  during  this  summer's  encampments 
in  which  requisitions  for  supplies  and  equipment  to  be  used  in 
camp  were  received  too  late  to  be  delivered  before  the  end  of 
the  field  training  period.  It  is  essential  that  requisitions  for 
supplies  for  training  camps  be  submitted  by  United  States  Pro- 
perty and  Disbursing  Officers  not  less  than  60  days  before  the 
beginning  of  the  quarter  in  which  the  training  will  be  held.  In 
the  case  of  supplies  to  be  shipped  direct  to  the  training  camp, 
the  date  that  the  supplies  should  arrive  and  date  of  training  period 
should  be  shown  on  requisitions  in  capital  letters.

3.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  it  is  desired  that  Unitece 
States  Property  and  Disbursing,  Officers  submit  requisitions  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  ensuing  quarter  (2nd  quarter,  f.  y.  1921) 
for  all  requirements  that  may  be  anticipated  at  that  time  in  order 
to  reduce  the  shipments  that  are  normally  made  during  the  last, 
two  quarters  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  necessity  for  this  action  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  approximately  one  half  of  the  funds  available 
for  "Transportation  of  supplies,  f.  y.  1927"  is  1926  money  and 
nvust  be  used  prior  to  December  31st.  Normally  only  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  shipments  are  made  during1  the  first  haltf  of  the 
fiscal  year  and  three-fourths  during  the  second  half. 

4.  A  copy  of  this  letter  has  been  furnished  each  State  Ad- 
justant  General  and  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Of- 
ficer within  your  Corps  Area.

Subject :  Efficiency  and  Physical  Examination  Reports. 
To  :    The  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania. 

1.  The  attention  of  all  concerned  is  called  to  paragraph  206J, 
National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  which  requires  that  on  De- 
cember 31st,  of  each  year,  an  efficiency  report  be  rendered  on 
each  officer  of  the  National  Guard.  Under  a  strict  interpreta- 
tion of  this  paragraph,  efficiency  reports  are  not  required  on 
officers  of  the  National  Guard  Reserve ;  however,  as  efficiency- 
reports  are  designed  to  convey  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  quali- 
fications possessed  and  character  of  service  rendered  by  an  officer 
and  to  make  of  record  his  special  qualifications  it  is  requested 
that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  be  applied  to  all  assigned 
National  Guard  Reserve  officers  and  to  all  unassigned  National 
Guard  Reserve  officers  who  have  performed  any  military  duty  or 
received  any  military  instructions  during  the  calendar  year. 

2.  Attention  is  also  called  to  paragraph  4  of  National  Guard 
Regulations  No.  27  and  paragraph  15,  National  Guard  Regula- 
tions No.  30,  which  require  that  "Every  officer  and  warrant 
officer  of  the  National  Guard  and  National  Guard  Reserve  will 
be  physically  examined  once  each  calendar  year.  Any  officer  who 
has  not  previously  been  given  a  physical  examination  during  the 
year  will,  during  the  month  of  December,  be  so  examined." 

3.  An  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Militia  Bureau, 
selecting  three  cases  from  each  State,  shows  the  following : 

Out  of  148  cases  examined  only  63  efficiency  reports 
for  1925  have  been  received,  17  of  the  delinquents  date  bacK 
to  1924,  14  date  back  to  1923,  30  date  back  to  1922,  9  date 
back  to  1921  or  earlier,  and  15  have  never  had  efficiency 
reports  submitted. 
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The  same  records  show  that  o£  the  14S  eases  examined,  IS  physi- 
cal examinations  have  heeu  received,  up  to  September  30,  for  the 
year  1926,  49  of  the  delinquents  date  back  to  I'J25.  S  date  back  to 
1924,  10  date  back  to  1923,  4  date  back  to  1922,  and  59  have 
never  taken  the  annual  physical  examination. 

4.  The  figures  given  above  indicate  a  condition  that  should 
not  exist  in  the  National  Guard  in  its  present  advanced  stage  of 
development.  The  efficiency  of  the  National  Guard  as  a  whole  is 
dependent  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  efficiency  oil  its  individual 
officers.  If  the  National  Guard  has  officers  who  are  mihtted  for 
the  positions  they  hold,  it  is  only  fair  to  the  officers  concerned 
that  these  deficiencies  be  pointed  out  to  them  in  order  that  they 
may  be  corrected ;  also,  it  is  only  fair  to  the  National  Guard  that 
if  such  deficiencies  are  not,  or  cannot  be  corrected  that,  such 
officers  be  separated  from  the  service.  Efficiency  reports,  in  ad- 
dition to  being  the  means  of  an  annual  check  up  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  officer  personnel,  may  also  be  used  as  a  guide  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  classification  lists  for  use  in  case  of  emergency  in  the 
selection  of  officers  of  special  qualifications  for  any  desired  pur- 
pose. Annual  physical  examinations  are  required  in  order  that 
there  shall  be  no  lowering,  during  peace  time,  of  the  high  physical 
standard  required  of  an  officer  during  active  service.  It  is  desired, 
therefore,  that  each  officer  of  the  National  Guard  be  able,  at  all 
times,  to  pass  the  physical  examination  required  when  called  or 
drafted  into  Federal  service,  in  order  that  in  case  of  emergency 
the  loss  of  officer  personnel  due  to  physical  unfitness  shall  be  kept 
to  the  minimum. 

5.  It  is  requested  that  steps  be  taken  to  assure  that  an  effi- 
ciency report  and  a  physical  examination  report  be  submitted  on 
each  officer,  as  indicated  in  paragraphs  1  and  2  above,  for  the 
calendar  year  1926.

2.  It  is  requested  that  on  all  of  the'  reports  submitted  as  of 
December  31,  1926,  on  Forms  100  M.  B.,  the  following  information 
be  shown,  in  the  column  of  Remarks  opposite  the  name  of  each  of- 
ficer, warrant  officer,  and  enlisted  man  of  the  active  National 
Guard  and  the  National  Guard  Reserve,  who  on  that  date  holds 
an  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps.

The  data  given  should  not  include  ORG  status  that  is  no  longer 
in  force.

3.  It  is  further  requested  that  after  the  reports  of  December 
31,  1926,  have  been  made  as  indicated  in  paragraph  2  above,  no 
further  notation  be  made  on  subsequent  reports  on  Form  100 
M.  B.,  concerning  the  status  of  a  member  of  the  National  Guard

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  CERTAIN  GOVERNMENT 
EMPLOYEES. 

1.  Section  80,  National  Defense  Act  (par.  33,  NGR-3)  pro- 
vides as  follows  : 

"Leaves  of  absence  for  certain  Government  employees — ■ 
All  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  who  shall  be  members  of  the  National 
Guard  shall  be  entitled  to  leave  of  absence  from  their  res- 
pective duties,  without  loss  of  pay,  time,  or  efficiency  rating, 
on  all  days  during  which  they  shall  he  engaged  in  field  or 
coast  defense  training  ordered  or  authorized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act." 

2.  In  order  to  eliminate  as  far  as  posible  unnecessary  corres- 
pondence because  of  doubtful  cases  arising  among  members  of  the 
National  Guard  who  may  be  entitled  to  such  leave  with  pay,  the 
attention  of  all  concerned  is  invited  to  the  following  decisions  of 
The  Comptroller  General : 

"The  'field  or  coast-defense  training'  referred  to  in  Sec- 
tion 80,  National  Defense  Act,  includes  only  participation 
in  'encampments,  maneuvers,  or  other  exercises  including 
outdoor  target  practice',  under  the  provisions  of  Section  94. 
National  Defense  Act,  and  does  not  include  attendance  at 
service  schools  under  the  provisions  of  Section  99.  National 
Defense  Act.  nor  at  schools  of  instruction  under  Section  97 
of  the  same  Act.  (1  Comp.  Gen.  256,  and  4  Comp.  Gen.  65). 

"Officers  or  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  who  are  members  of  the  National  Guard 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  be  granted  leave  of  absence, 
without  loss  of  time  or  pay,  to  participate  in  parades  or  en- 
campments, or  on  all  days  of  service  ordered  by  the  command- 
ding  general,  as  authorized  bv  the  Act  of  March  1,  1889  (25 
Stat.  779),  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  July  1,  1902  (32  Stat. 
615),  and  February  18,  1909  (35  Stat.  634),  as  well  as  for 
field  or  coast-defense  training  authorized  for  all  the  National 
Guard  bv  Section  80  of  the  Act  o<r  June  3,  1916.  (39  Stat. 
203)  2  Comp.  Gen.  1. 

"The  Act  of  June  3.  1916,  39  Stat.  203.  granting  leave  of 
absence  without  loss  of  pay,  time,  or  efficiency  rating  to 
all  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  who  are  members  of  the  National  Guard, 
on  all  days  engaged  in  field  or  coast  defense  training  order- 
ed or  authorized  by  said  act,  authorizes  such  leave  with  pay 
to  per-diem  employees  whose  services  are  engaged  for  a  period 
of  time,  however  temporary  or  indefinite,  in  addition  to  such 
other  leave  with  pay  as  might  properly  be  granted  to  them ; 
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but  does  not  authorize  such  leave  to  employees  whose  services 
are  engaged  by  the  day,  from  day  to  day,  such  employees  being 
in  the  service  of  the  Government  only  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end  of  each  working  day  (2  Comp.  Gen.  p.  247). 

"Substitute  railway  postal  employees  are  not  entitled  to 
leave  of  absence  with  pay  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Re- 
serve Officers'  Training  Camps  or  National  Guard  Training 
Camps."  (3  Comp.  Gen.  p.  112). 

3.  In  view  of  these  decisions  officers  of  the  National  Guard, 
before  signing  "Certificates  of  National  Guard  Service"  (P.  O. 
Dept.  Form  No.  3957-A),  or  other  similar  certificates,  which  are 
the  forms  of  certificate:::  government  civilian  employees  of  the 
United  States  are  required  to  present  as  evidence  justifying  their 
leave  with  pay  while  on  National  Guard  duty,  should  be  satisfied 
that  the  character  of  the  service  performed  entitles  the  civilian 
employee  to  leave  with  pay,  and  that  lie  belongs  to  the  class  ot 
employees  entitled  to  such  leave.     (230.571  Gen.  7).

ARMORY  DRILL  PAYROLLS. 

1.  The  Militia  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  letter  from 
the  General  Accounting  Office  dated  August  20,  1926: 

(a)  "In  the  audit  of  the  April,  1926,  accounts  of  Finance 
Officers  covering  payments  of  armory  drill  pay  to  members  of 
the  National  Guard  for  the  quarter  ending  March  31.  1926. 
it  is  noted  that  in  numerous  cases  more  than  one  original 
voucher  was  used  for  each  of  the  following :  State  Staff 
Corps  and  Departments,  Division  Headquarters.  Brigade 
Headquarters,  Regimental  Headquarters,  and  Regimental  Me- 
dical Detachments,  and  that  numerous  vouchers  were  paid 
which  were  designated  Regimental  Headquarters  (Field  and 
Staff) ,  the  latter  carrying  the  entire  commissioned  personnel 
of  the  Regimental  and  Battalion  Headquarters,  and  some  of 
the  commissioned  personnel  of  the  Regimental  Medical  De- 
tachment, without  a  proper  showing  of  the  Headquarters,  or 
Detachment,  to  which  each  officer  belonged,  thus  making  it 
practically  impossible,  in  any  of  the  foregoing  cases,  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  all  the  requirements  of  law  and  regula- 
tions have  been  complied  with. 
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(b)  "In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  respectfully  requested 
that  instructions  be  issued  requiring:  that  each  armory  drill 
pay  roll  paid  in  the  future  be  briefed  in  accordance  with  the 
designation  shown  in  the  official  National  Guard  Register  for 
1925,  as  amended  by  Militia.  Bureau  Form  No.  4,  approved 
August  28,  1924  ;  also,  that  each  roll  be  a  complete  one  show- 
ing all  and  only  the  personnel  that  actually  belong  to  each 
separate  unit  and  that  the  pay  due  the  members  of  each  separ- 
ate unit  be  paid  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  unit  to  which  they 
belong,  even  though  one  or  more  may  be  on  detached  service. 

(c)  "See  paragraph  918,  National  Guard  Regulations, 
January  1,  192G. 

(d)  "Compliance  with  the  foregoing  will  remove  the  neces- 
sity of  this  office  making  numerous  suspensions." 

2.  The  requirement  contained  in  paragraph  (b)  of  the  above 
communication  must  be  carried  out  in  the  preparation  of  armory 
drill  payrolls. 

3.  The  "Army  Appropriation  Act"  for  the  fiscal  year  1927, 
approved  April  15,  1923,  contains  the  following  provision  with  re- 
ference to  armory  drill  pay  : 

"Provided,  That  hereafter  armory  drill  pay  shall  be  com- 
puted upon  a  fiscal  year  basis  instead  of  calendar  year." 

In  view  of  the  above  provision  of  law,  and  pending  approval 
by  the  Comptroller  General  of  necessary  changes  in  W.  D.  Forms 
367  and  367a,  the  following  changes  will  be  made  in  armory 
drill  pav  rolls,  beginning  with  the  payrolls  for  the  First  Quarter, 
Fiscal  Year  1927: 

a.  In  line  3  of  Certificate  of  the  Instructor,  change  the 
phrase  "or  more  than  sixty  in  one  year"  to  read  "or  more 
than  sixty  in  the  fiscal  year." 

6.  On  last  page  of  pay  roll,  Explanatory  Note  (8),  change 
the  word  "calendar"  to  "fiscal."  Change  the  word  "cal- 
endar to  "fiscal"  where  it  appears  in  first  paragraph 
under  "Remarks." 

Changes  may  be  made  in  ink  or  on  typewriter,  but  carbon 
should  not  be  used,    (MB  240.91  Gen-66).

ARMY  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES,  1926-1927. 

1.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  Announcement  of  Army  Cor- 
respondence Courses,  1926-1927.  published  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment July  1.  3  926.  With  reference  to  enrollment  in  these 
courses,  it  should  be  noted  (par.  8  (c),  page  3)  that  upon  pre- 
sentation of  satisfactory  evidence  of  proficiency  in  the  subject 
matter  of  any  subcourse  the  Corps  Area  Commander  is  authorized 
to  enroll  a  student  in  the  next  higher  subcourse  up  to  and_  in- 
cluding the  advanced  course.  This  provision  enables  qualified 
National  Guard  personnel  to  pursue  the  phase  of  training  desired 
without  prior  actual  completion  of  all  other  correspondence  courses 
listed  in  advance  thereof.  In  the  absence  of  other  records  to 
the  contrary.  Corps  Area  Commanders  should  accept  the  recom- 
mendations of  instructors  as  to  the  proper  courses  or  subcourses 
to  be  pursued  by  National  Guard  personnel  under  their  super- 
vision. 

2.  In  an  effort  to  extend  the  advantages  of  enrollment  m 
correspondence  courses  to  all  National  Guard  personnel,  sufficient 
additional  funds  have  been  allotted  for  this  purpose  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  permit  the  enrollment  of  any  enlisted 
man,  upon  recommendation  of  his  organization  commander. 

3.  The  Militia  Bureau  has  made  arrangements  to  furnish 
through  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  at  the  expense  of  Militia 
Bureau  appropriations,  lesson  sheets  for  use  by  students  in  tlie 
army  correspondence  courses  enrolled  from  among  the  personnel 
of  the  National  Guard.  No  publications,  maps,  or  other  ma- 
terial except  the  lesson  sheets  can  be  provided  at  the  expense 
of  Militia  Bureau  appropriations.  If  the  State  military  authori- 
ties desire  to  furnish  publications,  mans,  or  other  material  for 
the  purpose  stated  above,  arrangements  must  be  made  by  the 
State  concerned  to  defray  the  cost  thereof  from  other  than  Militia 
Bureau  funds. 

4.  Envelopes  will  be  supplied  while  they  remain  an  article 
of  free  issue.  Their  use  must  conform  to  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  Paragraph  2.  National  Guard  Regulations  83.  Requisi- 
tions for  envelopes  should  be  submitted  to  the  Corps  Area 
Commander. 

5.  Instructors  will  make  every  effort  to  impress  the  National 
Guard  commissioned  personnel  under  their  supervision  with  the 
advanatages  to  be  gained  from  pursuing  correspondence  courses 
in  addition  to  the  regular  performance  of  their  National  Guard 
duties,  especially  as  a  means  to  fit  them  for  examination  for 
promotion.  It  is  suggested  that  where  sufficient  interest  can- 
not be  aroused  in  correspondence  courses  as  such,  the  lessons 
thereof  may  be  found  to  be  of  considerable  value  as  lesson 
topics  for  armory  schools. 

6.  Correspondence  Courses  are  especially  valuable  for  offi- 
cers contemplating  attendance  at  Service  Schools,  and  their 
standing  at  such  schools  will  be  materially  increased  by  sucn 
previous   preparation.     Completion  of  subcourses   A   and  B  of 
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Course  I)  is  required  as  a  prerequisite  to  attendauce  at  the 
Command  and  General  Staff  School  at  Fort  Leavenworth, 
Kansas.    (MB  325.522  Gen.  12)

AMMUNITION    ALLOWANCES    FOR    THE  CALENDAR 

YEAR  1927 

1.  All  tables  of  allowances  of  ammunition  for  the  National 
Guard  heretofore  published  by  the  Militia  Bureau,  except  initial 
allowances,  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following'  allowances 
are  substituted  therefor. 

2.  It  is  desired  to  impress  on  all  concerned  the  necessity  of 
submitting  requisition  covering  ammunition  requirements  for  the 
entire  calendar  year  (1927)  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  after 
the  receipt  of  this  Circular,  in  order  to  give  the  depots  ample 
time  to  make  shipments  prior  to  December  31,  _  1926,  in  all 
cases  where  this  is  practicable.  In  this  connection,  attention 
is  invited  to  letter  M.  B.  400.358  Orel,  dated  September  10.  1926, 
Subject,  "Ammunition  Requirements  for  Calendar  Year  1927." 

3.  Requisitions.  a.  All  requisitions  for  ammunition,  sleeve 
targets,  tow  lines  and  other  target  material  will  show  the  amounts 
on  hand  at  the  time  requisition  is  submitted.  The  actual  amounts 
called  for  in  requisitions  will  not  exceed  the  difference  between 
the  amounts  on  hand  and  the  amounts  authorized  in  the  tables 
below.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importances  that  the  ammunition 
now  on  hand  be  expended  before  using  the  new  issue,  and  that 
only  such  additional  ammunition  be  requisitioned  as  is  needed  to 
meet  the  anticipated  expenditures  during  the  calendar  year  1927. 

b.  Requisitions  for  ammunition  will  include  complete  ship- 
ping instructions.  Normally,  ammunition  (particularly  artillery 
ammunition)  will  be  shipped  to  point  of  use.  Where  ammunition 
is  stored  at  the  State  arsenal  or  at  the  station  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  shipped  to  training  camps  for  use  during  field  training, 
the  new  ammunition  should  be  shipped  to  such  points  to  insure 
the  expenditure  of  the  ammunition  now  on  hand.  This  applies 
particularly  to  small  arms  ammunition,  the  "initial  issue"  being 
stored  with  the  organization  and  the  target  allowance  being  used 
partly  on  the  local  range  and  partly  at  the  training  camps. 
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4.  Disposition,  of  empty  cartridge  oases,  packing  materials, 
anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines,  etc. — a.  All  bandoleers,  clips, 
packing  boxes,  empty  cartridge  cases  and  other  materials  ac- 
cumulating as  the  result  of  the  firings  at  target  practice,  will 
be  turned  in  to  the  local  Ordnance  officer  of  the  Regular  Army, 
where  ammunition  is  fired  at  the  post  or  camp  where  there  is 
such  an  officer,  for  disposition  by  him  as  prescribed  in  Army 
Regulations  775-10,  775-15  and  775-20.  If  there  be  no  sucn 
officer  at  the  post  or  camp,  such  materials  will  be  turned  in 
to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the 
State  who,  at  the  end  of  the  target  season,  will  report  the 
quantities  of  each  on  hand  through  channels  to  the  Corps  Area 
Commander  for  disposition. 

6.  Anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines  serviceable  for  further 
use  and  remaining  on  hand  after  the  completion  of  the  encamp- 
ment will  be  turned  over  to  the  organization  Supply  Officer  for 
preservation  until  the  following  year. 

5.  When  Reserve  officers  who  are  not  members  of  the  National 
Guard  are  attached  to  National  Guard  Units  for  training,  a 
record  will  be  kept  of  the  ammunition  expended  by  each  officer. 
As  soon  as  practicable  a  requisition  will  be  submitted  to  Corps 
Area  Headquarters  for  the  replacement  of  the  ammunition  actu- 
ally expended  by  such  officers,  the  reimbursable  cost  to  be  charged 
against  Organized  Reserve  funds.  The  requisition  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  report  showing  the  names  of  the  Reserve 
officers,  the  number  of  rounds  expended  by  them,  and  the  author- 
ity under  which  they  were  attached  for  training. 

6.  Small-arms  ammunition,  a.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted 
man  authorized  to  fire  the  .30  caliber  rifle,  200  rounds  of  .30 
caliber  ball  ammunition. 

5.  _  For  each  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire  the  .30  caliber 
ri'fle  in  combat  exercises  prescribed  in  an  approved  unit  training 
schedule  and  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  Training  Regu- 
lations 145-5,  an  additional  allowance  of  20  rounds  of  .30  caliber 
ball  ammunition. 

c.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire:  (1) 
The  automatic  pistol  or  revolver;  mounted  and  dismounted 
course.  165  rounds  of  .45  caliber  ball  ammunition ;  dismounted 
course  only,  90  rounds  of  .45  caliber  ball  ammunition. 

NOTE :  The  mounted  course  for  Cavalry  troops  will  be 
fired  only  when  authorized  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander. 
Such  authority  will  be  granted  only  to  those  qualified  by 
having  fired  the  dismounted  course  and  by  adequate  pre- 
paratory training  in  pistol  marksmanship  mountetT. 

d.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire  the 
automatic  rifle,  250  rounds  of  .30  caliber  ball  ammunition. 

e.  For  each  Infantry  Machine  Gun  Company.  Cavalry  Ma- 
chine Gun  Troop  and  Light  Tank  Company,  20,000  rounds  .30 
caliber  ball  ammunition  per  organization  of  which  not  to  exceed 
1000  rounds  per  organization  may  be  tracer  ammunition. 

/.  If  participating  in  exercises  and  maneuvers  requiring  the 
use  of  blank  ammunition,  the  following  allowance  of  .30  caliber 
blank  ammunition  is  authorized ;  50  rounds  per  rifle,  250  rounds 
per  automatic  rifle,  and  1,000  rounds  per  machine  gun. 

g.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire  the 
.30  caliber  rifle,  100  rounds  of  .22  caliber  gallei-y  practice  am- 
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munition.  Organizations  equipped  with  rifles  requiring  .22  caliber 
long  rifle  ammunition  will  requisition  for  that  type  of  ammuni- 
tion and  those  not  so  equipped  will  requisition  for  .22  short 
ammunition. 

h.  Requisitions  for  small-arms  ammunition  will  be  based  on 
the  maintenance  strength  of  the  organization  and  will  show  the 
amount  of  ammunition  on  hand  at  the  time  the  requisition  is 
submitted.  The  actual  amount  called  for  in  the  requisition  will 
be  the  difference  between  the  amount  on  hand,  after  deducting 
the  initial  allowance,  and  the  amount  authorized  on  the  above 
basis.  The  initial  allowance  is  100  rounds  per  rifle,  500  rounds 
per  automatic  rifle,  and  1,000  rounds  per  machine  gun,  of  .30 
caliber  ball  ammunition  and  21  rounds  per  revolver  or  pistol 
of  .45  caliber  ball  ammunition.  When  new  ammunition  is  re- 
ceived an  amount  equal  to  the  initial  allowance  should  T>e  re- 
tained and  the  old  initial  allowance  should  be  expended  at  the 
first  opportunity  for  target  practice. 

7.  .37mm.  Guns  and  3  inch  Trench  Mortars:  The  following 
allowances  are  authorized  : 

a.    37mm.  Guns:

ATTENDANCE  OF    NATIONAL    GUARD    OFFICERS  AT 
THE  COMMAND  AND  GENERAL  STAFF  SCHOOL 

1.  Tbe  next  course  at  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School 
at  Ft.  Leavenworth  for  National  Guard  officers  will  begin  March 
14.  1927  and  end  June  14.  1927. 

2.  Eighteen  National  Guard  officers  will  be  detailed  to  this 
course,  as  equally  distributed  among  tbe  various  States  as  ap- 
plications from  qualified  officers  will  permit. 

3.  The  following  qualifications  for  detail  to  the  course  .ire 
desirable  and,  where  other  considerations  do  not  preclude,  will 
govern  : 

a.    Must  be  assigned  to  a  tactical  division  in  capacity  of: 

Division  Commander 
Brigade  Commander 
Chief  of  Staff 
C-3 
G-4 

h.    Should  be  between  40  and  48  years  of  age  (not  appli- 
cable to  General  officers). 

c.    Must  have  completed  sub-courses  1,  2,  3   and   4  of 
Correspondence  Course  D. 

4.  It  is  the  desire  of  tbe  Militia  Bureau  to  detail  one  officer 
from  each  Division  (Infantry  and  Cavalry),  the  staff  of  which 
has  been  organized  and  is  ' functioning.  To  this  end  State 
Adjutants  General  should  give  prompt  information  to  those  con- 
cerned that  those  who  desire  the  detail,  but  have  not  yet  com- 
pleted the  required  sub-course,  may  have  the  necessary  time  to 
accomplish  it. 
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5.  Not  later  than  January  15,  1927.  all  applications  of  eli- 
gibles  to  take  the  course  should  be  forwarded  by  State  Adjutants 
General  to  Corps  Area  Commanders.  Applications  must  show 
affirmatively  possession  of  the  necessary  qualifications,  and  any 
others  that  would  enhance  the  benefit  to  the  Division  of  the 
training  of  the  particular  officer.  Where  the  Division  pertains 
to  one  State  the  Division  Commander's  action  should  be  shown 
before  forwarding. 

G.  It  is  hoped  to  have  at  least  two  applications  for  the  course 
from  each  Division,  indicated  as  principal  and  alternate  (by  the 
Adjutant  General  where  more  than  one  officer  of  a  Division, 
from  the  same  State,  is  selected)  that  prompt  action  may  be 
taken  in  the  event  that  an  officer  who  has  been  detailed  is  later 
prevented  from  attending. 

7.  Corps  Area  Commanders  are  requested  to  forward  all  ap- 
plications to  the  Militia  Bureau  not  later  than  January  30,  1927, 
with  their  recommendations  thereon.  Where  the  Division  per- 
tains to  two  or  more  States  the  Corps  Area  Commander  should 
secure  from  the  Division  Commander  an  expression  of  opinion 
as  to  the  suitability  of  the  applicants  and  indicate  them  as 
principal  and  alternate. 

S.  For  the  information  of  all  concerned  sub-courses  1  (a 
brief  review  of  Military  organization,  methods  of  map  problems 
solution,  map  reading,  field  fortification  and  tactics  and  techni- 
que) and  2  (tactical  principles)  of  Course  D,  are  short  courses 
that  can  be  completed  in  four  weeks  (one  night  per  week). 
Some  Division  Staffs  have  taken  these  and  other  sub-courses 
more  advanced  in  their  weekly  conferences,  with  excellent  results. 
Sub-course  3  is  "Tactical  Principles."  and  Sub-course  4  is  "Com- 
mand. Staff  and  Logistics."  The  texts  for  all  four  of  these 
sub-courses  may  be  secured  upon  application  to  Corps  Area  Head- 
quarters to  be  enrolled  for  the  courses. 

9.  The  course  at  the  C.  &  G.  S.  School  is  primarily  a  com- 
mand course  and  applicable  particularly  to  the  Division.  Recog- 
nizing the  difficulty  of  giving  Division  Commanders  the  course, 
through  inability  to  attend  in  most  cases,  as  well  as  the  high 
cost,  it  is  deemed  essential  that  certain  of  the  Division  StafE 
officers  have  the  training  so  that  the  Division  Commander  will 
have  its  results  available. 

10.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Militia  Bureau  to  extend  eligibility 
to  this  course  to  regimental  commanders  qualifying  in  other  re- 
spects, as  in  Paragraph  3  above,  as  soon  as  the  Headquarters 
of  Diviisons  and  Brigades  have  some  graduates.  Instead  of  the 
first  four  sub-courses  of  Course  D,  Correspondence  Course,  quali- 
fication in  the  advanced  course  of  their  branch  of  service  will  be 
accepted.  However,  the  officer  who  has  also  taken  the  D  Course 
(combined  arms)  will  be  better  qualified  to  do  himself  and  the 
National  Guard  credit  at  the  school  than  one  who  has  not.

75.  TF7io  will  fire. — (As  changed  by  C.  P.  M.  No.  5).  All 
officers  armed  with  the  pistol  and  with  less  than  fifteen  years' 
service,  commissioned,  or  commissioned  and  enlisted,  and  all  en- 
listed men  armed  with  the  pistol  are  required  to  fire  the  dis- 
mounted pistol  course,  with  the  exceptions  noted  below : 

a.  Cavalryman  fire  the  dismounted  pistol  course  in  the 
first  year  or  each  enlistment  only. 

b.  Bandsmen  ;  cooks,  wagoners  ;  pistol  experts  dismounted  ; 
and  pistol  sharpshooters,  dismounted,  in  units  of  which  the 
pistol  is  not  the  principal  arm,  fire  such  part  of  the  dis- 
mounted course  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  unit  commander 
in  accordance  with  special  allowances  as  shown  in  para- 
graph 11,  AB  775-10  (not  yet  ready  for  distribution).  The 
firing  prescribed  by  unit  commanders  for  the  personnel  men- 
tioned in  this  subparagraph  is  not  intended  for  reqnalification 
but  to  maintain  proficiency  with  the  pistol. 

c.  The  following  are  authorized  but  not  required  to  fire  : 

(1)  Officers  not  on  duty  with  troops  or  with  over  15 
years'  service. 

(2)  Coast  Artillery  Corps. — Warrant  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  grade  one ;  of  grade  two,  except  first  sergeants ;  of 
grade  three ;  and  of  detachments  of  mine  planters. 

(3)  Infantry. — Enlisted  personnel  of  the  Tank  School 
(See  Tl.  of  O.  721P)  and  of  the  Infantry  School  (See  T. 
of  O.  723P). 
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(4)  The  Quartermaster  Corps. — All  enlisted  personnel  ex- 
cept of  organizations  in  which  the  pistol  is  the  principal 
arm. 

{Note. — See  paragraph  11,  All  775-10,  for  allowances  of 
ammunition  for  personnel  mentioned  in  (2),  (3)  and  (4) 
above,  who  will  fire  such  part  of  the  dismounted  course 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  unit  commander.) 

d.  Officers,  warrant  officers,  and  enlisted  men  who  are  author- 
ized or  required  to  fire  and  who  are  not  on  duty  with  a  com- 
pany or  similar  organization,  will,  if  they  fire,  be  attached  to  , 
some  organization  for  practice,  or  otherwise  be  provided  for  by 
their  regimental,  separate  battalion,  post,  camp  or  station  com- 
mander, who  will  be  responsible  for  their  classification  and  the 
reports  connected  therewith. 

e.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon,  the  posts,  camp 
or  station  commander  may  excuse  officers,  warrant  officers,  and 
enlisted  men  from  pistol  practice. 

/.  The  corps  area,  department,  or  District  of  Washington 
commander  is  authorized  to  excuse  any  individuals  or  units  from 
the  required  pistol  practice,  or  to  direct  that  they  fire  a  shorter 
course  than  that  required ;  but  no  individual  who  has  fired  other 
than  the  regularly  prescribed  course  of  these  regulations  will  be 
classified. 

g.  Recruits  joining  too  late  to  permit  thorough  instruction 
in  preparatory  training  before  firing  should  be  excused  by  the 
corps  area  department  or  District  of  Washington^  commander. 
However,  under  ordinary  circumstances  any  recruits  who  join 
four  weeks  before  the  end  of  the  regular  practice  period  of  an 
organization,  can  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  pistol  marksman- 
ship, and  will  be  required  to  fire  the  course.

Where  equipments  are  returned  the  "contents  of  such  equipment 
will  be  enumerated  in  like  manner.

1.  There  has  been  made  available  by  the  Militia  Bureau,  a 
limited  appropriation  to  provide  for  renovation  of  clothing  and 
shoes  in  possession  of  the  respective  organizations.  By  dry  clean- 
ing of  clothing  and  the  repair  of  shoes,  a  saving  in  the  appropria- 
tion to  this  State  procurement  of  supplies,  can  be  effected,  and 
further  reduce  the  per  capita  expense  in  operation  of  the  National 
Guard. 

2.  Economy  should  be  exercised  in  such  reclamation,  parti- 
cularly so  where  a  soldier's  term  of  service  will  expire  witnin  a 
comparatively  short  period,  so  that  no  expense  is  incurred  where 
it  is  evident  that  full  advantage  cannot  be  gained  from  the  expen- 
diture. 

3.  Organization  commanders  should  submit  uniform  clothing 
for  renovation  (dry  cleaned  and  not  laundered)  and  shoes  for  re- 
pairs, to  competent  merchants  and  will  secure  a  certified  bid  to 
cover  the  contemplated  work.  This  bid  will  enumerate  the  items, 
giving  quantities  of  each  article,  and  unit  price  bid.  These  bids 
when  secured  will  be  forwarded  to  this  office  for  approval  before 
the  work  is  performed.  Under  no  circumstances  will  a  contract 
be  made  without  prior  and  specific  authority  from  this  office. 

4.  When  such  work  has  been  authorized  by  this  office  and 
when  the  work  has  been  completed,  invoices  should  be  furnished  in 
triplicate.  Billing  on  invoice  will  be  in  conformity  with  the  bid 
furnished,  and  under  no  circumstances  will  exceed  the  quantities 
on  which  bid  was  made,  enumerating  the  items  showing  quantities 
of  each  article  and  unit  price,  with  total  of  account.  The  invoice 
should  be  certified  by  the  vendor  that  "the  account  is  just  and 
correct  and  the  payment  therefore  has  not  yet  been  received". 
Such  invoices  will  be  further  certified  by  the  organization  com- 
mander "I  certify  that  the  services  billed  hereon  have  been  re- 
ceived and  that  the  work  has  been  accomplished  in  satisfactory 
manner."  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  such  invoices  in  this  of- 
fice they  will  be  entered  for  prompt  settlement.

1.  Following  are  excerpts  from  a  communication  from  the 
Militia  Bureau  : 

1.  "A  large  proportion  of  requisitions  from  the  National 
Guard  are  from  companies  and  similar  small  units  and 
are  forwarded  without  consolidation.  In  many  cases 
they  cover  small  quantities  of  expendable  supplies  such 
as  the  requisitions  on  the  Medical  Department  for  adhe- 
sive tape  and  foot  powder." 

2.  "While  existing  National  Guard  Regulations  (paragraphs 
821  to  833  NGR  January  1,  1926)  do  not  specifically 
prescribe  dates  for  the  submission  of  replenishment  re- 
quisitions and  periods  to  be  covered  by  same,  revised  re- 
gulations which  are  now  in  course  of  preparation  pro- 
vide for  the  submission  of  quarterly  requisitions  on  Fe- 
deral Depots  60  days  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter  (May  1st,  for  1st  quarter,  August  1st  for  2nd 
quarter,  November  1st  for  3rd  quarter,  and  February 
1st  for  4th  quarter).  The  revised  regulations  will  pro- 
vide further  that  emergency  requisitions  will  be  honored 
only  when  necessity  therefore  would  not  be  forseen  and 
is  clearly  due  to  circumstances  over  which  the  responsible 
officer  has  no  control." 

Note :  Failure  to  consider  future  need  for  these  items 
does  not  constitute  sufficient  reason  for  emergency  re- 
quisitions where  it  is  known  that  the  supplies  are 
regularly  needed,  such  as  cleaning  materials,  etc. 

3.  "It  is  essential  that  requisitions  for  supplies  for  train- 
ing purpose  during  annual  encampments  be  submitted 
•not  less  than  60  days  before  the  beginning  of  the  quar- 
ter in  which  the  training  will  be  held.  In  case  of  sup- 
plies to  be  shipped  direct  to  the  training  camp,  the  date 
that  the  supplies  should  arrive  and  date  of  training 
period  should  be  shown  on  requisitions  in  capital  letter*." 

2.  These  provisions  apply  to  organizational  equipment  as  under 
the  policies  in  vogue  in  this  state,  individual  equipment  may  bo  re- 
quisitioned at  any  and  all  times.  This  plan  will  be  continued  am 
heretofore.  However,  it  is  requested  that  these  provisions,  as  re- 
lated to  organizational  equipment,  be  strictly  adhered  to,  so  that 
no  delays  will  be  occasioned  in  filling  requisitions  submitted  to 
this  office.

I.  Wearing  of  articles  of  uniform  with  the  new  model 
service  coat  and  overcoat. — Pending  the  revision  and  reprint- 
ing of  AR  600-40,  "Wearing  of  the  Uniform,  the  following 
will  govern  the  wearing  of  certain  articles  of  uniform  with 
the  new  model  lapel  collar  service  coat  and  overcoat,  except 
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in  case  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  Air  Service,  members 
of  the  Army  Nurse  Corps,  and  student  members  of  the  Army 
School  of  Nursing: 

1.    For  officers  o.    When  the  lapel  collar  service  coat  is 

worn,  the  following  articles  of  uniform  will  be  worn  as  indi- 
cated : 

(1)  Shirt,  cuffs,  collar  and  tie. 

(a)  For  habitual  wear:  Olive-drab  shirt  of  suitable 
material  with  cuffs  and  turndown  collar  of  same  material 
as  shirt,  and  a  black  cravat  tied  four-in-hand. 

(0)  At  official  or  social  functions,  when  out  of  quarters 
after  retreat,  or  when  otherwise  ordered,  a  plain  white 
shirt  with  white  cuffs,  white  turn-down  collar,  and  black 
cravat  tied  four-in-hand,  will  be  worn. 

(c)  The  white  shirt  with  white  cuffs,  and  white  turn- 
down collar,  and  black  cravat  tied  four-in-hand,  may  be 
worn,  instead  of  the  olive-drab  shirt,  when  not  under  arms. 

(2)  Insignia. 

(a)  The  letters  '17.  S." — To  be  worn  horizontally  on 
■collar,  lower  edge  i  inch  above  the  horizontal  line  of  lapel, 
the  prolongation  of  a  vertical  line  through  the  center  of 
the  U.  S.  to  be  1  7/16  inches  from  point  of  lapel. 

(b)  Branch  insignia.  To  be  worn  horizontally  on  lapel 
upper  edge  A  inch  below  horizontal  line  of  lapel  and  centered 
below  U.  S. 

(c)  Chaplain's  insignia.  To  be  worn  on  shoulder  loops 
as  prescribed  in  AR  600-40. 

(d)  Regimental  insignia.  Worn  as  directed  in  letter 
authorizing  same  to  be  worn. 

fe)  There  will  be  no  change  in  location  of  other  in- 
signia prescribed  in  AR  600-40. 

1.  When  the  lapel  collar  overcoat  is  worn,  insignia  will 
be  worn ,  as  follows  : 

(1)  Insignia  of  rank.  To  be  worn  on  the  shoulder  loops 
as  prescribed  for  service  coats  in  AR  600-40.  Not  to  be 
worn  on  sleeve. 

(2)  Chaplain's  insignia.  To  be  worn  on  shoulder  loops 
as  prescribed  for  coats. 

2.  For  warrant  officers,  a.  When  the  lapel  collar  service 
coat  is  worn,  the  following  articles  of  uniform  will  be  worn 
as  indicated : 

(1)  Shirt,  cuffs,  collar  and  tie.  To  be  worn  as  pre- 
scribed for  officers  in  paragraph  la  (1)  above. 

(2)  Insignia.  The  same  as  for  officers  as  prescribed 
in  paragraph  la  (2)  above  except  that  the  insignia  of  the 
warrant  officer  will  be  worn  in  lieu  of  the  insignia  of 
branch  of  service. 

6.  When  the  lapel  collar  overcoat  is  worn  the  insignia  for 
wear  will  be  as  prescribed  in  AR  600-40  for  warrant  officers. 

3.  For  enlisted  men.  When  the  lapel  collar  service  coat 
is  worn,  the  following  articles  of  uniform  will  be  worn  as 
indicated : 
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a.    Shirt,  collar  and  cravat. 

(1)  For  all  occasions  on  duty,  an  olive-drab  shirt  of 
wool  or  other  material,  as  issued,  and  with  black  cravat, 
as  issued,  tied  four-in-hand. 

(2)  When  off  duty,  a  plain  white  shirt  with  white 
turn-down  collar  and  back  cravat  tied  four-in-hand  may  be 
worn. 

White  shirts  and  collars  are  not  articles  of  issue 
and  if  desired  must  be  provided  by  the  enlisted  man  (Con- 
cerned. 

6.  Insignia. 

(1)  Button  insignia.  As  issued,  to  be  worn  on  collar 
of  service  coat.  On  right  side  button  with  letters  U.  S.' ; 
on  left  side  button  with  device  of  branch  of  service.  To 
be  centered  on  collar,  center  of  insignia  to  be  1  inch 
above  notch  of  lapel. 

(2)  Regimental  insignia.  When  authorized  for  wear  on 
the  collar,  to  be  worn  centered  on  the  collar,  lower  edge 
of  insignia  i  inch  from  upper  edge  of  button  insignia. 

(3)  Other  insignia  as  now  prescribed  in  AR  600-40. 

4.  Medal  of  honor.  The  medal  of  honor  is  worn  pendant 
from  the  ribbon  placed  around  the  neck  under  the  coat, 
the  medal  proper  hanging  outside  the  coat. 

5.  Officers'  oelt.  When  the  officers'  belt  prescribed  in 
paragraph  5Go.  AR  600-40,  is  worn  over  the  new  model 
■overcoat,  the  leather  loop  3  inches  long  stitched  in  posi- 
tion on  the  under  side  of  left  shoulder  strap  of  the  belt, 
as  prescribed  in  paragraph  56a  (1)  (c) ,  AR  600-40.  may 
be  omitted.  The  shoulder  straps  will  be  passed  under  the 
shoulder  loops  of  overcoat. 

6.  The  foregoing  information  and  instructions  apply  only 
to  the  new  model  service  coat  and  overcoat.  When  the 
old  model  uniform  is  worn,  it  will  be  as  now  prescribed 
in  AR  600-40.    (A.  G.  421  (2-10-26)  ). 

II.  Insignia  to  he  worn  on  the  lapel  collar  service  coat. — 
Pending  the  revision  and  reprinting  of  AR  600-35,  the  following 
instructions  relative  to  the  insignia  to  be  worn  on  the  lapel 
collar  service  coat,  as  prescribed  in  Section  1  of  this  Circular, 
are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

1.  All  insignia,  except  for  officers  of  the  Air  Service,  will 
be  of  metal  with  screw  backs  or  similar  attachments.

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2.  With  reference  to  paragraphs  1  a  (2)   (a),  and  3  6 

(1)  of  Section  I,  and  paragraph  2  of  Section,  II  of  the  above 
quoted  Circular  it  must  be  understood  that  for  the  National 
Guard  the  letters  "U.  S."  must  have  super-imposed  thereon  the 
appropriate  State  abbreviation. 

3.  In  connection  with  use  of  the  roll  collar  type  of  uni- 
form for  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  the  following 
information  is  furnished  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

a.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  issue  old  type 
(high  collar)  enlisted  men's  coats,  cotton,  and  wool,  until 
the  stock  is  exhausted  in  a  particular  size,  at  which  time  the  lat- 
est type  (roll-collar)  coat  in  that  size  will  be  manufactured  and  is- 
sued to  all  components  of  the  United  States  Army.  None  are  being 
manufactured  nor  issued  at  this  time,  nor  is  it  expected  that  this 
status  will  change  in  the  immediate  future.  Exception :  One 
special  measurement  uniform  to  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Regular 
Army  (luring  a  three-year  enlistment  period. 

6.  The  expenditure  of  Federal  funds  for  the  alteration  of  old 
type  (high  collar)  enlisted  men's  coats  to  conform  to  roll-collar 
specifications  is  not  authorized. 

c.    Authority  to  have  manufactured  by   the  Quartermaster 

Corps  at  State  or  organization  expense  latest  type  special  measure- 
ment coats  with  breeches  to  match,  may  be  obtained  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Commanding-  General  of  the  Corps  Area  under  the 
following  conditions : 

The  State  or  organization  must  furnish  the  Philadelphia 
Quartermaster  Depot  the  necessary  cloth ,  approximately  3 1/3 
yards  of  standard  specification  16-ounce  Molton  cloth  per  coat  and 
breeches.  Suitable  cloth  may  be  obtained  from  dealers  at  prices, 
ranging  between  $2.75  to  $3.75  per  yard,  according  to  quality 
and  quantity  purchased.  The  Philadelphia  Quartermaster  Inter- 
mediate Depot  will  gladly  assist  in  the  selection  of  the  cloth,  and 
in  securing  the  best  price  obtainable  if  it  is  desired  to  purchase 
uniforms  in  this  way. 

The  cost  of  manufacture  is  approximately  $8.00,  which  includes 
findings,  such  as  thread,  buttons,  etc. 

The  organization  or  State  must  also  pay  costs  of  packing  and 
handling  charges  which  amount  to  3%  of  the  total  cost  and  also 
transportation  charges.

RENTAL  OF  QUARTERS  FOR  SERGEANT  INSTRUCTORS 
OF  THE  REGULAR  ARMY  ON  DUTY  WITH  THE 
NATIONAL  GUARD 

»  1.    The  following  communication  from  The  Comptroller  General 

of  the  United  States  dated  November  5,  1926  (A-15925),  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information,  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

"Your  letter  of  October  26,  1926  (A.  G.  246.81  (10/14/26) 
Enl.),  has  been  received  respecting  the  payment  for  rental  of 
quarters  for  sergeant-instructors  on  duty  with  the  National 
Guard  to  the  wife  of  a  sergeant-instructor  as  the  lessor ;  and 
informing  me  that  instructions  are  being  prepared  and  will 
shortly  be  issued  which  will  secure  the  discontinuance  of  the 
irregularities  alluded  to  in  my  letter  to  you  of  October  14, 
1926.    You  state : 

'In  view  of  the  difficulties  involved,  and  the  time  required 
to  impress  upon  all  concerned  the  necessity  of  adhering  to 
the  views  expressed  by  you  on  April  5.  1924,  it  is  requested 
that  a  time  limit  such  as  January  1,  1927,  be  fixed,  on  and 
after  which  the  payment  of  rental  to  a  sergeant-instructor's 
wife  will  be  disallowed,  and  it  is  urgently  recommended  that 
payments  theretofore  made  in  good  faith  be  approved  and 
passed  to  credit.  Your  concurrence  in  this  procedure  will 
be  apnreciated.' 

"Agreeably  to  the  foregoing  suggestion  payments  of  ren.tal 
for  quarters  for  sergeant-instructors  on  duty  with  the  Nat- 
ional Guard  to  the  wife  of  the  enlisted  man  as  lessor  of  the 
quarters  leased  for  the  use  of  the  sergeant-instructor,  such 
"leases"  not  extending  beyond  December  31,  1926,  if  otherwise 
correct  and  proper,  will  be  passed  in  the  settlement  of  ac- 
counts."' 

2.  Paragraph  3,  NGR  64,  specifically  requires  that  payment  for 
rental  of  quarters  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army  detailed 
with  the  National  Guard  be  made  on  vouchers  made  out  in  the  name 
of  the  person  furnishing  the  serinee.  On  November  7,  1923,  a 
communication  was  addressed  to  all  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officers  in  which  they  were  informed  that  payment  can- 
not be  made  to  the  wife  of  a  sergeant-instructor.  It  has  been  held 
by  The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  that  the  home  of 
an  employee  is  considered  as  being  supported  and  maintained  by 
his  funds  even  though  the  house  in  which  it  is  located  may  be 
owned  by  the  wife.  Therefore,  payment  to  the  wife  is  virtually 
payment  to  the  soldier,  which  is  prohibited  by  the  regulation  re- 
ferred to  above. 

3.  After  December  31,  1926,  payments  made  in  violation  of  the 
regulation  referred  to  will  be  disallowed  by  The  Comptroller  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States.

TRAINING  ALLOWANCES  OF  GASOLINE,  OIL  AND 
GREASE  FOR  ALL  NATIONAL  GUARD  UNITS 
EQUIPPED  WITH  AUTHORIZED  MOTOR 
VEHICLES 

1.  The  annual  apportionments  for  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds)  and 
grease  for  the  armory  training  of  all  units  equipped  with  authorized 
Government-owned  motor  vehicles,  except  Air  Service  organiza- 
tions, will  hereafter  be  based  on  a  running  time  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  quarter  per  authorized  vehicle. 

2.  The  annual  apportionments  for  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds)  and 

grease,  for  the  field  training  of  all  units  equipped  with  authorized 
Government -owned  motor  vehicles,  except  Air  Service  organizations, 
will  hereafter  be  based  on  a  running  time  of  sixty-four  (64)  hours 
per  year  per  authorized  vehicle. 

3.  The  following  table  gives  the  allowance  per  vehicle  per  quarter 
on  which  apportionments  will  be  based  and  should  be  used  for  com- 
puting the  allowances  for  any  given  unit.  In  computing  field 
training  allowances,  eight  times  the  quarterly  allowance  per  vehicle 
should  be  used.

Totals  on  requisitions  or  requests  for  reservations  should  be 
stated  to  the  nearest  integer,  provided  that  in  no  instance  will  the 
total  quarterly  allowances  accruing  to  a  unit  be  taken  as  less  than 
one  (1)  gallon  each  for  gasoline  and  lubricating  oil  and  one  (1) 
pound  for  grease.  The  foregoing  allowances  are  not  intended  for 
vehicles  placed  in  "dead  storage"  and  not  actually  operated. 

4.  The  annual  apportionment  for  all  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds), 
and  grease  required  in  the  armory  training  of  Air  Service  organi- 
zations is  fixed  at  not  to  exceed  $3,600.00  per  year  for  each  squad- 
ron, except  for  a  unit  whose  aircraft  flying  time  exceeds  850  hours 
per  year,  in  which  case  the  limiting  amount  per  annum  will  be 
determined  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

5.  The  annual  apportionment  for  all  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds), 
and  grease  required  in  the  field  training  of  Air  Service  organiza- 
tions is  fixed  at  not  to  exceed  $1,600.00  per  year  for  each  squadron. 

6.  In  future,  all  requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the  pro- 
curement of  gasoline,  oil  (all  kinds)  and  grease  will  be  submitted 
quarterly  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  apportioned  for 
such  quarter.  Requests  for  amounts  in  excess  of  apportionments 
must  be  accompanied  by  detailed  reasons  for  such  requests. 

7.  The  cost  of  gasoline,  oil  and  grease  for  armory  training  is 
properly  chargeable  against  funds  apportioned  to  the  several  States 
under  the  sub-appropriation  "General  expenses,  equipment  and 
instruction,  National  Guard,"  apportionment  "Equipment  aad 
incidental  expenses,"  and  that  for  field  training  is  chargeable  against 
funds  apportioned  under  the  sub-appropriation  "Expenses,  camps  of 
instruction,  National  Guard,"  provided  that  sufficient  unobligated 
balances  under  these  apportionments  remain  to  the  credit  of  the 
State. 
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8.  If  the  expenditure  is  authorized  by  the  issuance  of  a  Reser- 
vation of  funds  the  gasoline,  oil,  etc.,  will  be  purchased  by  the  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  State  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  Government  and  a  copy  of  the  authority  for  the 
expenditure  filed  with  the  first  voucher  upon  which  credit  is 
claimed  for  the  payment. 

9.  These  instructions  are  effective  on.  and  after  July  1,  1927, 
and  supersede  M.  B.  Circular  No.  7  A-3,  dated  February  16,  1926. 
(MB-463.7  General-10)

FIELD  TRAINING  CAMPS,  CALENDAR  YEAR  1927 

1.  The  following  instructions  relative  to  the  preparation  of 
estimates  for,  and  the  expenditure  of  Federal  funds  incident  to, 
the  holding  of  the  annual  field  encampments  of  the  National  Guard 
during  the  calendar  year  1927  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned. 

2.  FORM  FOR  FIELD  TRAINING  ESTIMATES. — a.  A 
form  letter  (W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39)  has  been  devised  to  stand- 
ardize procedure  in  estimating  requirements  for  National  Guard  field 
training  and  will  be  used  for  all  estimates  for  camps  held  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  94,  National  Defense  Act.  A  sufficient  number 
of  copies  for  the  rendition  of  all  such  estimates  will  be  furnished 
the  States  without  request.  Complete  instructions  governing  the 
number  of  sets  of  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39  required  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  should  be  prepared  have  been  included  in  the 
printed  cover  sheet  accompanying  the  form. 

b.    The  terms  employed  to  designate  the  units  scheduled  to 

attend  an  encampment  should  conform  to  those  appearing  under 
the  caption  "Stations  of  Organizations"  in  the  National  Guard 
Register. 

3.  LENGTH  OF  FIELD  TRAINING  PERIOD.— The  esti- 
mates will  be  based  on  the  following  policy  of  the  President  con- 
tained in  the  1928  Budget  as  submitted  to  Congress : 

"The  attendance  at  field  training  encampments,  exclusive  of 
the  National  Matches,  during  any  calendar  year  shall  be  limited 
to  fifteen  (15)  days  inclusive  of  the  time  consumed  in  travel 
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to  ar.d  from  encampment  areas,  for  all  National  Guard  per- 
sonnel except  members  of  advance  and  rear  detachments,  whose 
attendance,  including  travel  time,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  eigh- 
teen (18)  days,  and  such  commissioned  and  enlisted  supply  per- 
sonnel as  may  be  required  for  the  care  of  Federal  property  and 
for  the  procurement  and  handling  of  the  necessary  provisions 
and  stores  whose  attendance  for  longer  periods  than  fifteen 
(15)  days  is  manifestly  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Federal 
»  Government." 

4.    ATTENDANCE. — a.    No  officer,  warrant  officer  or  enlisted 
man  of  the  National  Guard  will  be  authorized  to  take  field  training 
other  than  for  the  period  authorized  for  his  organization  except 
where  it  is  manifestly  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
*  ment  to  authorize  a  departure  from  this  general  policy.    In  this 

connection,  the  State  Staff  Corps  and  Departments  will  be  con- 
sidered as  an  organization  and  carried  as  such  in  the  State  esti- 
mates, except  that  camp  supply  personnel  may  be  detailed  there- 
from. "When  so  detailed,  such  personnel  will  be  accounted  for  as 
belonging  to  the  Camp  Supply  Detachment. 

b.  Where  the  units  of  a  tactical  organization  (battalion,  regi- 
ment, brigade,  or  division)  take  their  field  training  in  different 

periods,  the  commanding  officer  thereof  and  the  members  of  his 
staff  will  be  authorized  to  attend  but  one  fifteen  day  period. 

c.  State  Adjutants  General  may  be  authorized  to  attend  the  en- 
campments of  the  troops  of  their  respective  States  in  lieu  of  other 

training  provided  that  their  attendance  at  such  camps  does  not  ex- 
ceed a  total  of  fifteen  (15)  days,  inclusive  of  the  time  consumed 
in  travel.  Prior  authority  for  such  intermittent  attendance  and 
for  the  travel  incident  thereto  must  be  obtained  from  the  Militia 
Bureau. 

d.  The  strength,  composition  and  length  of  tour  of  camp  supply 
detachments  at  exclusively  National  Guard  camps  whose  duration 
does  not  exceed  one  15-day  period  will  be  determined  in  each  case 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  on  the  recommendations  of  both 
the  State  authorities  and  the  Corps  area  or  Department  commanders 
concerned.  In  camps  of  more  than  one  15-day  period  the  same  sup- 
ply personnel  may  be  employed  throughout  the  whole  period  of  the 
camp,  except  that  the  commissioned  and  enlisted  personnel  of  the 
State  Staff  Corps  and  Departments  will  be  distributed  as  far  as 
practicable  over  the  several  periods  as  assistants  to  the  camp  supr 
ply  officer  in  order  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  permanent  detachments. 

,  e.    Where  camp  supply  functions  at  concurrent  camps  are  per- 

formed by  Regular  Army  personnel  the  State  estimates  covering 
National  Guard  training  at  such  camps  should  not  include  funds  for 
the  payment  of  camp  supply  overhead. 

/.  Supply  personnel  required  to  attend  camp  for  a  longer  period 
than  that  embraced  in  the  regular  field  training  period  of  fifteen 
days  plus  the  additional  time  allowed  advance  and  rear  detach- 
ments must  have  the  prior  authorization  of  the  Militia  Bureau 
for  such  attendance  and  must  also  be  organized  and  carried  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Camp  Supply  Detachment  for  the  full  period  of  their 
attendance  at  camp. 

g.    The  attendance  of  officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men 

of  the  Assigned  National  Guard  Reserve  at  field  training  camps 
will  be  authorized  where  it  can  be  shown  that  such  attendance  is 
either  necessary  or  extremely  desirable  to  augment  the  training  of, 
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to  assist  in  camp  administration  for  the  benefit  of,  or  to  provide 
the  necessary  medical  care  for,  the  active  personnel.  Special 
authority  for  the  attendance  of  National  Guard  Reservists  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Militia  Bureau.  Requests  for  such  authority 
must  show  the  Specific  duties  to  be  performed  at  camp  by  each  such 
Reservist,  and  the  reasons  as  to  why  properly  qualified  members 
of  the  active  personnel  are  not  available  for  the  performance  of 
such  duties. 

h.  _  In  considering  the  general  subject  of  attendance  at  field 
training  camps,  special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  information 
contained  in  paragraph  18  of  this  letter. 

5.  ADVANCE  AND  REAR  DETACHMENTS. — a.  Advance 
detachments  will  be  authorized  for  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  days 
preceding  the  encampment. 

i.  A  rear  detachment  of  the  same  size  and  composition  as  the 
advance  detachment  will  be  authorized  for  not  to  exceed  two  (2) 
days  in  those  cases  where  tentage  must  be  taken  down,  dried, 
packed  and  stored  at  camp,  in  other  cases  one  (1)  day. 

c.  The  strength  of  these  detachments  will  be  limited  to  one  (1) 
officer,  not  above  the  grade  of  captain,  per  battalion  and  three  (3) 
enlisted  men  per  company,  except  where  a  company  trains  alone,  in 
•which  case  its  advance  and  reaT  detachments  may  consist  of  one  (1) 
officer  of  company  grade  and  four  (4)  enlisted  men. 

d.  Where  a  service  company,  troop,  or  battery  is  included 
among  the  organizations  to  attend  an  encampment,  the  personnel 
for  the  advance  and  rear  detachments  should  preferably  be  taken 
from  such  unit. 

e.  Advance  and  rear  detachments  must  be  organized  and  ac- 
counted for  as  such  for  the  full  period  of  the  absence  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof  from  the  organizations  to  which  they  regularly  belong. 

6.  TRANSPORTATION  OP  PERSONNEL. — a.  Under  de- 
cision of  the  Court  of  Claims,  the  National  Guard  is  not  entitled 
to  land  grant  deductions,  and  all  travel  to  and  from  field  training 
camps  is  therefore  classed  as  non.-military.  Under  such  conditions, 
the  General  Accounting  Office  requires  competitive  bids  from  car- 
riers for  the  round  trip  journey  between  camps  and  home  stations 
in  all  cases  where  two  or  more  routes  are  available  and  insists  in 
each  such  case  that  the  bid  most  favorable  to  Government  interests 
be  accepted.  Copies,  in  duplicate,  of  all  contracts  or  agreements 
entered  into  with  the  carriers  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Militia 
Bureau  in  accordance  with  existing  instructions.  Competition  should 
also  be  secured  from  common  carrier  bus  companies  for  round  trip 
journeys  between  armories  and  camps,  including  the  transportation 
of  personal  baggage.  In  considering  bids  received  from  bus  com- 
panies, it  will  be  proper  to  add  to  the  bids  received  from  railroad 
companies  the  cost  of  transferring  personal  baggage  between 
armories  and  entraining  points,  detraining  points  and  camps,  and 
vice  versa,  if  any  expenses  are  involved  for  such  service. 

6.  Standard  sleeping  car  accomodations  at  the  rate  of  one  (1) 
berth  per  officer  are  authorized  for  the  journey  to  and  from  en- 
campments. Tourist  accommodations,  or  standard  sleeping  car  ac- 
commodations where  the  former  are  not  available,  will  be  furnished 

to  enlisted  men  at  the  rate  of  one  (1)  section  to  every  three  (3) 
enlisted  men  where  an  entire  car  is  used,  or,  where  a  car  is  only 
partially  occupied,  the  troops  will  be  distributed  so  as  to  utilize

all  lower  berths  first  on  the  basis  of  two  (2)  men  to  a  berth, 
Provided,  that  such  accommodations  will  be  authorized  only  where 
duration  of  the  journey  is  more  than  twelve  (12)  hours  and  is 
scheduled  to  terminate  after  midnight. 

c.  Complete  instructions  governing  the  preparation  and  dis- 
position of  Government  transportation  requests  and  bills  of  lading 
required  in  the  movement  of  troops  and  the  shipment  of  property 
incident  to  National  Guard  field  training  will  be  issued  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  summer  encamp- 
ments. 

7.  TRANSPORTATION  OF  EQUIPMENT. — a.  Where  ma- 
teriel or  animals  are  to  be  transported  by  freight,  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  shipment  should  be  made  by  the  State  authorities 
under  the  same  restrictions  in  regard  to  competitive  bids,  contracts 
and  agreements  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

b.  Motor  vehicles  (exclusive  of  tractors  and  tanks)  maintained 
at  stations  within  150  miles  of  encampment  areas,  when  required 
at  camp,  should  where  the  interests  of  the  Government  will  be 
subserved  thereby,  travel  to  and  from  camp  under  their  own  power. 
Advantage  should  be  taken  to  utilize  such  convoys  to  transport  por- 
tions of  the  organizational  equipment  needed  at  camp.  Requests  for 
authority  for  such  travel  will  be  included  under  "Remarks"  on  page 
10  of  W.  D.,  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

c.  The  number  of  vehicles  transported  to  an  encampment  will 
not  exceed  the  training  allowances  authorized  in  Militia  Bureau 
Circular  No.  8,  1926,  as  amended. 

8.  DRAYAGE. — a.  Full  use  should  be  made  of  organizational 
truck  and  wagon  transportation  with  a  view  to  reducing  commercial 
truckage  fees  from  armories  to  railheads,  from  railheads  to  camp 
sites,  and  vice  versa.  Motorized,  horse-drawn  and  mounted  or- 
ganizations should,  in  general,  provide  their  own.  drayage  with  a 
minimum  of  outside  assistance. 

6.  Where  pools  of  motor  vehicles  are  maintained  in  the  im- 
mediate locality  of  troop  movement,  arrangements  should  be  made 
to  utilize  such  transportation  to  assist  in  the  transfer  of  impedi- 
menta. 

c.  Where  trucks  and  escort  wagons  with  their  draft  animals 
are  to  be  shipped  to  encampments  by  freight,  they  should  not  be 
loaded  on  cars  until  other  organizational  equipment  required  at 
camp  has  been  transported  by  them  to  the  freight  station,  while 
the  reverse  should  apply  on  the  return  movement. 

d.  Funds  for  the  procurement  of  gasoline,  oil  and  grease  for 
the  use  of  Government  or  organization-owned  trucks  engaged  iu  the 
hauling  of  materiel  and  impedimenta  from  armories  to  railheads, 
from  railheads  to  camp  sites,  and  vice  versa,  should  be  estimated 
for  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  printed  instructions  accom- 
panying W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

9.  SUBSISTENCE. — a.  The  travel  ration  for  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  in  transit  to  an  encampment  is  fixed  at  not  to 
exceed  $1.20  per  diem,  or  40  cents  per  meal  if  the  journey  con- 
sumes less  than  a  day. 

I.  As  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  provide  cooked  rations  for  the 
journey  from  encampment  areas  to  home  stations,  the  commuted 
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value  of  the  ration  for  the  return  journey  will  be  limited  to  70 
cents  per  diem,  or  33-1/3  cents  per  meal  if  the  travel  consumes 
less  than  a  day. 

c.  The  money  value  of  the  camp  ration  is  fixed  by  the  Corps 
Area  or  .Department  Commander  within  the  maximum  of  50  cents 
prescribed  by  National  Guard  Regulations.  Estimates  covering  sub- 
sistence while  at  camp  should,  therefore,  be  based  on  the  rate 
authorized  in  the  Corps  Area  or  Department  concerned. 

d.  Subsistence  which  is  payable  to  Regular  Army  hospitals 
for  National  Guardsmen  hospitalized  during  an  encampment  oh 
account  of  sickness  or  injury  in  line  of  duty  is  authorized  at  the 
rates  billed  by  such  hospitals.  Hospitalization  for  injury  after 
the  close  of  an  encampment  is  governed  by  NGR  62. 

10.  MISCELLANEOUS  SUPPLIES  AND  EXPENSES. — a. 
The  allowance  of  ice  for  each  enlisted  men's  mess  in  camps  located 
north  of  parallel  40°  north  latitude  is  limited  to  150  pounds  per 
day,  and  in  camps  located  south  of  this  parallel,  to  200  pounds 
per  day. 

b.  Ice  in  sufficient  quantities  to  provide  for  the  preservation 
of  perishable  subsistence  stores  pending  their  issue  to  troops  is 
also  authorized.  Where  it  is  necessary  to  purchase  water  for  en- 
campments, estimates  for  same  should  not  exceed  100  gallons  per 
man  or  animal  per  day. 

c.  Straw  for  bed  sacks,  at  the  rate  of  15  pounds  per  man,  is 
authorized  where  climatic  conditions  require  same,  or  where  the 

troops  are  not  provided  with  gold  medal  cots. 

d.  Other  miscellaneous  supplies  and  expenses  should  be  esti- 
mated for  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  printed  instructions  ac- 
companying W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

e.  Funds  for  the  procurement  of  ice  for  central  storage  plants, 
water,  and  for  such  other  miscellaneous  supplies  and  expenses  as 
may  be  required  in  the  operation  of  camp  overhead  at  concurrent 
camps  will  be  estimated  for,  and  made  available  to,  the  Command- 
ing Generals  of  the  Corps  Areas  in  which  the  several  concurrent 
camps  are  located  on  the  basis  of  the  man-day  attendance.  Funds 
for  this  purpose  should  not,  therefore,  be  included  in  the  State 
estimates  covering  such  training. 

11.  RENTS. — a.  Instructions  governing  the  rental  of  camp 
sites,  maneuver  areas  and  landing  fields  are  included  in  the  printed 
instructions  accompanying  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

b.  The  hire  of  riding  and  draft  animals  will  be  held  to  the 
lowest  possible  minimum  consistent  with  proper  training  and  the 
efficient  operation  of  essential  camp  utilities.  All  possible  use  will 
be  made  of  Federally  owned  and  Federally  maintained  horses  for 
field  training  by  using  them  in  pools  at  successive  camps  within 
the  Corps  Areas.  The  rental  of  such  additional  horses  as  it  may 
be  necessary  to  hire  for  field  training  will  be  procurred  by  com- 
petition, under  written  contracts,  at  a  rental  per  diem,  with  or 
without  forage,  and  such  contracts  will  set  forth  the  value  of  each 
animal  (not  to  exceed  $150.00  per  animal),  and  will  provide: — 
(1)  for  the  malleining  of  animals  prior  to  acceptance:  and  (2)  for 
the  payment  for  lost,  dead,  or  injured  animals  only  when  it  is 
determined  that  such  loss,  death,  or  injury  was  caused  through 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  exercise  ordinary  care 
while  the  animal  was  .in  use  for  the  purpose  for  which  hired. 
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c.  The  rental  of  motor  vehicles  will  be  authorized  only  in.  excep- 
tional cases  where  it  can  be  shown  that  the  number  of  Government- 
owned  vehicles  available  for  the  use  of  the  troops  is  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demands  of  proper  training  and  the  efficient  operation 
of  essential  camp  utilities.  In  no  case  will  the  total  number  of 
rented  and  Government-owned  vehicles  exceed  the  training  allow- 
ances published  in  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No.  8,  as  amended. 

12.  FUEL. — a.  Fuel  allowances  for  the  field  training  of  the 
National  Guard,  except  allowances  of  gasoline,  oil  and  grease  for 
motor  vehicles  and  airplanes,  are  included  in  the  printed  instruc- 
tions accompanying  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

b.  The  field  training  allowances  of  gasoline,  oil  and  grease  for 
motor  vehicles  and  the  monetary  allowance  for  the  field  training 
of  observation  squadrons  are  prescribed  in  Militia  Bureau  Circular 
No.  37  A-16,  dated  December  20,  1926. 

c.  Funds  for  the  procurement  of  all  fuel  required  by  National 
Guard  troops  training  at  concurrent  camps,  except  kerosene  and 
lanterns  and  gasoline,  oil  and  grease  required  in  the  training  of 
troops,  will  be  estimated  for,  and  made  available  to,  the  Com- 
manding Generals  of  the  Corps  Areas  in  which  the  several  con- 
current camps  are  located  on  the  basis  of  the  man-day  attendance. 
The  State  estimates  covering  such  training  should  therefore  pro- 
vide only  for  kerosene  for  lanterns  and  gasoline,  oil  and  grease 
required  in  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  and  airplanes  used  in 
the  training  of  troops. 

13.  FORAGE  AND  OTHER  ANIMAL  SUPPLIES. — a.  A 
study  of  the  returns  from  last  year's  encampments  has  developed 
the  fact  that  the  allowance  of  50  cents  per  animal  per  day  is  ade- 
quate to  provide  for  the  procurement  of  horseshoes,  nails  and 
services  required  in  the  shoeing  of  animals  and  emergency  veteri- 
nary medicines,  supplies  and  services,  as  well  as  the  necessary 
forage  and  bedding.  The  allowance  for  the  1927  camps  has  there- 
fore been  made  to  include  all  such  items  of  expense. 

6.    Funds  for  the  malleining  of  animals  at  home  stations  prior 

to  shipment  to  encampments  should  be  estimated  for  under  the 
classification  "Miscellaneous  Supplies  and  Expenses"  as  in  the 
past. 

14.  COMMUNICATION  SERVICE. — a.  Telephone  service 
for  camps  accommodating  a  regiment  or  larger  unit  is  authorized 

at  the  rate  of  one  (1)  telephone  per  regiment  or  its  equivalent, 
one  (1)  telephone  per  brigade  or  division  headquarters  and  one  (1) 
telephone  per  camp  supply  detachment.  Instructions  covering  the 
preparation  of  estimates  for  this  service  are  included  in  the  printed 
instructions  accomanying  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

&.  Funds  to  provide  for  telephone  service  at  concurrent  camps 
are  estimated  for,  and  are  made  available  to,  the  Regular  Army 
authorities  under  whose  jurisdiction  such  camps  are  operated,  and 
the  State  estimates  covering  the  training  of  Nation.al  Guard  troops' 
at  these  camps  should  not  include  funds  for  this  purpose. 

15.  ELECTRIC  CURRENT. — a.  Electricity  for  lighting  pur- 
poses is  authorized  at  the  rate  of  one-fifth  (1/5)  kilowatt  hour  per 
light  per  day. 

I.  Electric  power  for  pumping  purposes  is  authorized  and  should 
be  estimated  for,  when  necessary ,*on  the  basis  of  probable  require- 
ments. 
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c.  Where  the  unit  price  charged  for  electric  current  is  dependent 
upon  the  amount  consumed,  the  average  cost  per  kilowatt  hour 
should  be  used. 

d.  Civilian  personnel  employed  in  the  installation  of  light  and 
power  lines  should  be  provided  for  under  the  heading  "Preparation 
and  Dismantling  of  Camp  Sites",  while  those  required  in  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  such  lines  should  be  covered  under 
the  heading  "Sanitation  and  Camp  Service." 

e.  Estimates  covering  the  procurement  of  electric  current  at 
concurrent  camps  will  be  submitted  by  the  Corps  Area  Commanders 
concerned  and  funds  covering  such  service  will  be  made  available 
to  the  latter  on  a  man-day  basis.  Estimates  for  such  funds  should, 
therefore,  be  omitted  from  State  estimates  covering  National 
Guard  training  at  such  camps. 

16.  SANITATION  AND  CAMP  SERVICE. — a.  All  civilian 
personnel  required  in  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  essential 
camp  utilities  should  be  included  under  the  heading  "Sanitation  and 
Camp  Service"  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  printed  instruc- 
tions accompanying  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  39. 

b.  The  employment  of  civilian  personnel  for  the  operation  of 
camp  switchboards  and  for  the  care  of  latrines  and  bath  houses  is 
not  authorized,  as  such  duties  should  be  performed  by  the  troops. 

c.  Civilian  personnel  required  in  the  operation  of  camp  utilities 
at  concurrent  camps  are  employed  by  the  Regular  Army  authori- 
ties under  whose  jurisdiction  these  camps  are  operated.  Funds  to 
provide  for  such  employment  will  be  estimated  for,  and  made 
available  to,  the  Corps  Area  Headquarters  concerned  on  a  man- 
day  basis,  and  should  not,  therefore,  be  covered  in  the  estimates 
of  National  Guard  organizations  training  at  concurrent  camps. 

17.  PREPARATION  AND  DISMANTLING  OF  CAMP 
SITES. — a.  Only  such  miscellaneous  materials  and  services  as 
may  be  required  for  the  installation  of  temporary  facilities  and  for 
the  policing  of  structures  and  grounds  for  the  immediate  use  of 
the  troops  to  be  trained,  or  for  the  policing  and  dismantling  of  the 
camp  site  subsequent  to  the  departure  of  the  troops,  should  be 
included  under  the  classification  "Preparation  and  Dismantling  of 
Camp  Site"  in  W.  D.  M.  B.  Form  No.  89. 

b.  Funds  for  the  preparation  and  conditioning  of  concurrent 
camps  are  apportioned  to  the  several  Corps  Area  Commanders' 
concerned  by  the  War  Department,  and  should  not,  therefore, 
be  included  in  the  State  estimates  covering  National  Guard  train- 
ing at  such  camps. 

18.  TRAINING  AUTHORITIES. — a.  Information  contained 
in  Training  Authority. — The  Militia  Bureau  will  hereafter  furnish 

the  General  Accounting  Otlice  with  what  is  to  be  known  as  a 
"Training  Authority"  for  each  separate  period  of  National  Guard 
field  training.  Each  training  authority  will  be  numbered  and  will 
include  the  name  of  the  camp,  a  list  of  the  organizations  and  de- 
tachments (including  advance,  rear  and  camp  supply  detachments) 
authorized  to  attend  and  the  inclusive  dates  of  such  attendance. 

b.  Purpose. — These  Training  Authorities  will  constitute  the 
basic  authority  for  the  attendance  of  troops  at  camp  and  for  the 
disbursement  of  funds  incident  thereto,  will  be  referred  to  by  num- 
ber when  reservation  of  funds  are  issued  to  cover  the  field  train- 
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ing  of  the  National  Guard,  and  will  be  used  by  the  General  Ac- 
counting Office  as  a  basis  for  checking  the  National  Guard  pay 

rolls,  when  received.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  all  National 
Guard  personnel  attending  camp  be  accounted  for  in  the  pay  rolls 
of  the  organizations  and  detachments  listed  in  the  training  authority 
covering  that  particular  camp,  and  only  for  the  period  specified 
therein. 

c.  Unauthorized  Changes. — The  attendance  of  National  Guard 
personnel  at  camps,  or  during  periods,  other  than  that  specified 
in  the  covering  Training  Authority  is  unauthorized,  and  will  result 
in  the  suspension  of  vouchers  covering  payments  made  therefor. 

d.  To  Whom  Furnished. — Copies  of  these  Training  Authorities 
will  also  be  furnished  the  (Jorps  Area  or  Department  Commanders, 
the  State  Adjutants  General,  the  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officers  and  the  Senior  Regular  Army  Instructors  con- 
cerned. 

19.  DATE  OF  SUBMISSION  OF  CAMP  ESTIMATES. — 
Estimates  for  all  camps  to  be  held  during  the  calendar  year  1928 

should  be  forwarded  by  the  State  Authorities  to  the  Militia  Bureau, 
through  Cor^s  Area  or  Department  Commanders,  not  later  than 
March  1,  1927.      (MB-354.1  General-67)

CHANGES  IN  THE  REQUIRED  ATTENDANCE  AT 
NATIONAL  GUARD  DRILLS. 

1.  On  December  21,  1926,  the  Secretary  of  War  approved 
(AG  425.11)  (12-10-26)  (Misc.)  (D),  the  following  change  in  Na- 
tional Guard  Regulations  relative  to  the  required  attendance  at 
armory  drills  to  entitle  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  National 
Guard  organizations  to  receive  armory  drill  pay : 

"In  organizations  having  their  entire  personnel  at  one  sta- 
tion, except  in  those  which  include  band  sections,  the  number 
of  enlisted  men  of  the  organization  present  in  uniform  and 
participating  in  training  for  not  less  than  one  and  one-half

1.  The  following  extract  from  War  Department  Circular  No. 
69,  dated  November  17,  1926,  is  quoted  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned  :

AR  345-1000  (Military  Records-Methods  and  Report  for 
Qualification  in  Arms)  is  being  revised  with  a  view  to  the  dis- 
continuance of  pages  2,  3  and  4  of  the  Report  of  Individual 
Classification,  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O.  Form  90.  These  pages  will 
be  omitted  from  the  form  when  a  reprint  thereof  will  be  re- 
quired. 

"The  stock  on  hand  of  this  form  is,  however,  so  large  that 
the  present  edition  will  be  continued  in  use  until  exhausted, 
but  no  entries  will  be  made  in  thp  columns  of  the  three  pages 
mentioned  above,  except  that  the  certificate  at  the  bottom 
of  page  4  will  be  utilized.

2.  a.  In  this  connection  attention  is  invited  to  a  letter  from 
the  Militia  Bureau,  dated  May  20,  1925  (MB  353.15  Gen.-4), 
Subject:  Consolidated  report  of  classification  in  rifle,  pistol, 
automatic  rifle  and  machine  gun  practice,  and  a  similar  letter  on 
the  same  subject,  dated  October  21.  1925.  Attention  is  further  in- 
vited to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  63.  T.  R.  150-10,  paragraph 
35,  T.  R.  150-25.  paragraph  115.  T.  R.  150-35  and  paragraph  36, 
T.  R.  150-40,  relative  to  the  preparation  and  submission  of  re- 
ports of  marksmanship  qualifications. 

b.  The  reports  referred  to  in  paragraph  2  a  above  contain 

information  needed  by  the  Militia  Bureau  to  determine  the  annual 
resluts  of  marksmanship  training.  During  past  years  this  data 
has  not  been  available  beecause  of  failure  to  receive  reports  from 
all  the  States.  In  order  to  secure  this  data  for  the  year  1926, 
it  is  desired  that  each  State  submit  as  soon  as  practicable  a  con- 
solidated report  of  marksmanshi"  qualifications  for  all  the  units 
of  the  State.  This  report  should  be  submitted  on  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O. 
Form  91  (Consolidated  Regimental  Report),  as  hereinafter  ex- 
plained. 

3.  Preparation  of  the  reports  referred  to  in  paragraph  2  above : 
a.  By  the  unit  commander:  Each  unit  commander,  immedi- 
ately following  the  close  of  the  prescribed  target  season  for  his 
command,  will  prepare  a  Report  of  Individual  Classification  on 
W.  D.,  A.  G.  O.  Form  90  (  as  modified  by  paragraph  1).  This 
report  will  be  prepared  from  the  results  of  firing  as  shown  by  the 
Individual  Score  Cards  kept  at  the  firing  point.  The  score  cards 
referred  to  are  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O.  Forms  83  (rifle).  84  (automatic 
rifle),  85  (machine  gun),  86  (37  mm  gun  and  3  inch  trench  mortar) 
and  88  (nistol).  This  report  should  be  forwarded  promptly  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization  to  which  the  unit  con- 
cerned belongs. 

o._  The  regimental  or  similar  organization  commander:  Upon 
receipt  by  the  regimental  or  similar  organization  commander  of 
the  reports  under  a  above,  he  will  prepare  a  consolidated  report 
for  all  units  of  his  command  on  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O.  Form  91 
(Consolidated  Regimental  Report).  This  report  should  be  for- 
warded, immediately  upon  completion,  to  the  State  Adjutant 
General  concerned. 

c.  The  Adjutant  General:  When  the  consolidated  reports  re- 
ferred to  in  6  above  are  received  by  the  Adjutant  General,  he  will 
prepare  a  consolidated  report  for  all  organizations  of  the  State. 
This  report  will  be  prepared  in  triplicate  on  W.  D.,  A.  G.  O. 
Form  91  (Consolidated  Regimental  Report) ,  and  will  contain 
only  the  results  of  complete  organizations  as  reported  under  b 
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above,  and  not  the  individual  units  composing  them.  The  original 
and  duplicate  copies  of  this  report  will  be  forwarded  to  the  oorps 
Area  Commander,  who  will  retain  the  duplicate  copy  and  trans- 
mit the  original  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  In  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  aoove  reports,  a  separate  form  will  be  used  for  each 
type  of  weapon. 

4.  In  order  to  reduce  the  clerical  work  incident  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  report  required  under  3c  above,  the  following  modifica- 
tions in  Form  91  are  authorized  by  the  Militia  Bureau : 

a.    No  entries  will  be  required  in  the  columns  headed, 

(1)  "Aggregate  score  of  entire  organization." 

(2)  "Percentage  qualified  based  on  those  completing  the 
course." 

(3)    "Average  score  per  man." 

5.  Following  the  summary,  entries  will  not  be  required  op- 
posite the  following : 

(1)  "Regimental  percentage  qualified." 

(2)  "Regimental  average  score  per  man." 

c.  The  entries  required  under  the  column  headed,  "Number 
of  men  unqualified  who  failed  to  complete  course,  or  did  not  fire," 
will  be  shown  separately  for  each  of  these  two  classes.  For  this 
purpose  a  line  may  be  drawn  to  divide  this  column  or,  in  case  the 
entries  will  require  additional  space,  the  number  of  those  who  did 
not  fire  may  be  shown  in  the  column  headed  "Aggregate  score 
or  organization",  with  appropriate  change  of  heading.

"It  is  desired  to  report  that  in  firing  the  reveille  gun  at 
this  Armory  on  October  8,  1926,  there  was  a  "'hang-fire" 
of  about  three  minutes  after  the  firing  mechanism  had  been 
pulled.  The  soldier  who  fired  the  gun  observed  the  precau- 
tion of  not  opening  the  breech,  thereby  preventing  the  possi- 
bility of  an  accident.  The  gun  used  here  is  a  3"  saluting 
gun,  and  the  cartridge  had  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  contained  in  Form  1658,  revised  June  2,  1917",

TRAINING  MEMORANDUM  1 
No.  7  5 

TRAINING  DIRECTIVE,  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

1.  Certain  of  the  provisions  of  the  National  Guard  Training 
Directive,  Training  Year  1927-1928  recently  received  from  the 
Militia  Bureau,  are  published  herewith  for  compliance  for  the 
field  period  1927  and  in  preparation  therefor.  So  much  of  Train- 
ing Memorandum  No.  6,  this  headquarters,  1925,  as  is  in  con- 
flict with  the  following,  is  rescinded. 

2.  Training  Year  1926-1927: 

From  close  of  respective  unit  camp  periods  1926,  to  close  of 
the  respective  unit  camp  periods  1927. 
The  training  year  is  divided  into  two  periods — 
a    The  Armory  Period. 

b    The  Field  Period,  immediately  following  a. 

3.  Command  and  Staff  Training : 

The  War  Department  policy  announced  in  paragraph  14b, 
Training  Memorandum  No.  6,  this  headquarters,  1925,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  suggestion  of  staff  training  at  camps  where  no  troops 
are  present,  is  changed. 

The  policy  now  in  force  is  that  there  is  no  objection  to  higher 
commanders  being  in  camp  with  their  troops ;  administering  the 
camp  and  supervising  the  training  during  the  morning  hours  or 
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performing  their  proper  functions  in  connection  with  their  appro- 
riate  commands.  AVhether  in  a  separate  camp  or  not,  a  minimum  of 
three  hours  every  afternoon,  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  is 
prescribed  for  staff  training.    This  is  mandatory. 

In  this  connection  see  par.  12,  Command  and  Staff  Training, 
in  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Training  1925-1926"  and  appendices 
IV  and  V  to  the  notes. 

Basic  training  for  higher  commanders  and  staffs,  includes  all 
training  preparatory  to  the  conduct  of  combat  exercises  of  the  ap- 
propriate command.  This  training  comprehends  that  authorized  for 
all  battalion  and  higher  commanders  and  their  staffs. 

4.  Field,  Training: 

At  least  half  of  the  training  will  be  devoted  to  squad,  section 
and  platoon.  See  par.  4,  Field  Training,  in  "Notes  on  National 
G  lard  Training  1925-1926." 

5.  Programs  and  Schedules. 

a.  A  program  of  training  will  be  prepared  by  each  com- 
manding officer  for  the  units  of  his  command.  This  program 
will  include : 

(1)  An  announcement  of  the  objectives  to  be  attained. 
(This  should  be  stated  clearly  and  separately  for  the  ar- 
mory period  and  field  period.) 

(2)  The  dates  of  tests  and  training  inspections  during 
the  armory  period  and  the  specific  subjects  in  which  tests 
will  be  conducted  at  each.  These  inspections,  in.  the  field 
period,  will  be  coincident  with  the  training. 

b.  A  schedule  of  training  will  be  prepared  by  all  com- 
manding officers  for  their  immediate  commands,  by  each  com- 
pany commander  for  his  company  and  by  each  higher  com- 
mander for  his  staff.  These  schedules  will  ordinarily  be  for 
periods  ending  witli  the  inspection  dates  announced  by  higher 
authority  for  the  particular  unit.  See  par.  5,  "Notes  on  Nat- 
ional Guard  Training  1925-1926." 

6.  Inspections  and  Tests: 

Training  and  inspections  tests  will  be  conducted  by  higher 
commanders  on  the  dates  and  in  the  subjects  announced  in 
their  training  programs. 

a.    Training  inspections  are  for  the  purpose  of  insuring — 

(1)  Conduct  of  training  in  conformity  with  approved 
schedules. 

(2)  The  employment  of  correct  methods  of  instruction. 

(3)  Training  in  leadership. 

(4)  Adequate  schools  for  officers  and  noncommissioned 
officers. 

i.  Tests  are  to  determine  the  degree  of  proficiency  at- 
tained in  each  particular  subject  of  instruction  and  train- 
ing. 

c.  Tactical  inspections  will  be  conducted  by  higher  com- 
manders during  the  field  period  and  will  comprise  the  actual 
solution  of  small  tactical  problems  by  the  troops  and  a  tac- 
tical exercise  by  each  command  and  staff  group. 

d.  Inspection  and  test  functions  (during  the  armory  per- 
iod) may  be  delegated  to  an  instructor  in  special  cases, 
where  the  inspection  and  test  could  not  otherwise  be  held. 


e.    Unit  commanders  must  make  frequent  tests  of  their 
commands  to— 

(1)  Insure  that  the  training  and  instruction  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. 

(2)  Keep  the  training  chart  up  to  date. 

(3)  Encourage  greater  interest  and  competition. 

7.  Training  Charts: 

Training  charts  will  be  kept  current  in  each  organization 
and  staff  for  the  purpose  of  showing  graphically  the  progress 
being  made  towards  the  accomDlishment  of  objectives.  The 
form  is  indicated  in  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Training  1925- 
1926",  par.  11.  _  The  preparation  and  maintenance  of  these 
charts  are  considered  of  special  importance  for  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  preparation  of  later  schedules,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  higher  commanders,  inspectors  and  instructors,  as  to 
progress  being  made,  and  for  the  stimulation  of  a  spirit  of 
competition  between  the  smaller  units  and  between  individuals. 

8.  Recruit  Training: 

Recruit  training  will  be  conducted  in  conformity  with 
Militia  Bureau  document  No.  912,  "Recruit  Instruction,  Nat- 
ional Guard,"  and  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Training  1925- 
1926",  par.  8. 

9.  Troop  Schools: 

a.  Officers'  schools  will  be  conducted  in  each  organization 
throughout  the  armory  period.  They  may  take  any  form  which 
gives  effective  results. 

6.  Noncommissioned  officers'  schools  will  be  provided  for  in, 
the  schedules  of  each  organization.  During  the  armory  per- 
iod these  schools  will  produce  the  greater  good  if  conducted 
immediately  preceding  each  assembly  for  drill  or  instruction. 

c.  During  the  field  period,  schools  for  officers  and  noncom- 
missioned officers  will  be  held  daily  each  afternoon,  Saturdays 
and  Sundays  excepted,  in  preparation  for  the  next  day's  train- 
ing. See  par.  13,  Schools,  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Train- 
ing 1925-1926". 

10.  Specialists'  Training: 

The  training  of  specialists  will  be  conducted  throughout  the 
training  year.  For  preparation  for  the  field  period  mess  ser- 
geants and  cooks  will,  during  the  armory  period,  be  given 
theoretical  instruction  in  "Extracts  from  Manual  for  Army 
Cooks"  (War  Department  Document  No.  564-A)  and  "Notes 
on  Messing  and  Mess  Inspection  in  the  Field"  (Militia  Bureau 
Document  No.  916).  This  training  may  be  further  augmented 
in  the  four  day  camps  of  instruction  if  held. 

11.  Range  Firing  and  Service  Practice: 

a.  All  organizations  will  be  required  to  conduct  range  prac- 
tice or  service  firing  with  the  arms  with  which  equipped,  as 
follows : 

(1)  Organizations  armed  with  ri'fle-Course  "D". 

(2)  Organizations  armed  with  pistol  or  revolver-Dis- 
mounted Course. 

(3)  Machine  Gun  Organization-Course  "B". 
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(4)    Field  and  Coast  Artillery-Service  practice,  combined 
in  all  cases  with  tactical  exercises. 

6.  Where  range  facilities  are  available,  organizations  armed 
with  the  rifle,  pistol,  revolver  or  machine  gun  will  complete 
their  range  practice  during  the  armory  period.  No  preliminary 
instruction  in  rifle  marksmanship  will  be  given  in  the  field 
and  individuals  or  organizations  which  have  not  received  such 
instruction,  including  satisfactory  completion  of  the  prescribed 
tests,  will  n.ot  be  permitted  to  fire.  'Firing  during  the  field 
period  will  be  limited  to  preliminary  and  qualification  firing  of 
such  individuals  as  have  not  completed  them  or  home  ranges, 
and  such  combat  firing  as  is  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
execution  of  small  problems. 

Qualified  machine  gun  organizations  may  be  authorized  to 
fire  Course  "A". 

12.  Athletics  and  Recreation : 

Afternoon  hours  of  the  field  training  period  are  allotted  to 
athletics  and  recreational  games.  The  importance  of  this  dur- 
ing field  training  cannot  be  overestimated.  For  details,  see 
pars.  9  and  10,  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Training  1925-1926". 

13.  Daily  Training — Field  Period: 

Each  day  of  field  period,  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 
will  be  divided  into  periods  of  training  as  follows : 

a.  The  Morning  Period: 
Minimum  of  five  hours. 

Scope — Purely  military  training. 

b.  The  Afternoon  Period: 

The  necessary  time  will  be  devoted  to  the  following : 

Schools  for  officers. 

Schools  for  noncommissioned  officers. 

Theoretical  and   practical   instruction  of  battalion  and 
higher  commanders  and  their  staffs  (a  continuous  period  of 

not  less  than  throe  hours). 
Physical  training. 
Athletics. 
Mass  Games. 

Field  meets  and  preparation  therefor. 
Military  competitions  and  preparation  therefor. 
Recruit  training. 

Field  exercises  and  target  practice  as  may  be  necessary 
in  continuation  of  morning  work. 

c.  The  Evening  Period: 
Ceremonies  and  retreat. 
Amusements. 

See  par.  20,  "Notes  on  National  Guard  Training,  1925 
-1926''  and  Appendix  III  thereto. 

14.  Preparation  of  Programs  and  Schedules: 

a.  Programs  for  the  succeeding  training  year  will  be  prepared 
during  the  field  period  by  all  higher  commanders,  as  a  part  of 
their  training,  upon  receipt  of  the  program  of  the  next  higher 
commander. 

6.  Schedules  covering  the  training  to  be  conducted  immediately 
following  the  close  of  the  field  period,  will  be  prepared  during 
the  field  period,  when  it  is  found  practicable  to  do  so.  In 
event  that  lack  of  time,  or  other  considerations  prevent  such 
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preparation,  these  schedules  should  be  prepared  immediately 
after  the  return  of  organizations  to  their  home  stations. 

c.  Programs  and  schedules  are  not  effective  until  approved  by 
the  next  higher  commander. 

d.  Under  a.  b,   and  e  above,  programs  and  schedules  for  the 
Training  Year  1927-1928  will  be  prepared. 

15.  Programs  for  Field  Training : 

Programs  for  field  training  of  the  National  Guard  will  be  for- 
warded through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  so  as  to  reach  this  headquarters  at  least 
two  months  prior  to  the  opening  of  camps.  Upon  being  re- 
vised and  coordinated  they  will  be  returned  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State  or  District  of  Columbia  with  any  neces- 
sary comments  for  their  final  action. 

16.  Camps  of  Instruction  : 

The  policy  of  the  Militia  Bureau  is  to  authorize  camps  of  in- 
struction preparatory  to  field  training  whenever  availability  of 
funds  makes  it  possible,  and  to  authorize  rifle  camps  of  in- 
struction whenever  additional  necessary  funds  permit.  For 
the  scope  of  these  camps,  see  par.  15,  "Notes  on  National 
Guard  Training  1925-1926",  and  pars.  18  a  and  b,  Training 
Memorandum  No.  6,  this  headquarters,  1925. 

17.  Notes  on  National  Guard  Training  1925-1926. 

These  notes  have  been  distributed  to  all  National  Guard 
officers  and  to  the  instructor  personnel.  All  are  required  to 
become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  text  thereof  and  be  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  they  are  the  Militia  Bureau's  ex-

SUBJECT:    Audit  of  Property  Accounts. 

TO :  All  Organization  Commanders,  Penna.  National  Guard. 

1.  This  office  in  co-operation  with  the  organization  commanders 
of  the  National  Guard  has  from  time  to  time  conducted  audits  of 
organization  property  accounts  when  presented  to  this  office  by  a 
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duly  appointed  representative  or  by  the  organization  commander 
personally.  At  such  times  as  these  accounts  are  audited  personally 
with  the  organization  commander  it  has  proven  more  satisfactory, 
in  that,  full  information  regarding  any  attending  circumstances 
could  be  given  by  him  as  well  as  should  any  Reports  of  Survey 
have  been  necessary,  they  were  accomplished  at  once  and  properly 
completed  with  affidavits  signed  by  the  organization  commander. 
In  some  cases  representatives  appointed  by  the  organization  com- 
mander, on  visit  to  this  office  have  been  unable  to  clarify  some  prop- 
erty situations  nor  have  they  been  able  to  sign  necessary  surveys  or 
other  papers  with  a  result  that  correspondence  is  instituted  with 
the  organization  commander  to  the  loss  of  time  to  both  this  office 
and  the  unit  commander. 

2.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  will  be  required  that  an  audit  of 
property  account  be  attended  personally  by  the  organization  com- 
mander so  that  all  unnecessary  correspondence  may  be  obviated  and 
that  when  an  audit  is  finished  all  necessary  surveys  or  other  papers 
will  have  been  at  once  completed  without  further  delay. 

3.  Only  such  audits  as  are  prearranged  and  a  definite  date  set 
will  be  entered  into  by  this  office.  It  is  therefor  requested  that  all 
organization  commanders  refrain  from  requesting  a  property  audit 
on  a  visit  to  this  office  without  first  arranging  same  in  accordance 

with  the  above.  This  is  vitally  necessary  so  that  no  two  audits 
will  be  scheduled  in  this  office  in  any  one  day. 

4.  In  the  same  connection  it  is  desired  to  caution  organization 
commanders  that  in  order  to  derive  any  benefit  from  audit  of  prop- 
erty accounts,  it  is  essential  that  an  inventory  be  available  during 
such  audit  in  view  of  which  in  making  any  audit  whatsoever  it 
will  be  required  that  such  an  inventory  be  presented  to  include 
all  classes  and  nature  of  property  without  exception.  _  likewise 
all  property  accounts  and  vouchers  pertaining  to  his  period  of  com- 
mand of  that  organization.
